Retail Sales Up 
Over 1956 Levels 


Retail sales fell in September in 
Alabama, after seasonal adjust- 
ment, but were six per cent above 
sales reported for tember last 
year. 

In this report, the 
Research at 
the UA said that in Alabama the 
majority of retail categories re- 
ported reduced si for the month. 

In Shelby County, September 
sales at retail by retail concerns 
only were up 8.6 per cent from 
September 1956 and were down 

5 per cent from August of this 
year. 

Only apparel sales rose state - 
wide during the month, increasing 
five percent. The largest decline 
from August levels was the 17 
per cent reduction in lumber and 
building materials sales. 

Compared with a year earlier, 
the Bureau reports that retail sales 
for September present a very dif- 
ferent picture.

More Emphasis Is On 
Exceptional Students 


Greater emphasis on classes for 
pupils of exceptional ability may 
lle one answer to the question of 
providing more science and eng- 
ineering training in 
schools. 

The suggestion was offered here 
by Dean James PR. Cudworth of the 
UA College of Engineering and 
Dr. Eric Rodgers, head of the 
Physics and Astronomy Depart- 
ment in a meeting sponsored by 
the Student Educat'on Association. 

“You can’t expect youngsters of 
14 to chose diff “lt courses in~- 
stead of easy ones,” Dr, Cudworth 
said. “I should like to see this ‘ac- 
ademic freedom’ restricted.” 

Dr. Rodgers expressed the op- 
inion that we need to teach alge- 
bra, plain geometry, arithmetic, 
and reading in high school, “I ad- 
yocate teaching slow, careful read- 
ing,” the physicist said, “To work 
arithmetic problems, you must 
first understand English and know 
the meaning of individual words. 

Let’s find some way to stimulate 
above average students and stop 
lioring them to death in the class- 
room,” Rodgers urged,

PRICE OF CANDIDACY 
INCREASES 


The price a man pays to be a 
candidate is on the rise in Ala- 


tama, due to the fact that the, 


Alabama Legislature approved 
bills providing for substantial in- 
creases in the pay of various 
state officials. And these pay hikes 
will be reflected by comparable 
rises in the candidates qualifying 
fees for the May Primary Election. 

The law permits a party to col- 
lect a fee from candiates seek- 
ing office, such fee not to be more 
than two percent of the annual in- 
come of the office which the can- 
didate seeks. 

For instance, for gubernatorial 
hopefuls, in the past, the fee was 
two per cent of $12,000 or $240. 
But the next Governor of Alabama 
thanks to the members of the last 
Alabama Legislature, will be paid 
$25,000 a year. This will mean the 
qualifying fee will jump to $500. 
Other state officials receiving 
substantial raises will be charged 
accordingly. 

Qualifying fees for County as- 
pirants will be fixed by the Shel-

WAR FORTIFICATION 


Site Near Wilsonville 
Used As Defense 


Information is desired as to the 
erection and manning of Confed- 
erate defensive earthworks in 
Shelby County, at the site of the 
great steam plant being erected 
Ly Southern Electric Generating 
Company, particularly from fam- 
ily reports of those whose fore- 
bears resided in that area or whose 
forebears served the Confederacy 
at these fortifications. 

These earthworks are near Wil- 
sonville, alout midway between 

Harpersville and Columbiana 
Their purpose was to defend the 
railroad bridges at crossings of 
| Yellow Leaf Creek and of fhe 
Coosa River from raiding par 
j ties of Federal Calvary. 

The railroad was of import- 
ance to the Confederacy. It then 
ran northward 134 miles from 
| Selma through Montevallo, Colum- 
biana, Childersburg and Tallade- 
ga to Blue Mountain (now Annis- 
ton. 

The railroad had been incorpo- 
rated in 1848 to construct a line 
|connecting the navigable Alabama 
at Selma with the navigable Tenn- 
essee at Guntersville. In spite of 
|valiant efforts, the Confederacy 
rails were never laid north of Blue 
Mountain for lack of railroad iren 
;and for want of men to produce 
rails and,grade the road bed. 

The railrdad suffered’ heavy 
damage from Wilson’s calvary 
raiders in April, 1865, but in 1866 
was reorganized as Selma, Rome 
& Dalton, A daily train was ad- 
vertised as leaving Selma at 4:00 
p. m,, arriving’ at Blue Mountain 
at 12:30 8°°m..and-returning from 
Blue Mountain at 3:30 a. m° to 
Selma. at 12:00 Noon. It was ad- 
vertised that the train “connects 
with steamers on the Alabama 
River and with Selma & Merid- 
tian -R. R.”-and—“with Taylor, Gil- 
mer & Co’s four-horse coaches for 
Rome, Ga.” By 1869 the road was 
|finished to Dalton, Ga. 

In 1881 the railroad became a 
|part of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia R. R., which in 
| 1894 was merged into the Southen 
Railway. 
| The wartime defense at Yellow 
Leaf Creek are located on high 
ground on the west bank of the 
creek and on the south side of 
the railroad tracks and are still 
prominent features of the land- 
scape.

as consumer Luying, 

I cannot believe that Russia 
wants World War III; in fact, I/ 
am confident that Russia will go| 
to some lengths to avoid World | 
War III, In case of any retaliation | 
by us, Russia would suffer great | 
losses. Moreover, if Russia has any | 
hope of conquering our country, 
she certainly wishes to preserve | 
our cities, industries, and other 
valuable assets. Russia has land | 
enough now; it is our industries 
which Russia wants. This also ap-, 
plies to England and Western 
Europe as well as the United 
States. Therefore my forecasts 
for 1958 are as follows: 

1. The present cold war will be 
intensified during 1958. This will 
increase fear of war, which could | 
greatly affect retail sales. | 

2, Russian policy will be aimed 
at securing control of the United 
States, the countries of Western 
Europe and the Middle East by in- 
filtration, 

3. The cold war costs the United 
States Billions of dollars annual- 
ly. This can Le paid for only 
through increased taxes or infla- 
tion, or by ‘the “adoption of the 
Hoover Commission’s recommend- 
ations for radical economy. 

4. Proftis' will be further 
squeezed during 1958 as a result 
of higher costs and pressure for 
lower prices. 

5, Competition at all levels will 
inerease during 1958. 

6. Only more advertising by both 
manufacturers and retailers will 
enable them to keep up their pres- 
ent gross volume during 1958. 

7. Failures will increase in 1958. 
These will apply mostly to small 
concerns, but some of the Lig com- 
panies in the Dow-Jones Averages 
may collapse. 

8. Predicting a lower total vol- 
ume of business for 1958, com- 
pared with 1967, I forecast a mod- 
erately lower trend, on average, 
for wholesale commodity prices, 


Expect a gradual decrease in the 


cost-of-living durmg 1958. 

9. Wise labor leaders will hesi- 
tate to fight for higher wages, 
but will try for shorter hours, pen- 
sions and other “fringes.” ‘ 

10. European countries will have 
less to spend for Americna goods, 
and foreign trade will decline in 
1958 compared with 1957. 


MONEY OUTLOOK 

11. Money will continue to be 
“tight” during 1958 for new Wor- 
rowers who have not established 
a satisfactory Inie of credit. 

12. Owing to declining demands 
for funds, interest rates will de - 
cline in 1958. ' 

13. Concerns with large num- 
bers of employees will receive 
first consideration both by banks 
and by the government. 

14, For fear of World War III, 
and/due to declining business, 
many plans for expansion of plants 
will be postponed. 

15. Money rates may be “fixed” 
during 1958 by an economic die- 
tator. 

16. Lower money rates will make 
it easier to sell long-term bonds 
during 1958. 

17. The supply of non-taxable 
state, m@picipal, turnpike, and 
other “Authority bonds” will in- 
crease during 1958. 

18, I forecast higher prices for 
many corporation bonds. 

19. Investors will continue, dur- 
ing 1958 to switch from stocks 
to attractive Lond issues; fear of 
war will rul¢é all markets. 

20. Bankers will fear that the 
government, as a part of the cold 
war, will appoint a dictator to 
direct the policies of all national 
banks, the leading stock exchanges 
and investment dealers.

From The Independent, Fuquay, 
Springs, N.C.: The Russian propa- 
ganda success with the Sputniks 
has revealed that this country has 
committed grave errors in the 
images of America which it has 
sought to establish abroad by pro- 
paganda and informational policy. 
The high standard of living in 
America has been emphesized as 
a demonstration of superiority 
over the Russian system. But the 
people of the backward countries 
can never hope to attain a small 
fraction of what million of Ameri- 
cans now enjoy. Even in western 
Europe, America has induced per- 
haps unnecessary envy by its em- 
phasis on American prosperity. 

‘The need which the leaders of 
backward countries feel keenly is 
that of industrializing as rapidly 
as possible. They do not believe 
that they have the time to indus- 
trialize which was given to Ameri- 
ca. This suggests one of the rea- 
sons why the Soviet Union has 
seemed like a model or example 
for-various Asian leaders and in- 
tellectuals. 

‘The Russian leaders have been 
able to develop Russia industrially 
and to produce earth satellites by 
sweating and enslaving the Rus- 
sian people. But in Asia, the en- 
slavement of Russians, and also 
of Lithuanians, Litvaks and Es- 


thonians, does not usually arouse 
many chords of sympathy. To 
Asians, success is more impres- 
sive than freedom. 


Freedom has been the crucial 
issue, and American propaganda 
has often w:tered down the appeal 
of freedom by over-emphasizing 
prosperity and richness. A belief 
about America has been jolted by 
Sputnik. Fresh thoughts must be 
given immediately to the prob- 
lems of propaganda and informa- 
tional policy. ~

The state docks Lond amendment 
for which the Folsom adminis- | 
tration went all out in its state-| 
wide campaign in fayor of the new 
debt, ranked fifth in popular ap-| 
proval.

What's Ahead In 1958 


By FOY HELMS

Th will be another tough year for farming. 

Here in Alabama—and throughout the nation—farmers do 
not now share equally with people in other employment in the 
country’s prosperity. And the situation is not likely to improve in 
1958. 

If things do get any better this year, it will be because of 
the federal farm programs. The government is set to spend as 
heavily as it did last year through the Soil Bank and other opera- 
tions. 

I am rather pessimistic over the 1958 farm outlook for sev- 
eral reasons, 

First, farm prices will average about the same as in 1957. 
That fact alone is disheartening, for 1957 was one of the worst 
years since 1951 for net farm income. 

Second, even if farm prices were to average slightly higher 
—a most unlikely prospect—the cost of things farmers have to 
buy is sure to increase far more. The cost of practically every 
item not produced on the farm is creeping up. This includes 
machinery, labor, fertilizers, taxes, interest rates, and about every- 
thing else you can name. 

Third, farm exports will not equal those of 1957, when the 
product of one acre out of five, nation-wide, was sold abroad. 


Farm Debts Are Climbing 


Fourth, farm indebtedness for operations, machinery, land, 
and buildings will continue to rise. At present, debts equal 11 
percent of the net worth of American farmers. Although this 
figure is not dangerously high, it does mean that farmers must 
spend considerable money on carrying charges and interest. The 
expected debt rise will add to this bill. 

Although, as I have said, the over-all farm outlook is dis- 
couraging, there are a few good spots—in dairying, eggs, and 
beef. Unfortunately, not enough Alabama farmers produce these 
items to brighten the agricultural picture in this state. 

A slight increase in milk production is expected in 1958 due 
to higher per-cow production. At the same time, prices farmers 
receive for milk will hold steady or go up a bit. Bought feed 
should be cheaper. Although the dairyman’s labor bill will be as 
high or higher than last year, the most efficient dairymen should 
be able to make more money in 1958. 

Egg prices to the farmer should average about a dime a dozen 
higher, And although total egg volume will be down some be- 
cause of fewer layers, the better prices should bring greater total 
egy income. 

Fewer cattle on U. S. farms, with beef prices averaging some 
higher and bought feed lower, can result in more income to pro- 
ducers. 


Cotton Surplus Is Shrinking 


I feel that no outlook statement is.complete without a word 
on cotton. By next Aug. 1 the U. S. supply of cotton should be 
pared from the present 12 million bales to about nine million. In- 
cidentally, we had a 15-million-bale surplus in 1956. The steady 
decline in surplus puts cotton in a much better supply-demand 
situation, making the cotton outlook the best since 1954. 

Most other Alabama farm products will not be as profitable 
as in past years. Here’s a brief look at some: 

Hogs will likely hold at present levels until midsummer and 
then drop as production increases. If U. S. farmers increase the 
spring pig crop by 10 percent—as some farm leaders predict they 
will—prices next fall will be at least 18 percent lower than those 
of last fall—and we will have 12 to 14-cent hogs. 

But—and this is important—now is no time for Alabama 
farmers to slow up their increases in hog production. Although 
nobody advocates farmers being overloaded with hogs worth 12 
cents a pound, our need over the long pull is for an expanded hog

With record corn and sorghum 
grain supplies, feed grain prices in 
Alabama may average lower than 
last year’s. No decline in carry- 
over is expected, 


Even with the disastrous peanut 
crop of last fall, prospects for pea- 
nuts—price-wise—are no better 
than in the past few years. There 
are ample stocks of edible peanuts 
on hand, and prices are pretty sure 
to be no higher than support levels.

Jack Bailey In High Cotton 


Jack Bailey Shows Fayette Farmers 
How To Produce Corn And Cotton

‘HE fact that Jack Bailey made over 100 

bushels of corn per acre and more than 

a bale of cotton per acre is no longer news 

in Fayette County. However, it would be 

news if this Stough community farmer failed 
to reach these goals. 

As a matter of fact Bailey has only missed 
the 100 bushels of corn per acre mark once 
during the past 10 years—96.3 bushels in 
1954—and has made at least a bale of cotton 
per acre on the eight crops he raised during 
the past nine years. 

Now this fine record was started 10 years 
ago when Bailey made up his mind to in- 
crease the corn and cotton yields on his small 
farm. ‘My aim has also been to make this 
valley a little better off than it was when I 
moved here,” Bailey declared. 

And Bailey has definitely improved his 
farm. His first job was to provide proper 
drainage, including digging several small lat- 
eral ditches and one large ditch which runs 
completely across the farm. The County Ex- 
tension Service workers helped with the plan- 
ning and the ASC office assisted by paying 
a share of the cost. 

Since 1948 Bailey has also made maximum 
use of winter legumes in improving the soil. 
Crop rotation has been practiced whenever 
possible and Bailey has followed methods 
recommended by the API Experiment Station 
and Extension Service in producing the high 
yields. 

The corn and cotton crops this year are an 
indication of the fine job Bailey has been do- 
ing on his farm. On six acres of corn he av- 
eraged 123.8 bushels per acre and on six 
acres of cotton he made 10 bales, or 875 
pounds of lint cotton per acre. 

The corn—Funks G-711—followed a win- 
ter legume and was fertilized with 600 
pounds of 4-12-12 per acre before planting 
time. It was side-dressed with 100 pounds 
of ammonium nitrate per acre. Planted on 
May 7 in 40-inch rows and 15 inches in the 
drill, the corn was cultivated twice and sur- 
face irrigated three times from a small creek 
that runs through the farm. 

D.P.L. Fox variety cotton was planted by 
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Bailey and fertilized with 600 pounds of 4-12- 
12 per acre. It followed a winter legume al- 
so and was poisoned 10 times. Irrigation on 
the cotton was the same as on the corn. 

Bailey gives his irrigation practices much 
of the credit for the continued high yields. 
And he points out that no pumps or other ir- 
rigation equipment is used, making the sys- 
tem mighty economical. Bailey just dams up 
the creek when he wants to irrigate and lets 
the water flow through a pipe into a ditch 
along the edge of his cotton and corn field. 
From this ditch the water is let into the rows, 
which have enough slope to allow the water 
to cover the field. 

Of course Mr. Bailey also has that special 
touch in growing things that all good farmers 
seem to have. 

The following two lists show corn and cot- 
ton production records in bale per acre and 
bushel per acre yields for the past few years:

T was no new discovery that weather was 

a tremendous factor in farming in 1957; 
that weather can make or break a farmer. 
If it’s favorable and he does his part, it makes 
him; if it’s too unfavorable, it breaks him. 

This happened in Alabama in 1957. A sur- 
vey, through county agents and otherwise, 
brought the conclusion that weather losses 
suffered by Alabama farmers total more than 
$50 million, cotton suffering the biggest total 
loss, peanuts second, corn - 
third. 

No workable idea has yet 
been presented for farmers 
to use in preventing weather 
losses. Crop insurance might 
help, but it doesn’t solve this 
problem. 

One fact is clear. Weather 
hazards are less with live- 
stock than with crops; but 
we must have crops too. So 
the best answer seems to be 
the best farming that can be done, including 
crops, livestock, poultry. 

* * * 


All indications now are that 1958 will be 
another difficult year for farmers because 
(1) of high operating costs and (2) outlet 
limitations, or inability to sell as much as 
farmers want to produce and sell. 

Certainly it’s a year for economy-in opera- 
tion but not economy to the extent of less net 
income. 

Every hour of labor, every dollar of capital, 
every acre of land, and every animal needs 
to produce efficiently and at as low cost as 
feasible; and the entire farm needs to operate 
in unison in the same way. 

* * * 

Acres allotted to cotton in Alabama in 1958 
are about the same as in 1957, Differences 
are minor. But the 1959 allotment will be cut 
unless existing laws are changed. 

The current agricultural act froze the cot- 
ton allotment for 1957 and 1958 at 17.5 mil- 
lion acres, plus 100,000 additional acres to 
meet minimum allotment requirements for 
small growers. 

In 1959 under the present law, the national 
acreage will be enough to produce 10 million 
bales. This is estimated at 18 million acres, 
or 4.5 million acres under the 1958 allotment. 

* * * 

The brightest spot in American agriculture 
in 1957 was a new peak in exports. The total 
was at an all-time high in value, It totaled 
$4,724,000,000 which was 17 percent above 
the previous record in 1952 and 35 percent 
above 1956. 

Cotton and wheat predominated in the 
1957 gain. Cotton accounted for 61 percent 
of the rise; wheat 30 percent. 

These big increases were due in part to the 
government program, with federal funds be- 
ing a big factor. It is hoped, of course, that 
exports will continue at a high level which is 
not expected without continued government 
participation at a high level. 

* * * 

This is an open season for “new approach- 
es” to the U.S. farm problem. Farmers are 
wondering ; economists are discussing; con- 
gress is seeking better answers. 

Two needs are paramount: 

(1) An agriculture that is ever adequate 
in supplying adequate food and fiber for all 
of us; (2) a program, or a way, that gives 
farmers their fair share of the national in- 
come which is far from true now.

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Elmore County Bidets Builds Self-Geeder

A drive-in self-feeder is sure saving one El- 
more County beef producer a lot of 
steps. 

In fact, K. R. Murchison of the Good Hope 
community has about taken all the work out 
of cattle feeding with a split-level self-feeder 
that requires refilling only once a month. 

And the Farm and Home Development 
demonstrator is proud of the feeder for other 
reasons, too. He visited a lot of his neighbors 
to see what they had in the way of self-feed- 
ers before he built one himself. But the cap- 
able cattleman wasn’t satisfied with any he 
saw. It seemed that all he looked at had to 
be watched too closely to keep the feed from 
running out. Murchison wanted a feeder that 
would hold four or five tons of feed—instead 
of two or three hundred pounds. 

So, not finding a plan to fit his needs, 
Murchison sat down with Assistant County 
Agent V. L. Keeble and worked out his own 
set of plans. 


Hillside Site 


A hillside near the farm pond was selected 
as the best site. Part of the hill was cut 
down with a bulldozer, a quarter of an acre 
area being leveled. A 20-foot concrete block 
wall was laid next to the cut for the main 
foundation of the building. Using rough sec- 
ond-hand lumber, Murchison built a 20 by 
20-foot feed shed. The front end was level 
with the top of the bank and the other end 
was about eight feet above the ground where 
Murchison had leveled it off. To make the 
building strong enough to support 30 or 40 
tons of crushed feed, solid heart-pine pillars 
were set on concrete footing, and two by 
four-inch floor sills were set 18 inches apart. 

When the feed shed was completed the Tal- 
lassee Rt. 1 farmer cut a two-foot wide hole 
in the floor, running the length of the struc- 
ture. Below this opening he built a five-ton 
capacity, double trough, feed hopper. Feed 
in the upper shed is merely pushed into the 
hopper when feeding time comes around. 

“The main reason I wanted a split-level 
self-feeder,” says Murchison, “was the time 
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and work it saves in unloading feed. All I 
have to do now is back the truck into the shed 
and shovel it off.” 


Shed For Shelter 


Another feature, the farmer added, was a 


shed on the back of the feeder to provide 
shelter for his cattle when the weather is bad. 

Agent Keeble, who works closely with 
Murchison, says the FHD farmer has only 
about $50 tied up in the building. He did 
all the carpentry work himself, and by using 
scrap lumber left over from another building, 
about all he had to buy was nails and part 
of the tin roofing. . 

To keep the self-feeder operating, Murchi- 
son raised about 2500 bushels of corn this fall 
and has over 100 acres of oats that will be 
combined this spring. 

And being a good livestock producer, 
Murchison also has plenty of grazing. His 
cows are now grazing on 150 acres of oats, 
and he has 200 acres of permanent pasture. 


More Game Now 


ELIEVE it or not, today’s hunters have a 
lot more game to hunt than did the first 
settlers in Alabama. 

Even though the buffalo that used to be 
seen in the state are no longer around, we 
have a greater abundance of other animals, 
according to API Extension Fish and Wildlife 
Specialist Earl Kennamer. 

Kennamer pointed out that game birds and 
animals adapt themselves to man-made sur- 
roundings. Quail were found only here and 
there in the early days for timber covered 
the state. And when deer and turkey de- 
creased with the clearing of land, quail, dove, 
and rabbits took their place. 

Beavers are now found in practically every 
county in the state, said Kennamer. Due to 
low fur prices, trappers are not taking the 
animals. And because of special management 
practices, we are producing more deer and 
turkey on the same areas. Bear can also be 
found in all parts of the state, the specialist 
added.

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OMETHING had to replace the lost cot- 

ton acreage on my farm. And I found 
the answer in layers,”’ says Vernon Spence of 
Madison County. 

The Farm and Home Development demon- 
strator's cotton allotment on his 97-acre farm 
had been cut so low that he just couldn’t 
make a living for his family on that crop 
alone, But when Spence began to look around 
for some other operation he found that his 
acreage was too small for such things as 
dairy or beef cattle. However, layers seemed 
to exactly fit the bill. 

So finally the Meridianville community 
farmer took the big step about 20 months ago. 
After talking over the problem with Assistant 
County Agent F. M. Patterson, he decided on 
a building plan that fitted his needs and went 
to work. 

“Evidently Spence made the right move,” 
remarked Patterson, “for after he completed 
the building and stocked it with 1000 White 
Leghorn layers, he started to work on another 
1000-capacity house last summer.” 

Both houses were built for only about 
$1000 each, Spence explained. And this fig- 
ure included the nests, feeders—which he 
built himself—and an automatic watering 
system. 

This fall Spence ran into one of his first big

problems. He had raised out the first batch 
of replacement pullets in a brooder house that 
had been converted from an old barn. How- 
ever, the house was being used for storing 
feed when it came time for the second re- 
placements. So Spence had to buy starter 
pullets. 

“T can’t stand the cost of buying these pul- 
lets,” he declared, ‘and by the time I need 
more replacements you can bet I’ll do my own 
raising. I’m also planning to build two more 
laying houses in the next couple of years and 
buying replacement pullets, for four 1000-ca- 
pacity houses could run into a lot of money,” 
he added. 

Spence also found that to market fresh 
eggs, he had to have some way to keep them 
cool. He took care of this problem by build- 
ing a small, well-insulated house with a cool- 
ing unit. The cost of this cooler came to 
about $350. “But it’s money well spent,” 
says Spence. “With the eggs kept at a con- 


stant temperature they will still be grade-A 
when ready for market.”

“For this work, Lowery was one of 12 individuals among 
the 14,000 Extension Service workers in the. U. S. honored 
by Epsilon Sigma Phi, honorary Extension organization, for 
meritorious service in 1957.” 

A native of Cullman County and a graduate of API, Low- 
ery served as assistant county agent and then as district 4-H 
Club agent before becoming Extension agronomist. 


GOOD TOMATO VARIETIES—Three va- 
rieties of tomatoes have shown promise in 
Auburn tests and are worthy of trial in Ala- 


bama. All three varieties, Homestead 24, 
Kokomo, and Moreton Hybrid, produced 
higher yields than Rutgers. A mid-season va- 
iety, Homestead 24 is practically immune to 
Fusarium wilt. Its fruit is smaller than Rut- 
gers and has less finish at the blossom scar. 
Kokomo is practically immune to wilt and is 
a good staking variety. It produces smaller 
tomatoes than Rutgers. Moreton Hybrid, 
which is 7 to 10 days earlier than Rutgers, 
is a tall wilt-susceptible variety.

PEANUT DISEASE CONTROL—Economi- 
cal control of soil-borne peanut diseases has 
resulted from use of a soil nematocide, Nem- 
agon, in a two-year rotation test at the Wire- 
grass Substation, Headland. The treatment 
resulted in yield increases and reductions in 
soil-borne fungus and nematode diseases with 
these crops grown in the rotation: Dixie run- 
ner peanuts, Victorgrain 48-93 oats, and Sa- 
grain grain sorghum.

VARIETY TEST RESULTS—Results of ex- 
periments with English peas and potatoes 
show that several varieties are good for Ala- 
bama use. They are; early peas, Little Mar- 
vel; mid-season peas, Ferry’s Confidence, 
Victory Freezer, and Emerald; and late peas, 
Wando. Pontiac (earliest) and Red La Soda 
(second early) are good red skin potato va- 
rieties.

LOCAL PINE SEED BEST—Pine seedlings 
grown from seed collected locally are best to 
use in plantations. In several experimental 
plantations at Auburn, best growth has been 
obtained when local seed is used. Results of 
experimental work will identify exceptional 
races of trees if they exist in the South. So 
far, however, no outstanding races have been 
found.

FRESHNESS OF EGGS IMPORTANT— 
Freshness of eggs is more important to the 
housewife than price, size, or shell color, an 
Alabama study discloses. Breakfast eggs must 
look appetizing and taste good to please men, 
the largest consumers of eggs. Housewives 
often buy eggs direct from producers or pay a 
premium for eggs of proven quality to get 
freshest eggs possible,

PLANTING SPRING ANNUALS—T his 
month is the time for planting early spring- 
flowering annuals, according to results of Au- 
burn studies. Flats for growing these plants 
are prepared by putting in sterilized sandy 
loam, watering well, and covering with a one- 
fourth inch layer of sterile sand, vermiculite, 
or screened sphagnum moss, Flats are filled 
to one inch from top. Fresh seed are planted 
in three-sixteenths inch deep rows and cover- 
ed with a light layer of sand. The flat is cov- 
ered with glass and paper and kept in a warm 
place.

SOCIAL SECURITY FOR FARMERS— 
Available information reveals that many eli- 
gible farmers are not taking part in the So- 
cial Security program. The Social Security 
tax paid by farmers goes for purchase of an 
annuity at retirement age and makes possible 
the payments after retirement. The self-em- 
ployed person under Social Security is also 
buying insurance. Should he die before re- 
tirement, his family receives benefits. 
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Joneses Move Back To The Farm--And Love It

‘HE Marcus Joneses are a rarity in this day 
and time. 

While thousands of persons are leaving the 
farms every day, this Calhoun County family 
bought a farm and moved out of town. 

It seems the power behind this move was 
Mrs, Jones, who was raised on a farm, and 
the two boys in the family, 16-year-old Mar- 
cus III and 18-year-old Stanley. Of course 
Mr. Jones, also farm-reared, was all for the 
move. And eight-year-old Rebecca is just 
enjoying country life. 

The Jones family had been living in Weav- 
er up until two years ago when they bought 
the 340 acres on Ohatchee Rt. 2. “I thought 
it would be just the place to raise a couple 
of boys,” Mrs. Jones explained, ‘and now I 
wouldn’t swap the farm for a whole town.” 

And the rest of the family feel the same 
way as Mrs. Jones. They are a happy family 
that is having the time of their lives. They 
all pull together, with Mrs, Jones and the 
boys having to do most of the work around 
the farm at the present. Mr. Jones works at 
the Anniston Ordnance Plant and will con- 
tinue with his job until he retires. In the 
meantime they hope to get a tenant this year 
to help out with the farming chores. 

Assistant County Agent Tom Bass and As- 
sistant Home Agent Christine Risher—who 
work with Farm and Home Development fam- 
ilies in Calhoun County—broke in at this 
point to stress that the Joneses do farm; that 
the place is not just a rural residence for 
them. 

In fact, they raised 15 acres of corn this 
year, have two brood sows and a boar, and 
18 head of beef cattle. However, the pride 
of the entire family is a six-acre fish pond. 
It-has been stocked for three years and is 
now open to the public. 

“Tell how you happened to become Farm 
and Home Development demonstrators,” sug- 
gested Mrs. Risher. 

“Well, I read about it in the newspaper,” 
said Mrs. Jones. ‘I figured we could use all 
the help we could get, so I just called and 
requested information.” 

And that seemed indicative of Mrs. Jones’ 
nature. She doesn’t sit back and wait for 
things to happen. She is the new presi- 
dent of the North Ohatchee Home Demonstra- 
tion Club and president of the Room Mothers’ 
Club at Ohatchee School. 
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BACK TO THE FARM—Two years ago 
the Marcus Jones family bought a 340-acre 
farm on Ohatchee Rt.

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100,000 View Relief Map Of Alabama 


IT seemed to L. G. Brackeen that » 

things were moving mighty 
slow last spring when he and one 
assistant spent two months build- 
ing an enormous relief map of 
Alabama. 

But things have been moving 
a lot faster for the chief soil sur- 
veyor of the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Agriculture since the map 
was completed on July 13. The 
seven-foot, 250-pound plaster 
model has traveled some 2000 © 
miles on a trailer behind Brack- * 
een’s car and has been viewed by #~ 
more than 100,000 persons. i 

So far Brackeen has exhibited 
the map at nine county, state, and 
regional fairs and has shown it 


on display at the Alabama Soil 
Fertility meeting in Montgomery 
in December. In October the huge 
map was taken to the annual con- 
vention of the American Society 8 
of Agronomy in Atlanta, Ga., 
where it was viewed by delegates 
from all the states and 25 foreign 
countries. 
Brackeen explained that the 
map is also being used as a visual 
aid in teaching the relationship 
between soils, geology, and relief. 
For example, the artesian flow of 
water can be graphically illustrated with the 
map, he explained. The model is also useful 
in showing other water movements and lo- 
cating areas in the state adjacent to sources 
of surface water, timber, and other things 
that might make the land desirable for ir- 
rigated farming, industrial sites, and so on. 
When the map is shown at fairs, civic club 
meetings, or other events, it has a gauge at- 
tachment allowing a person to determine the 
elevation of almost any spot in the state, said 
Brackeen. He added that this feature has 
been of great interest to most viewers. 
Seven feet long and five feet wide, the 
map has a maximum elevation of six inches, 
representing Mt, Cheaha near Anniston, This 
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New Tax Guide Available 


HE farmer’s 1957 tax guide is now avail- 

able through county agents. 

API Extension Economist Foy Helms point- 
ed out that the farmer’s knowledge and un- 
derstanding of expenses, depreciations, and 
other tax deductions explained in the guides 
can save him money. And he added that 
every farmer probably wants to know how to 
manage his farm so he won't have to pay 
more than his share of taxes. 

The correct method of making out a farm 
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spot is actually 2,407 feet above sea level. 

And it seems that Brackeen, who lives in 
Auburn and works closely with the API Ex- 
tension Service and Experiment Station, has 
started something with his model. The API 
Experiment Station is working on a relief 
model of the Agricultural Engineering farm 
at Auburn, and Brackeen is starting on a 
model of Mobile County. Soils will be super- 
imposed on the Mobile map, which will be ex- 
tremely accurate. 

Brackeen says his Alabama map is avail- 
able to the various counties for use in pro- 
grams before civic clubs, agricultural and 
other groups whenever a schedule can be 
worked out. 


TRAVELING MAP— 
Alabama is really getting 
around these days. At 
least a seven-foot-tall re- 
lief map of the state is. 
Built by L. G. Brackeen, 
chief soil surveyor for the 
Alabama Department of 
Agriculture, the map has 
traveled 2000 miles to 
fairs and other events 
over the state and viewed 
by some 100,000 persons.

Supplies of processed fruits, vegetables, 
and nuts are plentiful. Little or no expansion 
of these crops is needed. However, certain 
crops, such as vegetables and peaches for the 
fresh market, do offer some opportunity for 
expansion if outlets are available. 


URING lambing season—most important 
time of the year for shepherds—watch 
ewes very carefully. Turn them on a small 
pasture during the day when weather is good. 
In bad weather, however, and at night, keep 
them housed. Check on ewes three or four 
times each night. If grazing is limited, con- 
tinue to feed ewes two to four pounds of leg- 
ume hay or two pounds of grain and one- 
fourth to one-half pound of cottonseed meal. 


* * * 


'O get a big crop of high-priced fall calves, 
turn bulls in with the cow herd now if 

you didn’t do this in December. Bulls not 
in good flesh should get a daily ration of oats 
mixed with two pounds of cottonseed meal. 
Turn cows on grazing once or twice a week 
when the ground is not too soft. Green graz- 
ing throughout the winter will help keep cows 
healthy and prevent trouble at calving time.

ET ready to seed dallis grass in Febru- 

ary or March. If you plan to seed a new 
pasture, turn the land, disk it, and let rains 
make a firm seedbed.

IGHT now is the time to start next year’s 
cotton crop. Take soil samples and send 
them to the API Soil Testing Laboratory in 
Auburn. Your county agent has the instruc- 
tions and shipping cartons. If the test shows 
you need lime, you can put it on 60 to 90 
days ahead of cotton planting time.

N the average, growing-fattening hogs 

use up one-third of their feed for body 
heat—to keep warm. If forced to sleep and 
eat in drafty and muddy pens, hogs use even 
more of their feed for body heat. The point 
is, use low-cost, homemade shelters so that 
hogs will make more economical gains this 
winter.

NOTHER note to hogmen: Use of good 
farrowing houses and jackets will help 
save many little-pigs that otherwise would 
chill and die or be crushed by their mothers.

WNERS of new farm ponds should send 

orders to the State Conservation Depart- 
ment as early as possible in order to receive 
bluegills before the deadline date, usually 
late in February.

GG producers are likely to find 1958 a 
more profitable year than 1957. Egg 
prices will be higher, feed costs lower, and 
sales only slightly under the record volume 
of the last two years.

RROSPECTS for broilers aren’t so favorable 
as for eggs. Broiler production prob- 
ably will rise slightly above last year’s out- 
put. Prices should average close to those of 
1957.

ECAUSE of the greater number of heating 
devices used in homes and farm buildings 
during cold weather, the threat of fire is 
greatest now. For this reason, fire extinguish- 
ers are a must for every farm, as they pro- 
vide a practical and inexpensive means of 
reducing fire damage.

‘IN SHELBY COUNTY 


Came Here In 1923 
When Democrats 
Gained Control 


With“ this issue, The Reporter 
begins its 36th year of service to 
Shelby county and the people of 
Shelby County. It was 35 years 
ago last week that the first issue 
of the Shelby County Reporter 
went out through the mails. 

It was the election of 1922 that 
prepared the way for The Report- 
er’s coming to Shelby county. In 
that election a full slate of Demo- 
cratic candidates was elected to 
county offices, for the first time 
in 30 years. 

Elected that year, were, L. B. 
Riddle to the office of Probate 
Judge; J. J. Falkner to the office 
of sheriff; W. T. Taylor, Circuit 
Clerk; Paul O. Luck, Representa- 
tive; J. F. McGraw, Chairman of 
the Board of Revenue; J. M. Frost 
and J. W. Shaw, members of the 
Board of Revenue; and R. L. Hol- 
combe, J, G. Hendrick and Dr. 
J, W. Arthur were elected Mem- 
bers of the Board of Education. 

There. was no Democratic paper 
in Columbiana at that time. Judge 
Riddle and*Mr. Taylor drove over 
to Talladega to invite The Report- 
er to come in. 

After conferring with leaders-in 
all parts of the county, the invi- 
tation was accepted. Arrangements 
were soon completed for withdraw- 
ing the Talladega Reporter, es- 
tablished in 1843, from publication 
and changing the name to Shelby 
County Reporter, Columbiana. 

There was no-building available 
at that time. So for the first six 
months the paper was printed in 
Talladega, sent to Columbia he 
express and mailed” but from “Go- 
lumbiana.

HE world-famous Kenai Na- 
:4 tional Moose Range in Alaska 
is caught in the center being 
threatened of an oil bonanza which 
recalls the frenzied days of the 
territory's. gold rush, 

Established by an Executive Or- 
der in 1941, the wildlife refuge is 
famous for its monarch moose, the 
largest and most magnificent of all 
species of North American moose, 
and for its big brown bears, Dall 
sheep, mountain goats, and other 
large and small animals. 

An oil strike in one part of the 
area this past summer has brought 
visions of quick dollars to citizens 
and oil companies alike. Business- 
men and politicals with an eye to 
Prospective expansion, are de- 
nouncing Federal regulations and 
calling for the speedy removal of 
all restrictions on even those parts 
of the Kenai that are ruled out 
geologically, 

Uncer fire are the Department 
of the Interior's proposed regula- 
tions for the control of oil and gas 
leasing on Federal wildlife lands. 
The new regulations would permit 
oil and gas leasing on less critical 
portions of some types of wildlife 
lands, and drilling would be al- 
lowed on a limited basis in other 
sections when it is shown that ofl 
resources belonging to the United 
States are being tapped through 
peripheral drainage. Oil and gas 
operators would have to comply 
with protective requirements es- 
tablished by the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the Bureau of 
Land Management. 

Although the proposed regula- 
tions would permit the orderly use 
of wildlife lands where oil or gus 
is present in commercial quanti- 
ties, the most important effect of 
the new order would be to protect 
from unwise use. those lands that 
have been set aside and are being 
managed for wildlife.

iL fe THE furore set off by the 


satellites, we have been ex- 
periencing one of those outbursts 
of patriotism which signify our na- 
tional pride. We all recall the bel- 
ligerence with which it was main- 
tained during World War I that 
one American could lick 10 Ger- 
mans, and we would like to be- 
lieve today that one American 
scientist can outsmart 10 else- 
where, Unfortunately, that is not 
true, for science is not a sparring 
match between two adversaries, 
but a fusion of effort and a syn- 
thesis of accomplishment by men 
of many tongues, many beliefs, 
and in many ages. I am sure that, 
if the truth were known, sputnik 
would pay homage to the scien- 
tists of many countries..." 

The above is quoted from a 
speech by Crawford H. Greenewalt, 
Pre ident, E. I. du Pont de Ne- 
mours & Company, before the An- 
nual Meeting of the American As- 
sociation for Advancement of 
Science, We quote it here mcause 
it points directly to a startling 
point of fact that is of concern to 
every American at this time. For 
once, we are not “on top.” And we 
know it 

You can read it in the pages of 
practically every newspaper in 
the country, for in nearly all of 
them you will find stories or edi- 
torials which carry the same mes- 
sages. First, we are behind scien- 
tifically. Secondly, our national 
pride demands that something be 
done about it. 

The launching of the Russian 
earth satellites was beyond doubt, 
the beginning of a war—a techno- 
logical war, And it has been a 
long time in American history 
since we entered a war with the 


concrete knowledge that we were 
going into it as the underdog. 

The much-publicized Gaither 
Study would not have created such 
a furore had not it contained the 
suggestion that we face the possi- 
bility of becoming a “‘second rate’’ 
power. Military leaders who stud- 
ied the report indicated that while 
the United States is faced with a 
grave military challenge from the 
Soviet Union,/ the report overem- 
phasizes the potential military 
danger. 

But, scientists and engineers 
are deeply concerned and they are 
being quick to point out that im- 
mediate action must be taken to 
speed up our own training and re- 
search programs. We must meet 
the Soviet challenge in the edu- 
cational field, they say, and we 
must as well achieve a unity of 
action in our scientific endeavors. 

In this history of_our nation, 
men have taken arms and 
marched off to battle whenever 
our nation was in peril. We now 
face a technological ‘war in which 
there is no place for a man and 
his rifle, where courage and in- 
dividual strength cannot throw 
fear into the enemy. 

‘This is a war that we must win 
as a nation. The frontrunners will 
be our scientists, engineers and 
our chosen leaders. We must look 
to them—and stand ready to help 
in any way that we can. 

Perhaps when this New Year is 
completed, the: American press 
may be reporting our achieve- 
ments in science and space, rath- 
er than our concern over the fact 
that we are running second. 

We can do it—and we will—the 
American ‘way.

Egg prices will be 
higher, feed costs lower, and sales 
only slightly under the 1956 and 


‘67 volume. Total egg output will; 


probably be around the record 61 
billion produced during these yrs. 

About six percent of total egg 
supply will come from the barn 
yard flock. However, the number 
of producers involved is greater 
than for the other 94 percent. 

Broiler production will probably 
rise slightly above the record 1957 
volume. And prices received for 
broilers are likely to average close 
to those currently estimated for 
1957. Prices will be above the year 
average during summer and low- 
er during the fina? quarter.

MAKES REPORT 
For Past Year 


The Alabama Highway Patrol 
investigated 11,100 rural _ traffic 
accidents during the year, 1957, 
which was 1,103 less than 1956. 

During the year, 1957,~ there 
were 535 fatal accidents reported 
compared to 632 for 1956. There 
were 97 less fatal accidents re- 
ported for 1957 than for 1956. 

As of January 6, 1958/ 898 traf- 
fic deaths had been reported for 
the year, 1957. 708 rural traffic 
deaths and 190 urban traffic 
deaths, which occurred in the mu- 
nicipalities of the State. The traf- 
fic fatalities for 1956 wer 976— 
780 rural traffic deaths and 196 
urban traffic deaths. We had 78 
less traffic deaths in the State} 
during 1957 than we had in 1956, 
which was a reduction of 8% in 
our State traffic deaths last year | 
as compared to 1956.

Many of these were head-on 
collisions and high speed accidents. 
Most of these accidents resulted 
from improper driver attitude, 
poor judgment, and violations of 
traffic laws and safety rules, The 
driver attitude and the human 
element was the principal factor 
in the traffic accidents, which oc- 
curred during the year, 1957. 

Based on the estimated loss of 
$110,000 per traffic death, the 
economic loss to Alabama in 1957, 
was $98,670,000.00. The actual es- 
timated property damage in the 
traffie accidents which occurred in 
Alabama during 1957 was $5,213, 
015,00.

BIG DEVELOPMENT 
INDUSTRY 


The Alabama State Chamber of 


Commerce has issued its annual 


review of industrial development 


in Alabama for 1957. 


It shows that during the year 
nearly half a billion dollars was 
invested in the state in the estab- 
lishment of new industries’ and in 
the expansion of industries al- 
ready established and in opera- 
tion. This amount does not include 
expenditures by State and Federal 
agencies, 


Heading the list in the amount 
invested by one single industry is, 
of course, the Alabama Power 
Company, with an investment of 
160 million dollars. This great 
Company, as Mr. Martin so often 
says, is proving its faith in the 
future of Alabama, 

Included in the year’s growth 


was the cstallishment of 67 new 
industries and the expansign of 46 
plants already established. It is 
noticeable that many of the new 


industries that came into the state 
in 1957 are located in small towns 
no larger, say, than Columbiana, 


Calera, Montevallo and other 
towns in Shelby County. 
The list includes Centerville, 


Blountsville, Centre, Ashland, 
Heflin, Orrville, Collinsville, 
Town Creek, Bell Mina, Hackle- 
burg, Hamilton, Wadley, Reform, 
Carrville and others. Most of 
these towns are but rarely men- 
tioned in state news—in a sense

tries in 1957.

We have two Scriptural selec- 
jtions as the basis for out present 
| Sunday schoo] lesson, The first se- 
tection is Luke’s record concern- 
ing the assistance the early Chris- 
tians at Jerusalem gave each oth- 
ler, and the second selection is part 
of Paul's Letter to the Christians 
of Galatia in which he urges them 
to exercise the Christian spirit of 
the strong helping the weak. 

We call this spirit of friendly 
helpfummess fellowship. Please 
note that the word “friendly” is 
necessary for fellowship. Compul- 
sory helpfulness or helpfulness 
given grudingly is not fellowship, 
and certainly neither has any 
place among Christians, 

When the number of Ch 
\grew rapidly after Pentecost, it 
|Lecame necessary for mutual help 
| to be exercised. It must be remem- 
bered that the followers of Jesus 
| were persecuted from the very be- 
|ginning. Christian workers lost 
their jobs, Christian business men 
suffered loss of patronage. 

But so thoroughly had these 
early 'followers of Jesus accepted 
his teachings that they were their 

rothers’ keepers many of those 
who had. matérial property sold 
it and used the proceeds in help- 
ing to provide shelter and food 
for those too poor to care for 
themselves. This spirit of helpful- 
hess was so extensive among the 
early Christians that it became 
necessary to appoint several men 
to act as stewards of contributed 
funds and supplies and to distrib- 
ute them as they were needed. 
Stephen, the first Christian martyr 
was one of those stewards, so was 
Philip, who later became a great 
evangelist, 

In Jerusalem were evidently 
many groups of OKristians being 
supported by a common fund 
DouLtless they were housed in the 
homes of those Christians who had 
houses of their own, 

This practice of Christian fel- 
lowship preceded the organization 
of Christian churches. In fact, no 
church would have been possible 
without the spirit of fellowship 
for fellowship is one of the eard- 
inal principles of Christianity. The 
church provides the mechanics for 
making fellowship function in a 
practical way. 

However, the fellowship as prac- 
ticed by the early Christians, be- 
fore the organization of Christian 
churches, helped very materially 
in making it possible for-the gospel 
of Jesus to be preached and taught 
and to be accept@a by hundreds 
and thousands of people not only 
in Jerusalem but im many other

One of the most notable exam- 
ples of Christian fellowship dur- 
ing the early years of Christianity 
was the offering which Paul col- 
lected from the Christians at Cor- 
inth and other places and took to 
the needy Christians at Jerusalem, 
Paul knew the worth of fellowship 
and urged his converts to practice 
it, as he mentions in his letter to 
the Romans. 

The extent and value of Chris- 
tian fellowship which has existed 
since it was first practiced among 
the early Christians at Jerusalem 
seems beyond human comprehen- 
sion. No religion except Christian- 
ity has made fellowship a part of 
its teachings and its practice one 
of its most prominent activities. 

Fellowship is more than friend- 
ship, loyalty and devotion, It is 
the kindred union of spirits in a 
brotherhood that knows no one as 
being unworthy of help when help 
is needed. It is Jesus at work in 
the world through the hands the 
minds and the souls of his follow- 
ers here on earth. 

Only the spirit of Christian fel- 
lowship made possible the mod - 
ern hospital, sanatorium, orphan- 
age, rescue home and home for 
the aged. Christianity gave birth 
to the Salvation Army, ‘the Red 
Cross and like institutions. 

The Christian believes that all 
humanity must be accepted as 
children of the Heavenly Father 
and therefore as brothers, each 
person dependent upon and re- 
sponsible to every other person. 

Christian standards demand that 

man begins his service for oth- 

rs—the spirit of fellowship—in 
is own home, that he shall love 
nd cherish those of his own house 
old; that he shall take a lively 
nterest in the welfare of his-own 
ommunity in relieving distress, 
n comforting the sorrowing, in 
lifting up the fallen; that every 
Christian shall exert a wholesome 
influence in his home community 
and try to make it a better one 
n which to live; that he shall sub- 
crive to the doctrine that “Man 
lives not’ unto himself.”

Star; Saugerties, New York: Time 
was when the milkman was “the 
man nobody knew.” He came in 
the pre-dawn darkness, and only 
the milk on the doorstep gave evi- 
dence of his visit. Now that he 
works during the day like a nor- 
mal citizen, it develops that he is’ 
the most popuar salesman. 

Results of a nation-wide survey 
of milk consumers, revéaled at the 
50th annual convention of the Milk 
Industry Foundation, have inspired 
an industry spokesman to pro- 
claim ecstatically, ‘Mrs. Ameri- 
can Homemaker just loves her 
milkman’ and to add quickly, 
“But husbands needn't get jealous 
—it’s purely platonic,” 

Six out of ten housewives report- 
ing that they had opportunities 
for chatting with the milkman 
rated him “above average” in 
| friendliness and courtesy com- 
pared with other sales people. 
Four out of ten said he was “‘av- 
erage,"’ none rated him lower. In 
honesty and integrity, the report 
was the same. , 

It seems possible that this atti- 
tude had much to do with the 
further fact that 64 per cent of all 
those interviewed considered milk 
the most nutritious of all foods, 
and that these consumers ranked 
milk at the top of the six foods— 
milk, meat, bread, cereals, frozen 


foods, coffee—as the biggest mon- 
ey’s worth and the most depend- 
able of comestibles. There would 
also seem to be a connection be- 
tween the personable milkman 
and the fact that those who have 
it delivered drink more milk (an 
average ten quarts a week) than 
those who buy it at the store (six 
quarts). 

It is a pleasant thing in this 
day and age when too many peo- 
ple are too busy hating each other, 
to find that friendliness and hon- 
esty are not only recognized and: 
appreciated, but are actually re- 
warding to-their possessors. Fur- 
ther, the evidence suggests that 
it might be at least a small ges- 
ture toward world peace if the 
representatives of all the various 
and sundry enterprises who con- 
tact the American home were to 
emulate the purveyors of milk. 
Brings to mind, in fact, that old- 
fashioned expre: “the milk 


kind of weather can be encoun- 
tered, as changeable as things are 
at this season and particularly 
where long distances are involved.

By Clint H. Denman 
Christian church organizations 
as we know them today came into 
existence slowly among the fol- 
lowers of Jesus. The word church 
appears first in the Bible in the 
18th verse of the 16th chapter of 
Matthew’s gospel and is the trans 
lation of a word used by Jesus in 
speaking to his disciples.

|" One “of Selden’s bills prohitits 
the President from calling the Na- 
tional Guard into the federal 
service, except in time of war, 
|threat of invasion, or when re- 
quested by the governor or legis- 
lature of a state. 

A second bill prohibits the use of 
federal troops to enforce federal 
court orders and state laws. Both 
have been referred to\the House 
Armed Services Committee for 
consideration. 

“In ordering federal troops into 
| Little Rock”, Selden said, “Presi

pass the two measures that I have 
joined with other members of 
Congress in introducing”, Rep- 
Selden went on to point out, “the 
limitations on the use of federal 
troops within a state will be clear- 
ly spelled out for the Executive 
Branch of our government and 
further Little Rock incidents will 
be averted”. 

Selden and other Southern con- 
|gressmen are urging the Armed 
Services Committee to schedule 
| hearings on these bills at an early 
| date.

First, there is the privilege of 
belonging to an organization of 
our fellows, to belong to a group 
of people who have the same ob- 
jective in life, who are uniting 
their time and efforts in a com- 
mon cause.

They want to belong to some civic, 
commercial, social, ‘political or 
church organization, or to more 
than one such organization, and 
generally do.

U. 5. LAUNCHES FIRST| 
EARTH SATELLITE — 


Saturday, February 1, 1958, is 


by the people of the United States. 
On that day it was announced| 
that the United States Army had 
successfully launched the first 
man-made satellite to go into space | 
from any land west of the Atlantic 
ocean. This country is second only 
to Russia in such an achievement | 
in all the history of the world. 
The actual launching of the sat- 
ellite, named Explorer, was made 


o’clock Friday night. An hour and 
three quarters later, the Explorer, 
whirling ‘around the earth at 19,- 
400 miles per hour, had completed 
its first long journey around the 
globe. 

The Explorer is a metal tube, 
80 inches long and six inches in 
diameter, and it weighs about 30 
pounds, 

It was propelled into the air by 
the Army’s Jupiter missile which 
was about 90 feet tall. The Jupiter 
was developed at Redstone Arse- 
nal at Huntsville. 

It was to save Jupiter from be- 
ing superseded by another type of 
missile that Col. John C. Nickerson 
risked court martial and possible 
dishonorable discharge from the 
Army. The Colonel was cour- 
martialed, and though they said 
he was given a light sentence, he 
was separated from all connection 
with the work at Redstone and 
given a minor assignment in the 
Canal Zone, 

Now that Col. Nickerson has 
been vindicated, the demand is be- 
ing renewed in Congress that he 
be recalled from his “exile” and re- 
instated to his place of great use- 
fulness.

One of the leaders in the new 
movebent is quoted as saying: 

“A tremendous amount of ill 
will has been developed by irre - 
sponsible negro leaders who have 
indicated that they are not interest 
ed in the welfare of the negro in 
the South. Their objectives are 
selfish, personal and financial.” 

That would seem to mean that 
this man believes many so-called 
negro leaders work in their various 
organizations for what they can 
get for themselves. 

“None of these groups,” it is 
said, “has done anything to im- 
prove the condition of the negro 
in the South.” 

That recalls the letter from the 
school teacher from Mississippi 
who gave up her work and went 
north expecting to find conditions 
so much better. She joined the 
NAACP and worked diligently in 
the organization. She wrote back 
to her home paper to say that she 
found NAACP leaders in Chicago 
working only for themselves. 


ES ORGANIZING 


It is well to remember Booker 
T. Washington, the greatest of all 
negro leaders. In 1895, he was in- | 
vited to speak before a great 
throng of people at an Atlanta| 
Exposition, He was introduced by 
the Governor of Georgia. 

Booker Washington said that 
day: “In all things that are purely 
social we can be as separate as 
the fingers; yet one as the hand in 
all things essential to national 
progress.” 

“The wisest of my race,” this 
great leader continued, “under- 
stand that the agitation of ques- 
tions of social equality is the ex- 
| tremest folly. Progress in the en- 
| joyment of all privileges that come 
to us must be the result of con - 
stant struggle; rather than of 
artificial forcing.” 

“For above and beyond material 
benefits, will be that higher good, 
‘that let us pray God will come in, 
blotting out sectional differences 
and racial animasities and sus- 
picions.”

State 18th In Nation 
In Beef Production 


Alabama cattlemen sold nearly 
60 million dollars worth of their 
production in 1957 and raised their 
state to 18th place in the nation in 
beef production, and to fourth 
place in the southeastern states. 

It was their best year, in beef 
production, their sales being more 
than’ six million dollars above 
sales of the previous year. In 1957 
there were more than a million 
head of beef cattle in the state. 

The Birmingham Post - Herald, 
calling attention to the rapid rise 
of the cattle industry in Alabama, 
says that in 1935, 80 percent of the 
income of Alabama farmers came 
from crops and only 20 percent 
came from livestock. 

By 1957, the big change had 
come about. In that year, livestock 
brought in 54 percent of the state’s 
farm income, while less than 50 
percent came from crops.

SOIL TESTING CHANGES ALABAMA AGRICULTURE

lot of Alabama farm soil will be on the 

move from now until April 1. It won’t 
be blown through the air as it is in some of 
the Western states, but will be sent through 
the mails to the soil testing laboratory of the 
API Experiment Station at Auburn. 

This is the big time of the year for the lab- 
oratory, as farmers prepare for another crop 
season. ‘And more and more farmers are 
turning to chemical soil tests as a means of 
determining the kind and amounts of fer- 
tilizers to put under their crops and on pas- 
tures. In fact, more than 14,000 tests were 
made in the Auburn lab during 1957. 

And in my opinion soil testing is bringing 
about the greatest reform in the use of lime 
and fertilizer that has occurred in the his- 
tory of Alabama agriculture. This applica- 
tion of scientific research to the growth of 
crops is one of the biggest steps taken in the 
modernization of Alabama farms. 


No Guesswork 


Farmers are now applying API Experiment 
Station results according to the different-soil 
conditions in each field. The soil tests show 
how to fertilize cotton that follows corn, for 
example, and how to fertilize corn on up- 
lands or in the bottoms, The peanut growers 
in Southeast Alabama know how to apply 
lime, phosphate, or potash in the exact 
amounts-needed_in-any soil condition. 

In brief, the soil-testing laboratory at Au- 
burn has taken the guesswork out of using 
lime, phosphate, and potash. 


Over 45,000 Samples 


Since the testing laboratory was started at 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute in Auburn 
on Feb, 1, 1953, there have been more than 
45,000 samples of soil processed, increasing 
from 3,340 tests made that first year to 14,204 
in 1957.

The entire program is operated by the API 
Experiment Station in cooperation with the 
Extension Service. The testing laboratory at 
Auburn has the finest equipment obtainable 
in this country and is operated by trained soil 
chemists. The technicians in the lab base 
their recommendations on more than 60 years 
of fertilizer research by the Experiment Sta- 
tion. In fact, the research of this station has 
been outstanding in the United States for the 
past half-century. 


County Agents Help 


And too much credit cannot be given to the 
Extension Service’s county agents for the suc- 
cess of the program. All supplies and infor- 
mation needed by farmers and others in mak- 
ing soil tests are obtained from the agents in 
each county and they have stressed the im- 
portance of soil testing to farmers in their 
counties since the program started, If you 
are not familiar with the testing program, 
perhaps you are wondering how a person 
goes about getting tests made of his soil. 

The process is very simple: just get in- 
structions and supplies for taking the samples 
from the county agent. Put the soil from the 
fields to be tested in the cartons provided and 
send it to the laboratory at-Auburn with $1 
per topsoil sample to cover the handling cost. 

The first thing the technicians at Auburn 
do is determine the kind and amount of plant 
nutrients already in the soil. Then they rec- 
ommend the kind and amount of fertilizer to 
use for the crop the farmer intends to plant. 
The recommendations are based on findings 
of the Experiment Station over a period of 
many years. A copy of the recommendations 
is then sent to the farmer, the county agent, 
and to the Experiment Station. 


Increased Crop Yields 


This soil testing program has resulted in in- 
creased crop yields for farmers all over the 
state; and it has meant a more efficient opera- 
tion since they no longer waste fertilizer by 
having to guess at the amount to use. 

Big changes in fertilizer grades have also 
resulted from this testing program. 

For example, 100 percent of the fertilizer 
used in 1940-41 was a high phosphate-low 
potash grade, such as 4-10-7. Soil tests show 
that only seven percent of the fertilizer used 
should be of this ratio and by 1956-57 the 
percentage was dropped to 49. 

In 1940-41 no fertilizer used was of an even 
phosphate-potash ratio, but tests show that 74 
percent of that needed should be of this type. 
The testing program has resulted in 48 per- 
cent of the fertilizer used in 1956-57 being 
of even phosphate-potash ratio, such as 4-12- 
12 or 0-14-14, 


The soil tests reveal that about 19 percent 
of the fertilizer used on Alabama farms 
should be of a low phosphate-high potash 
grade such as 4-8-16 or 0-10-20. However, 
only three percent of the fertilizer used in 
1957 was of this ratio. 


Serious Lime Need 


The tests reveal further that there is a 
serious need for lime on all farms except the 
lime soils of the Black Belt. Practically all of 
the peanut land, over three-fourths of the pas- 
ture land, and one-third of the cotton lands 
need lime. 

These are just some of the things the soil 
testing laboratory is doing for the farmers 
of Alabama. And the tests can be useful for 
all other crops and for growing such. things 
as lawns, shrubbery, flowers, and home gar- 
dens. 

However, it is best for persons wanting 
tests made of garden soils, flower beds and 
the sort, to get their samples in before the 
big rush of February and March. 

Regardless of what you are growing, the 
place to start is the county agent’s office. He 
can provide the necessary information and 
material for taking the samples.

T is becoming more and more difficult to 

show a profit from truck crops in Alabama, 
due to the increasing cost of production and 
the increased competition within the state. 


Because of the fickleness of the weather, 
problems with insects and diseases, and the 
uncertainties of the markets, there is consid- 
erable risk involved in this type of farming. 
However, there are a number of growers in 
Alabama who have consistently been success- 
ful in showing a profit during most years. 


And there is no particular secret as to why 
these growers make money while others do 
not. The big reason lies in the fact that the 
successful ones make high yields of quality 
vegetables consistently, year after year. One 
grower in North Alabama sold over $500 
worth of cucumbers from three-fourths of an 
acre last fall. Another made more than 300 
bushels of pole beans per acre. With yields 
such as these, there is money in growing truck 
crops. 


Experience of these growers and research 
results have shown that high yields come 
from the use of a combination of good pro- 
duction practices. Neglect or ommission of any 
one of these practices may result in serious 
reduction of yields. 

Some of the factors that have been found 
to contribute to high yields are: 

1. Planting on good soil suitable to the 
crop being grown. In many cases this land 
has been built up over a period of years by 
the use of fertilizer and organic material. 

2. Early and thorough preparation of the 
land. A well prepared seedbed helps in ob- 
taining a good stand, conserves moisture, and 
saves work later in controlling weeds and 
grass. 

83. Use of the right kind and amount of 
fertilizer. The best way to determine this is 
by a soil test. Most vegetables require fairly 
large amounts of plant food all through the 
growing season. 

4. The use of stable manure, poultry ma- 
nure, or green manure crops. Moist soils in 
Alabama are deficient in organic matter, and

this practice has been found to contribute 
greatly to increased yields. 

5. A thorough job of controlling insects 
and diseases. If not controlled, they can 
cause serious crop losses. 

6. Soil treatment to control nematodes 
when they are present. These pests seriously 
affect production on many farms in the state, 
especially on the lighter soils and where vege- 
tables have been grown for several years. 

7. Irrigation where it is practical. We 
usually have two or three periods of drought 
each year, lasting three weeks or longer. Ir- 
rigation has been found to pay off on truck 
crops in most years. 


Of course it is also important to do a good 
job of marketing. Good quality products, 
properly graded and attractively packaged, 
are essential to successful marketing. 

Alabama producers who make high yields 
of good quality vegetables and place them on 
the market in the quantity and form the mar- 
kets want, should make a profit on these 
crops in 1958. 


Farrowing Hause -- - A Godsend Jor A Pork Producer 


Especially When A 
Give-Stall Unit 
It Built Gor $50

OU can bet the hog operation on Ralph 

Newsom’s Butler County farm is in bet- 

ter shape because of the recent improvements 
made on the place. 


When the Georgiana Rt. 1 farmer went in- 
to the hog production business a couple of 
years ago, the sows in his herd had to far- 
row in sheds, woods, or just about any place 
they could find. Usually from three to all of 
the baby pigs were either killed by the sow 
or cold weather. Newsom recalled that last 
year he lost 25 newborn pigs in one night, due 
to the cold. 

But that’s all changed since the farmer 
built a five-stall farrowing house. Now, the 
sows are well sheltered and the little pigs 
get the best of care. ‘It’s already paying off 
too,” says Newsom. “Out of the last three 


litters I have lost only three pigs, and two of 
these were weak when born.” 


And the farrowing house didn’t cost New- 
som too much either. In fact, by using sec- 
ond hand lumber, roofing, electrical wiring, 
and doing all of the work himself, Newsom 
figures the pens cost $50. 

“Tf I had bought all the material and hired 
the labor, I doubt if I could have got it done 
for less than $250,” declared Newsom. 

The hog producer constructed the pens ac- 
cording to a plan he obtained from the county 
agent’s office. A few changes were made 
so he could make full use of the materials 
on hand. Following the plan as closely as 
possible, Newsom poured a 22 by 40-foot con- 
crete slab and set creosote posts at 8-foot in- 
tervals in the concrete before it dried. 

Using cull lumber and tin roofing he cover- 
ed one side and the top, making eight-foot 
square pens. At the ends of the pens he built 
fences extending across the concrete slab to 
the gutter. Each pen was finished by instal- 
ling guard rails and a heat lamp. 

And during this improvement Newsom 
wasn’t overlooking the feed situation. This 
fall he hogged off 40 acres of his 75-acre corn 
crop—the rest will be used for feed later on 
in the year—and provided the animals with 
20 acres of oat-vetch winter grazing. In the 
summer the hogs have 12 acres of kudzu 
grazing, besides plenty of permanent pasture. 
The farmer is at work improving his pasture 
system by cross fencing so the plots can be 
rotated. 

According to Assistant County Agent Paul 
Moore, Newsom has recently increased his 
brood sow herd from six to 10 animals with 
the hopes of marketing about 200 hogs each 
year.

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Little Hope For Pig Parlors

'ARMERS are doing pretty well with the 
time-proven system of raising hogs on 
green grazing crops plus corn, protein sup- 
plements, and minerals, according to API Ex- 
tension Economist Foy Helms. 

And there is little likelihood that growers 
will throw this system over for the latest in- 
novation in pork production, the pig parlor. 
U.S. farm economists are of the opinion that 
certain drawbacks will keep parlor produc- 
tion a poor second to raising hogs on pastures 
for some years to come. Better answers to 
problems such as sanitation, manure disposal, 
pig supply, and labor must be turned up be- 
fore large numbers of farmers can switch to 
parlors, they believe. 

A report on parlors versus pastures is time- 
ly, because for the past couple of years there’s 
been quite a controversy here in Alabama— 
and elsewhere in the U. S.—over the matter. 
The consensus of farm economists at their re- 
cent national outlook conferences in Wash- 
ington is further proof that supporters of par- 
lor production aren’t gaining much ground. 

In case you haven’t heard of pig parlors, 
they are concrete floors on which animals are 
confined from weaning to marketing. The 
pigs never set foot on the ground, let alone 
on green pastures. They are fed, watered, 
and otherwise cared for, much in the same 
way as chickens in a coop. 

Actually, pig parlor is a new term for an 
old practice. For more than a decade a scat- 
tering of farmers in the Midwest have con- 
fined and fed pigs on concrete floors. Only 
within the past two or three years, however, 
has the practice come into Alabama. 

Advocates point out that, with today’s 
know-how in feeding and management, fast- 


er and more economical pig gains should be 
made in parlors than in pastures. 

But Helms, who attended the Washington 
session, said here today that farm experts are 
pretty well agreed on these points— 

1. On most farms grazing crops ‘are the 
basis for producing pork at the lowest cost— 
lowest from the standpoint of initial invest- 
ment and economy of gain, 

Farmers of the great corn-hog Midwest 
count heavily on pastures for economical hog 
production, although they have grazing only 
a few months of the year. The South, with 
almost year-around grazing, should capitalize 
on letting hogs do their own harvesting—not 
switch to a system under which every bite of 
feed is brought to them. 

2. Large numbers of pigs must be kept in 
parlors to make the operation practical. Some 
farmers and economists feel that 250 is the 
minimum number annually. Most Alabama 
farmers would have to buy pigs for the par- 
lors; hog producers in this state have an av- 
erage of only 3.6 sows on their farms. 

Buying pigs is a risky business because of 
diseases. 

3. Farm labor is scarce and costly. Not 
many farmers have enough family labor to 
run a pig parlor of any size. 

4. Manure disposal—one aspect of the 
labor problem—and fly control have not been 
solved in parlor operations. 

5. Even though B vitamins, antibiotics, 
and minerals have been added to parlor feeds, 
the rates and economy of gains have not been 
impressive, as compared to pasture feeding. 
Parlor pigs are going to have to do better be- 
fore farmers go for them in big way. 

6. Parlors call for excellent management 
know-how. A few mistakes could put the 
farmers out of business. 


Build One-Jacket Farrowing House 


RE you a farmer who needs a farrowing 
jacket for just three or four brood sows? 
Well, take a look at this drawing of a one- 
jacket farrowing house. At hog schools which 
he will conduct over the state during the 
year, API Hog Specialist G. B. Phillips will 
recommend the new style house for small 
farmers. 

“This unit is recommended by the United 
States Department of Agriculture,” according 
to Phillips, “attd there is no question but that 
it will fit the needs of many small farmers 
in the state.” 


A ONE-JACKET 


FARROWING HOUSE 
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This strueture—which has not been used 
widely in Alabama yet—combines the ad- 
vantages of a farrowing jacket and a portable 
farrowing house, Phillips explained. It can 
be constructed by the farmer and can be made 
to be moved from place to place. It can also 
be made of inexpensive material at a very 
reasonable cost. 


Phillips also suggests that the house be lo- 
cated where heat lamps can be used in cold

Experiment Station 


PLOW UNDER CORN BORER—Damage 
from the first generation of European corn 
borer can be reduced by spring plowing. Re- 
search at the Sand Mountain Substation has 
shown that over-wintering corn borers begin 
to emerge as moths about the first of May. 
It passes the winter as a larva in corn stalks. 
If the stalks are turned under several inches 
deep by April 15, fewer moths will emerge 
to lay eggs for the first generation. 


* * * 


THISTLE CONTROL—Now is the time to 
control bristly thistle. Counts made in heavily 
infested areas of Alabama showed the popu- 
lation of this weed to be as high as 87,500 
plants per acre. Good control of thistle can 
be obtained by spot treating between January 
and March with 1.5 pounds of 2,4-D (amine 
salt) in 100 gallons of water. 


* * * 


POTASH NEEDS OF COTTON—A soil 
test will show the potash needed for cotton, 
In a 26-year experiment at the Sand Moun- 
tain Substation, soils that tested medium for 
potash made maximum yields of cotton with 
50 pounds of K,O per acre applied annually. 
This amount of potash did not produce maxi- 
mum yields on soil testing low. 


* * * 


CANTALOUPE VARIETIES—Many new 
varieties of cantaloupes have shown promise 
in Alabama tests. Homegarden and Smith’s 
Perfect produce relatively large fruits of ex- 
cellent texture and quality. Rio Sweet and 
Rio Gold hold leaves well and produce large 
yields of medium size melons. However, Rio 
Gold grown under unfavorable weather con- 


ed is expensive. Georgia 47 is dis- 
ease resistant and a heavy yielder of smalk 
melons of excellent quality. 


* * * 


CONTROL PINE TIP MOTH—Young 
pines can be seriously damaged by pine tip 
moth larvae burrowing in terminal buds and 
twigs. First sign of this pest’s attack is a 
crust of hard, whitish resin on buds and 
twigs. Control is difficult, but spraying trees 
with two pounds of 50 percent wettable DDT 
powder in 100 gallons of water has been ef- 
fective in Auburn tests. Sprays are applied 
about the first of March. Applications in 
May and July may be necessary,

PEANUT SEED TREATMENT—Seed rots 
and seedling blights that cause poor peanut 
stands can be controlled by fungicidal seed 
treatments. In tests at the Wiregrass Substa- 
tion, Headland, two percent Ceresan, Pano- 
gen 15, BB-67, and Metasan E were more ef- 
fective, as indicated by stand increases, than 
any other treatment, including Arasan and 
Spergon.

HOCK DISEASE OF BROILERS—There 
have been several recent outbreaks of hock 
disease (synovitis) in 5 to 7-week-old broilers 
in Alabama, Affected birds are droopy, avoid 
walking, and develop breast blisters, enlarged 
hocks, and foot pads. Mortality is low but 
the disease causes weight loss. Continuous 
feeding of antibiotics or NF180 helps prevent 
spread. At present, aureomycin (100 to 200 
grams per ton of feed) is the best treatment,

RACTORS may not be so hard to erank in 

cold weather if they are kept clean. Dirt 

and grease that collect around the spark 

plugs, magneto, or distributor cap often be- 

come damp and short the electrical system. 

So these vital points should be kept clean and 
dust-free,

sure all land preparation equipment is in good 
repair and ready to go. Don’t wait until the

Marketing Tips Given 
By API Specialist

HAT can you do about marketing in 
1958? 

Well, you can do a lot of things—things 
that are simple and inexpensive but that can 
add much to prices you receive and your in- 
come for the year. What’s needed? Just the 
exercise of good judgment, some understand- 
ing of how marketing works, and careful 
planning. 

Let’s think and plan how to get your farm 
products to market at the right time to get 
the best price. 

Hogs 

Take hogs, for example. Did you know that 
on the average you get over 20 percent more 
money for the same size and quality of hogs 
in midsummer than in midwinter? 

Why is this so? Because in the summer 
there are not so many hogs going to market 
as there are people wanting to buy and eat 
pork. In December and January hogs are 
marketed faster than people can eat pork. 
“Supply” and “demand” are often used to 
explain what happens to make prices act like 
they do and what needs to be done. But it 
comes down simply to getting your product 
to market when the market wants it and will 
pay you most for it, 

Milk 

Milk needs to flow to market fairly evenly 
over the year, although people do consume 
somewhat more milk in cold weather than in 
hot weather, Much of our milk surplus prob- 
lem comes about because of an oversupply in 
the spring and not enough in the fall and win- 
ter. 

Eggs 

Eggs are cheaper in the spring and higher 
in the fall because more eggs are produced 
and sold in the spring and not enough later 
in the year. 

Sweetpotatoes 

We could sell more sweetpotatoes for bet- 
ter prices if we stored more for sale in the 
winter and spring months. 


Grain Crops 

In Alabama we’re increasing the produc- 
tion of corn, soybeans, and other grain crops. 
Much of our output goes to market. Too of- 
ten these grain crops bring low prices be- 
cause they are pushed onto an already over- 
loaded market at harvest time. One of our 
greatest needs in grain marketing is more 
and better storage to carry some of our pro- 
duction from harvest time until later in the 
winter, spring, or summer when the market 
supply is not so great, demand is higher, and 
prices to producers are more profitable. 

Study carefully the products you are grow- 
ing for sale. More than likely you will find 
some profit-making changes and adjustments 
in the way you market these over the year. 
This is one of the best ways to make the laws 
of supply and demand work for you instead 
of against you.

(ives 1958 Outlook

GG producers are likely to find 1958 a 
more profitable year than 1957. Egg 
prices will be higher, feed costs lower, and 
sales only slightly under the record volume 
of the last two years. Improved egg-feed 
price relationships last fall and winter will 
likely cause some increase in the number of 
chickens started this spring for flock replace- 
ments, 


Broiler Outlook 


Prospects for producers of poultry meat are 
not as favorable as for egg producers. Broil- 
er production in 1958 will probably rise 
slightly above the record year 1957, and 
prices received by broiler growers will likely 
average close to those of the past year. As 
usual, prices will be above the yearly average 
during the summer months but lower than 
average during the final quarter of the year. 
For most of this year, lower average feed 
prices will tend to hold production at higher 
levels than prospective prices would indicate, 


Net And Gross Incomes To Rise 


Gross income to farmers from sales and 
value of home consumption of eggs and poul- 
try meats this year will probably exceed the 
prospective 3.2 billion dollars received in the 
U.S. in 1957. Most of the increase is expect- 
ed to come from higher annual prices for eggs 
and turkeys and larger broiler output. In 
addition, prices for feed—the poultryman’s 
biggest expense—are likely to be lower than 
a year earlier, 


Per Capita Consumption 


People will be eating still more chickens in 
1958, The U.S.D.A. outlook board says that 
there will be about a five percent increase in 
1958 in the production of broilers, placing the 
chicken meat supply at about 26 pounds per 
person. This compares with 25.3 pounds in 
1957, and 24.6 pounds the previous year. Per 
capita egg consumption in 1958 is likely to be 
about five percent below the 360 eggs indi- 
cated for 1957. 


Lumber "Boom Fails ‘To 


Materialize, Says Martin

'HE traditional fall lumber boom did not 
materialize last year, and it has not de- 
veloped thus far this year. 

September was the month that timber peo- 
ple generally felt would bring renewed vigor 
in the industry, as the result of better demand 
and placement of orders on a somewhat less 
selective basis. Most observers continue to be 
cautiously optimistic as to future outlook, 
at the same time admitting that the obvious 
slow-down in business, generally, is real. 

Production has been curtailed by the clos- 
ing down of many small and under-financed 
operations, Many others are operating on a 
marginal basis, with little possibility of being 
able to continue much longer under present 
market conditions, 

For those who can ride out the storm there 
may not be a pot of gold awaiting them at 
the end of the rainbow, but there will be 
profitable business. Home building is ex- 
pected to increase next year, This increase 
should impart strength and confidence in the 
timber market, since lumber stocks are not 
excessive at either the mills or yards.

HEN science and engineering make a 
major change, thinking people may be 
confused, disturbed, and challenged. If it is 
related to the forces of destruction they may 
become jittery and anxious. 

Sputnik One was an example of the first 
case. We were told that it was a mere 
“bauble,” a ‘neat scientific trick.” When 
Sputnik Two, with its canine passenger, be- 
gan circling the earth we knew that the Rus- 
sians were ahead of us in decisive weapons; 
and we became anxious and jittery. 

For stability in our thinking and action we 
should review history in relation to science 
and technology applied to war. For example, 
the Chinese knew about explosive powder, but 
they used it in fireworks only. Others used 
it in guns and took charge of the world. 

But the guns they used were crude com- 
pared to those used later. For 
example, rifling was invent- 
ed during the 16th century 
but not used in fighting until 
the Revolutionary War, more 
than 2% centuries later. At 
Saratoga our frontiersmen 
used rifles. They were su- 
perior to the muskets of the 
Hessians. So rifles were a 
major factor in victory and 
another important step in 
mechanical warfare. 

Before that the English longbow, with ar- 
row pulled back to the ear instead of just to 
the chest, became the decisive factor in the 
Hundred Years’ War. It enabled the English 
to slaughter the French noblemen with their 
broadswords and win the important battle of 
Crecy in 1346—another big victory in war 
due to a better weapon, or to mechanization. 

Hernando Cortez (1485-1547) conquered 
the Mexican empire with 500 armored men, 
plus about 30 primitive muskets and light 
cannon, against Montezuma’s bow-and-arrow 
army, And Alexander the Great (about 350 
BC) conquered the then known world with 
his Macedonia Phalanx. 

Time passed and Napoleon became the mil- 
itary giant-and-the terror of all Europe. In 
1807 he used his artillery for the destruction 
of Polish horsemen. 

Hitler’s forces attained new heights in 
mechanized fighting; he also mechanized ma- 
nipulation of all fighting forces (land and 
air) into his “blitz” for terror and mass de- 
struction. Nation after nation was overrun. 
_ But the end of Napolean and Hitler was 
ignoble destruction. For a time they rode 
high but, in time, others surpassed them to 
the extent that they encountered doom. 

So it will continue to be, provided free men 
think and work as they have never worked 
before. The Sputnik challenge is real and 
serious but it is not beyond our ability to equal 
and exceed because we have more at stake 
and more people are involved in a vital way. 

It is true that our first attempt to send a 
satellite failed; but free people have the abil- 
ity, the imagination, and the courage to suc- 
ceed tomorrow where they fail today. 

History has repeatedly demonstrated that 
when the American nation of free people are 
faced with a serious threat or a major prob- 
lem of any kind, they, somehow, discover the 
ways, the means, and the unity to solve it; 
and go forward to new and bigger achieve- 
ments, 

We'll do it again with our missile-satellite 
program and the problems now confronting 
us. I believe that we’ll do it while maintain- 
ing our high level of the American standard 
of life and ideals,

The Farm and Home Development family 
began their beef cattle venture eight years 
ago with feeder calves bought at a local sale. 
They saved 12 of the best-looking heifers as 
a foundation for the herd. Evans figured that 
even though most of these animals were dairy- 
beef crosses he could get some good calves 
from them by using a good purebred beef 
type bull. 

Since then, the Greensport community farm- 
ers have carried on a strict selective breeding 
and culling program. They keep only the 
very best heifers for herd replacement and 
breed them to good beef type bulls. All of 
the original cows in the foundation herd have 
long since been culled out, young Evans ex- 
plained. 

A couple of years ago the partners bought 
18 head of purebred polled Herefords and a 
registered Hereford bull to add to the herd. 
By bringing in these animals they can cull 
more closely and use purebred stock for re- 
placements. 

When asked by Assistant County Agent W. 
D. Jackson if the upgrading has paid off, 
Dave Jr. replied, ‘In more ways than one. 
At about the same age, the market calves now 
weigh 700 to 800 pounds, as compared to a 
300 to 400-pound average a few years ago. 
Too, the herd has increased from a dozen 
scrub cows to 110 animals that are—on the 
average—seven-eighths purebred,”

corn that made close to 70 bushels per acre 
last fall.” 

“The reason why very little corn is grown,” 
explained Dave Jr., “is that oats require less 
labor. With just my dad and me doing all 
the work, we have to cut as many corners as 
we can.” 

Another way the Evanses have cut down 
on labor, pointed out Agent Jackson, is by 
using a sod-seeder to plant oats and other 
pasture seed. This machine not only saves 
them time but also allows them to seed oats 
on permanent sod without destroying the 
stand. 


Consider Coastal 
Bermuda In Your 
Spring Planning

ARMERS who have to depend on upland 

soil for pasture and hay will do well to 

include coastal bermuda in their feed produc- 
tion program. 

You can’t beat coastal bermuda and crim- 
son clover if you do not have land suited for 
dallis grass and white clover. 

If you have not given coastal a trial on your 
place, plan to do so this year. Get your land 
limed and fertilized according to soil test. 
Prepare a good seedbed by breaking, disking, 
and harrowing. One of the best methods of 
planting coastal is to broadcast the sprigs 
evenly over the land, disk in lightly, and firm 
with a cultipacker. This method requires 
more sprigs than row planting but is much 
faster. 

Maybe it would be wise for you to start 
with a nursery area and grow your own sprigs 
for planting a large acreage in future years, 
Be sure to locate your sprig patch where there 
is no common bermuda, nutgrass, or other 
undesirable plants, Start with good pure cer- 
tified sprigs. They are available at a reason- 
able price. 

Many different kinds of equipment and 
methods are being used to dig coastal ber- 
muda sprigs. Sprigs can be dug with mule- 
drawn or tractor-drawn equipment or by 
hand.

and won a Kiwanis Club-GMO Railroad spon- 
sored trip to Gulf Shores last summer. 

“D. D. has a mighty fine forestry record,” 
Agent Cooper declared. ‘He has set out 
1,000 pine seedlings and has 3,000 more or- 
dered, He has poisoned undesirable hard- 
woods, has the best fire lane in the county, 
and has peeled and treated fence posts.” 

“The other officers of the County Council 
are just as fine 4-H members as Lela Sue and 
D. D.,” said Agent Thomas, “and we are ex- 
pecting one of our best years under their lead- 


VETERAN BROILER 
PRODUCER—Tom Rob- 
erts is one of the oldest 
and most capable broiler 
producers in Calhoun 
County, according to 
County Agent A. S. Ma- 
thews Jr. The Chosa 
Springs community farm- 
er has been in the business 
for nine years and 
turned out four batches 
every year except one 
when he had only three 
batches, He watches his 
birds closely and is quick 
to remedy any situation 
that hurts profits. At the 
right, Roberts (right) is 
telling Agent Mathews 
that the automatic feeder 
in one of his houses was 
spilling feed into the lit- 
ter, causing a reduction 
in his feed conversion ra- 
tio. So for the time being 
the chicks are being fed 
by hand. At the bottom, 
Roberts and Mathews are 
standing in an alfalfa 
field adjoining the broil- 
er house. 


OM ROBERTS is definitely not an “in and 
out” poultry producer. The Calhoun 
County farmer has been raising broilers for 
nine years and has turned out less than four 
batches per year only once. 

Roberts explained that he tried to work a 
job off the farm one year and was able to 
turn out only three batches of birds, “Raising 
broilers and farming is a full-time job,” he 
declared, “and a man has to stay with it all 
the time if he expects to make a profit.”” The 


other eight years Roberts has produced four 
batches of 12,500 birds—8000 in one house 
and 4500 in another one—each year. 

“Tom always does a good job, too,” broke 


in County Agent A. S. Mathews Jr. “And I 
believe one of the biggest reasons for his suc- 
cess is the close attention he gives to the birds. 
If his profits start dropping he knows some- 
thing is wrong and can locate the trouble 
mighty quick.” 

For example, Roberts averaged only about 
88 pounds of meat per 100 pounds of feed on 
the birds in his two houses recently. ‘Since. 
this was less than his usual feed conversion, 
Roberts began to look for the trouble. The 
drop was in only one house and he soon figur- 
ed that feed was being lost from the auto- 
matic feeder. He noticed that feed was be- 
ing spilled on the floor instead of going into 
the chickens. So Roberts took the chain con- 
veyor out of the feeders and expects the con- 
version ratio to go up again. He has auto- 
matic waterers but will feed by hand until he 
can obtain automatic feeders that work right. 

By observing his broilers closely Roberts 
has also found out that proper ventilation is 
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Broiler Opcration Is Full-Time Job 


important. “Some people won’t go along 
with a practice I have of running the brood- 
ers with the curtains up,” said Roberts, “but 
I have found the birds*do much better with 
plenty of fresh air.” 

However, this is one reason he has to be 
on the job, according to Roberts. A shift in 
the wind can put too much cold air in the 
house and give the birds colds. And colds 
have been one of the biggest problems of this 
producer who usually raises well over 95 per- 
cent of the chicks. 

Roberts also credits better sanitation and 
better feed with helping him reduce losses. 
“T haven’t had a case of coccidiosis in three 
years,” he declared. 

The owner of two farms in the Chosa 

prings community, one 60 acres and the 
other 110 acres, Roberts also has beef cattle 
and hogs and grows corn and other row crops. 
However, he likes broilers and already has 
the lumber to build another house. He plans 
to build a pole-type structure since he figures 
it will cost about_a third less than the type 
he has now and will provide better ventila- 
tion. 

Like many producers over the state, Rob- 
erts has a contract with a feed dealer who 
provides the birds, medication, and feed. He 
furnishes the house, equipment, and labor and 
is guaranteed two cents for each pound of 
meat he markets. A bonus is paid for pro- 
duction over 32 pounds of meat per 100 
pounds of feed. 

Roberts works his broiler operation in with 
the rest of his farming by using the litter on 
his corn and pasture. 


EBRUARY is the best month for fire ant 
control. Because there is less ground cov- 
er now than later, the insecticide can be 
spread more evenly over the surface. Also, 
insecticides applied at this time are less haz- 
ardous to livestock and bees. Granular form- 
ulations of chlordane, dieldrin, or heptachlor 
are most effective and the safest to use. Dust 
should be used when the insecticide is to be 
mixed and applied with fertilizer.

HOULD I plant white clover in February 
or March? Many farmers ask at this 
time of the year. Although fall is the best 
time to seed white clover, the crop can be 
successfully seeded in spring. So if you did- 
n’t get white clover in last fall, seed about 
two pounds per acre when you plant dallis 
grass. Wait until next fall to plant on estab- 
lished pastures.

OOD cotton seed may be hard to find this 
year due to bad weather last fall. If 
you’re in the market for seed, better get them 
early. The same is true for peanut seed.

S there a place for soybeans on your farm? 
Soybeans do well behind early truck crops 
or winter grazing crops.

‘Get $420,000 Loan 
For Gas System 


Mayors Jimmy Sharbutt of Vin-

It is true that the Jews had| 
preachers long before Jesus came | 
to earth preaching and teaching.

jsome of their sermons have been 
preserved in the Bible for us to 
| read and ‘heed. | 

But many of the Jewish preach- 
ers, or prophets, were self-appoint- 
ed and had no ordination for their | 
high office except the spirit of God 
impelling them to preach his sav- 
ing truths to a sinning people. 

It remained for the Christian 
chureh to provide an ordained and 
consecrated ministry. The early 
church fathers realized the neces-

rors in the income, estate and gift 
tax laws. The bill blocks many cur-

REASONS FOR RAILROAD 
CURTAILMENT 


One of the main reasons given 
for the railroad’s troubles is that 
commuter passenger business does 
not pay, and is provided only at a 
large loss to the railroads. This 
is the business of Lringing gréat 
numbers of people into a big city 
every morning, and out again at 
night, all within short periods of 
time. In order to provide such ser- 
vice, many stations and much new 
equipment must be kept in prime 
condition all day for this very 
short use. 

Your local stockbroker will*tell 
you whether this situation applies 
to the railroad whose stocks you 
now hold. With the Union Paci- 
fic and Santa Fe, the proportion of 
commuter business is very small 
ia relation to the total passenger 
business. On the other hand, with 
the Pennsylvania or New York 
Central, the proportion of com- 
muter business is very large. Every 
railroad must be judged independ- 
ently. We should not generalize 
!alout them, 


REAL ESTATE TAXES 


Another reason for President 
| Alpert’s appeal for aid is' the tax- 
ation levied on railroad real estate. 
‘Such taxes enable the cities to raise 
funds to build turnpikes airplane 
| terminals, ete., which help the com- 


date. Liquidation would, in most 
would leave very little for the 
stockholders, Here again, it will 
be found that entirely different 
situations exist with different 
railroads, 

For instance, the New York 
Central owns much valuable real 
estate in the vicinity of the Grand 
Central Station, New York City. 
Certain short-line railroads are 
almost real estate companies ra- 
ther than railroad companies. The 
Southern Pacific and Great North- 
ern have valuable oil and ore lea- 
ses which secure their bonds. Here 
again, your broker will tell you 
what railroads have valuable 
real estate and what railroads 
have not. You cannot generalize. 


COMPETETION FROM TRUCKS 


#| BUSES AIRPLANES, AUTO — 


MOBILES. AND PIPELINES 


Such competition is the basic 
cause of the railroad’s difficult- 
ies today. The various restrict- 
ions put upon rates and practices 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission were instituted when the 
railroads had a real monoply. To- 
day, the railroads have no such 
monoply. These rate and other 
restrictions should be eliminated. 
In fact, I believe that the Lus- 
iness of the country, and of the 
railroads together with their em- 
ployees and passengers, would be 
better off if the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission were entirely 
eliminated. 

The competition is not only in 
rates but also in conveniences, For 
instance, trucks take the goods 
from the factory door and de- 
liver them to the consumer. 
Otherwike trudks would operate 
from ‘the factory to the railroad 
and then again from the railroad 
to the consumer. There-are 50 mil- 
lion automobiles competing with 
the railroads! The higher the rail- 
roads raise their rates, the fewer 
passengers and the’ less freight 
they carry. Pipelines for oil and 
gas are-here to stay; but the carry 
ing of coal and oil by railroads 
will decrease. 


LABOR UNION 
STRANGULATION 


One of the greatest handicaps of 
the railroads is the arbitrary and 
useless rules of hte lalor unions, 
These rules were made years ago 
before the use of diesel engines, 
automatic signaling, and the var- 
jous electrical appliances which 
now provide safety. The worst of 
all is the so-called ‘featherbedding’ 
whereby: the railroads~-must pay

cause of the foolish, useless, and 
expensive rules of the labor unions 
Unfortunately, it takes much 
courage for Congressmen or Sen- 
ators to try to curb union labor. 


WHAT ABOUT THE FUTURE 
OUTLOOK? 


A large amount of railroal track 
should never have been laid. Cer- 
tain railroads were built, not to 
carry passengers and freight, but 
rather to sell stocks and bonds, 
Such railroad trackage should now 
be discarded and thousands of rail 
road stations should be closed. [ 
feel that conditions may go from 
Lad to worse until our whole rail- 
road system collapses and has to 
be reorganized. Such reorganiza- 
tion could eliminate the useless 
duplication. 

On the other hand, so many rail- 
road bond issues are secured by 
so many different kinds of assets 
that each railroad would have to. 
be reorganized ‘independently, This. 
would be sure to take a long time; 
but most first-mortgage and cer- 
tain other railroad bonds should 
come out in the end worth par and 
interest. Therefore, my conclusion 
to holders of railroad securities ia 
this: It may be Letter for you to 
sell your railroad securities now 
and reinvest the money’ in some / 
new and growing industry. Other- 
wise, reinvest in these railroad 
bonds later, when they will sell 
for half their present price.\I now 
see little hope for most railroad 
stocks.

PLEASURE boating ts becoming 
more and more the nation’s 
top family sport. This is well re- 
flected in a recent report which 
indicates that America’s boat-for- 
fun fleet has nearly tripled in the 
last 10 years and increased by 
some 345,000 small craft during 
1957. 

Contrast this to the picture of 
some: fifty-odd years ago. In the 
year 1904, for instance, these were 
only 15,000 recreational craft on 
all American waterways. By 1930, 
this total had grown to 1.5 million 
and by 1947 had reached 2.4 mil- 
lion. Between 1947 and 1957, the 
recreational fleet almost tripled, 
reaching the present level of 7,- 
071,000 pleasure craft. 

‘The fect that boating is big busi- 
ness is reflected in the fact that 
the dollar volume on purchases on

The report also took note of the 
fact that the boating-conscious 
American public spread 9.8 million 
gallons of marine paints and var- 
nishes during the past year. 
American pleasure craft used up 
some 397 million gallons of gaso- 
line and more than 19 million gal- 
lons of lubricating oil. 

Looking over the figures, it ap- 
pears that there is now one pleas- 
ure boat in use for every 24 
Americans. And all the boats are 
not necessarily big cruisers or 
power jobs, It is estimated that 
there are some. 2,375,000 row 
boats, canoes, and similar type 
craft in use.

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INTEGRATION IN LITTLE ROCK 


HAS NOT WORKED 


than five months ago, the Presi- 
dent of the United States ordered 
1,000 paratroopers and 10,000 na- 
tional guardsmensinto Little Rock, 
Arkansas, to compel the schoo] au- 
thorities to admit nine negro boys 
and girls to a high school that had 
an enrollment of 1900 white pu- 
pils. At that time there was a 
high school for negroes more 
modern, with every convenience, | 
than the white school. 

Four months later a representa- 
tive of David Lawrence’s maga- 
zine, U. S. News and World Report, 
was sent to Little Rock to find out 
how forced integration of the races 
was working out in the school. 
The report is not encouraging for 
those who say they believe in in- 
tegration, 

For one thing, “The negroes | 
keep to themselves. They do not 
attend school dances nor take part 
in social events.” 

Frequent clashes occur between 
negro and white students. One ne- 
gro girl has Leen suspended with 
a recommendation from the prin- 
cipal that she be expelled. One 
white pupil has withdrawn from 
the school. “A threat of violence 
sffil remains. Tension is every- 


where. Residents say Little Rock’s 
problems are as ticklish as ever”. 

“Relations between the two races 
have deteriorated. Talk with the 
citizens of Little Rock and you 
find bitterness’., 

“Nothing fundamental has been 
settled by the use of federal force 
in this Southern city.” 

That, in spite of the fact that 
over 400 guardsmen are still on 
duty at the school. 

The cost, so far, of keeping Fed- 
eral troops in Little Rock, as of 
January 31, according to an army 
statement, was $4,237,996, FBI 
agents were sent into Little Rock 
to look for evidence upon which to 
base indictments against those who 
resisted the efforts to force ne- 
groes into the school. But no ar- 
rests were made for violations of 
federal laws and no one has been 
prosecuted, 

The magazine closes its report 
with this papagraph. 

“Little Rock’s troubles are far 
from over. Federal force hag en- 
abled nine negro boys and girls to 
attend a high school that previous- 
ly was reserved for white children.

shorter. ‘Split’ seasons now have 
been initiated by certain states. 
And more and more people who 
like to hunt continue to pressure 
the situation. 

To meet this pressure, some 
states have established controlled 
hunting areas, Under one setup, 
game is released periodically, in 
a given area. It's a “put and 
take’ arrangement. As hunters

Since late 1945 Shelby County has 
completed 173 miles of SACP and 
FAS Farm-to-Market highways. 
During the same period 13 rein- 
forced concrete bridges and bridge 
culverts have been constructed, 


In addition to the Farm-to-Mar- 
ket construction 12 miles of addi- 
tional highways have been complet- 
ed as County projects entirely. Dur- 
ing the current year of 1958, 15 
miles of Farm-to-Market high- 
ways will be paved, 17 miles of 
Farm-to-Market highways will be 
resurfaced, two reinforced concrete 
bridges and one quadruple bridge 
culvert will be constructed. 

In addition, 25 miles of county 
projects will be paved and approxi- 
mately 20 old timber bridges will 
be replaced by wider 10# creo- 
sote pressure-treated structures.

CATTLE AND DAIRY 
FARMERS MEET FOR 
WINTER SESSION 


Sheluy county ‘cattiemen and 
dairymen met in the Town Hall, 
Calera on Wednesday, February 
12. The meeting was arranged by 
County Agent A. A. Lauderdale 
and about 50 cattlemen and dairy- 
men were in attendance. 

The speaker for the meeting 
was O. W. Andrews, Auburn speci- 
alist, who talked about Pasture 
Maintenance. He gave an excellent 
discussion of* all phases of estab- 
lishing and maintaining a superior 
permanent pasture for efficient 
production of beef afd milk. Mr. 
Andrews showed slides illustrating 
various legumes and grasses in 
outstanding pastures, many of 
them taken in Shelby county. Slides 
of statistics, showing relative yield 
per acre, nutritive value and the 
ability of cattle to gain in weight 
and in milk production from dif- 
ferent pasture plants were also 
shown. 

These showed that alfalfa is by 
far the best pasture plant, with 
Dallis grass and white clover on 
moist lands and Bermuda on dry 
lands as the next best. 

He emphasized the value of sil- 
age in beef production and its 
necessity for a successful dairy 
program. He recommended corn as 
the most valuable silage crop with 
syeet sorghum, hegari and most 
any other green forage as prac- 
ticable silage material. 

Oats and vetch, Mr. Andrews, 
pointed out, are most valuable for | 
winter grazing with rye grass, 
rescue, crimson clover, white clover 
and wheat as having value. 

Mr. Andrews stressed the value 
of good management, correct and 
adequate fertilization and weed 
contro] in any pasture program. | 
His talk was well received and 
many questions were asked by 
those who heard him were proof 
of the deep impression his talk had 
made. ;

to Shelby County’s picturesque

$340,000, approximately. This build 
ing furnishes office space to all 
the various county departments. 
The third floor houses a modern 
county jail and: Sheriff’s Office. 

In 1956 the Board of Revenue & 
Control took advantage of the Hill 
Burton Act, donated the lot and 
matched Federal Funds in the a- 
ount of $15,000 of the $60,000 cost 
to construct a county Health Build 
ing at Columbiana. Dr. E. F. Sloan 
is the able administrator of this 
vital county service. Mrs. Helen 
Sloan, Mrs. Mims Roberts, Mrs. 
Ola Mae Atkinson and L. H. King 
give Dr. Sloan able assistance in 
guarding the health of the county’s 
citizens. 

Shelby County is also construt- 
ing a small, modern hospital at 
Alabaster. Site grading for this 
needed facility is presently being 
done, The county has taken advant- 
age of the Hill - Burton Act again 
to gain this much needed facility. 
The County Hospital Board has 
projected plans to build another 
hospital within the county and a 
small medical clinic or two where 
considered feasible. 

In late November 1957, a new 
5000 Sq. Ft. County Maintenance 
Shop was completed. Construction 
was performed almost entirely by 
county forces. All materials were 
of a permanent nature with the 
exception of a timber Belgian roof 
truss designed by the County Eng- 
ineer to hold down the construction 
cost. The entire area including the 
pipe shop, maintenance shop, bit- 
uminous storage tanks, timber 
storage and vehicle parking was 
enclosed by a high chain link fence. 
The maintenance and repair of all 
Shelby County heavy equipment, 
trucks and light equipment is done 
in this centrally located shop. The 
Shop Foreman, Elvis F. Roach, 
and the other mechanics are highly

"| REMEMBER” 


BY THE OLD TIMERS 


From Mrs. F. A. F., Morenci, 
Michigan: I remember, way back 
—when a huckster came by our 
home selling groceries. 

Mother sold eggs at six or eight 
cents per dozen and butter for ten 
or twelve cents per pound. If her 
produce came to more than her 
groceries cost, she had to take a 
“due bill” for the remainder and 
trade it out the next week. 

Oats were thirteen cents per 
bushel and a farm hand that was 
paid twelve or fifteen dollars a 
month was making real money. 

Many a time I have walked two 
and one-half miles to our little 
country post office for our mail 
or to post a letter and our only 
newspaper came. twice a week. 
Even telephones were unknown 
throughout the rural districts. 

Those who ‘could afford it had 
rag carpets on their living room 
floors and straw was used for pad- 
ding. 

The mothers and grown-up 
daughters (if they had one), did 
the washing with a tub and wash 
board. They carried the ‘water 
from a dug well after drawing it 
up with a pail and rope. 

Sometimes, though, the old rain 
barrel supplied them with soft 
water to use. 

Those were the ‘good old days’’ 
you hear about.

Diseases of the Heart are, by} 
far the major cause of death. In 
the work of the County 
Clinie so many ‘hearts which ap-! 
peared abnormal, on the x-ray 
film, were found that it was de- | 
cided by the Board of Health to 
install a Heart Clinic in connection 
with the Chest Clinic. 

The appearance of the heart is 
described on the x-ray report to 
the family physician and, if he 
deems it advisable, he refers the 
patient back for a Heart exami- 
nation, If, for instance, Hyper - 
tensive, Artrio-Sclerotic, Rheu - 
matic and some other types of 
Heart Disease are found before ir- 
reparable damage is done, the 
doctor can dé much to enable the 
patient to live out his ordinary life 
span. If, on the other hand, the 
patient is not seen by the doctor 
until definite damage is done to 
the heart, the doctor is definitely 
at a disadvantage to greatly help 
the patient, ht

HE Department of Justice re- 

cently closed the book on a 
story of war-time intrigue with the 
deportation to Germany of Hans 
Max Haupt, 

Haupt was born in Germany in 
1894 and came to this country in 
1923. He was naturalized seven 
years later, lost his citizenship in 
1944 when he was convicted of 
treason in the United States Dis- 
trict Court in Chicago. 

The dramatic events which led 
to the voiding of Hans Haupt's citi- 
zenship began in Germany, The 
story picked up in this country off 
the coast of Florida in 1942 when 
a German submarine landed four 
saboteurs—one of them Herbert 
Haupt, a son of Hans Haupt, of 
Chicago. 

Herbert Haupt made his way 
directly to Chicago, Hans Haupt 
harbored his son, also purchased 
an automobile which the son pro- 
posed to use in his plans to carry 
out the sabotage assignment given 
him and the others by the German 
high command. 

But Herbert Haupt, along with 
the three sabotturs landed with 
him in Florida (and four others 
landed elsewhere) were captured, 
tried and convicted by a Military 
Commission. Six of them, includ- 
ing Herbert Haupt, were electro- 
cuted in 1942, The two others were 
given long prison sentences, later 
contingent upon their return to 
Germany. The same fate awaited 
Hans Haupt.

Last October, he re- 
ceived a Presidential commutation 
which provided that his sentence 
expire “immediately upon his 
delivery by the Warden to Agents 
of the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service, duly authorized by 
the Attorney General, to receive 
him for the purpose of deporta- 
tion.” 

‘The commutation provided that, 
should Haupt ever be found within 
the United States, or any Territory 
of place subject ta its jurisdiction, 
he would be returned to prison for 
the completion of his sentence. 

Thirty-five years after his arriv- 
al, Hans Haupt left American 
shores never to return again.

It tells a- 
bout the new building for the 
Highway Department and of the 
operation of that important de- 
partment. 

Within the shop a Parts Depart- 
ment was partitioned off using 
security windows and steel doors 
to insure safety of this valuable 
merchandise. Operating costs from 
| gasolin@ and fuel, tires and all 
| parts are accurately kept on each 
piece of equipment. The Parts man 
will also operate a radio console in 
approximately a month when the 
county communication system is 
complete. Rest room facilities, tire 
and sign storage, hydraulic grease 
racks, numerous work benches with 
cabinets, steam cleaning and air 
facilities, fluorescent overhead 
lighting, overhead gas heaters with 
other needed appurtenances were 
provided. 

A six foot chain link fence sur- 
rounds this large area on which 
the shop is located. Within this 
compound is the County Pipe Shop 
Bituminous Storage tanks, ag - 
gregate storage, bridge timber 
storage and ample space for ve- 
hicle and heavy equipment park- 
ing. 

Construction of this building 
was accomplished by using 85 to 
90 percent county labor. Total 
cost of construction was $19,582.65 

Shelby County maintains all of 
its equipment, The mechanic per- 
sonnel must maintain 74 trucks and 
heavy duty’ construction equipment 
Light equipment is not included in 
the above figure. Shop personnel 
are as follows: Elvis Roach, Shop 
Foreman, Bill Goolsby and Arthur 
Gill, Heavy Equipment; Ermon 
Willis and Amos Hughes, trucks;

I very seldom refer to political 
matters in this column, but I do 
wish there were some way I could

SMALL BUSINESSMEN NEED 
MORE CAPITAL 


When money is tight, as it has 
been during the past year, the 
small businessmen 
sufferers, Bankers are human and 
loan money first to their largest 
depositors.

Furthermore, the 
majority of failures are among 
small businessmen, rather than 
large concerns. Hence, your local 
banker prefers to loan to the big 
companies and you cannot blame 
him. 

I am not much for more govern- 
ment aid. I believe that the country 
would be better off in the end to 
cut it all out, to farmers, con - 
tractors, home owners, and vet- 
erfns, For a good many years our 
country prospered on a laissez- 
faire system. I fear that the pre- 
sent aid to pressure groups will 
continue until there is one grand 
collapse, when we must start over 
again without government aid. 
However, that time has, not come 
yet. The contractor and 
home owner, because of increased 
costs, are aided by government, 
guarantee of a portion of their 
loan when they build a new house. 
In the same wi the government 
would be justified in guarantee- 
ing reasonable loans to small busi 
men to cover needed inven- 
improvements to stores or 
factories. Washington is respon- 
sible for inflation and should pro- 
tect worthy business against its 
evil results, 


PRICES WHICH YOU PAY 


In addition to urging your Sen- 
ators and Representatives to help 
small worthy businessmen, every 
reader can help by patronizing 
them. I would strongly oppose boy- 


cotting “big business.” Both big} 


business and small business have 
their usefulness. Each group keeps 
the other on its toes and provides 
real competition. The hope of the 
consumer is to keep both big bus- 
iness and small business alive and 
prosperous. This means we should 
divide our trade between them.

Col- 
lege graduates should be very 
careful not to be misled in this 
respect. Young people who lack the 
ambition to ever become independ- 
ent businessmen will be happier 
working for big business.

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EDITORIAL.... 


This Is The Year In Which We 


Elect A Governor 


The people of Alabama have 
their greatest responsibility, as 
well as a great opportunity, this 
year in choosing a man to serve 
as Governor during the coming 
four years. . 

This is a day of great opportuni- 
ty for our state. Our natural re- 
sources are being developed as 
never before. New _industries,, 
large, substantial industries, are 
coming in, The next four years 
should see many more such indus- 


tries being added to those that 
have been coming in in recent 
years. 


There are too, many needs to 
be met. 

Conditions favorable to our fur- 
ther industrial development should 
be maintained. 

Our whole school system is be- | 
ing studied to find out the needs 
of our schools. We know already 
that these needs are very great. 

We do not have enough teach- 
ers. Our teachers are not being 
paid adequate salaries. Every 
year teachers leave our state to 
work in other states because sal- 
aries paid and other conditions are 
more favorable. There is, then, a 
great need for more money to pay 
teachers’ salaries. . 

We need more school buildings. 
We need better buildings. Crowded 
conditions in our schools make it 
impossible for the best teachers to 
do their best work. Many of our 
school houses, so called, are old and | 
unsatisfactory. They were not suit- 
ed for schoo] needs when they 
were built. Thousands of such 
buildings in Alabama should be 
replaced with new buildings. 

It may be that our school system | 
should be reorganized. It may be| 
that some of the money we are! 
now spending for education is not 
being spent wisely. There may be | 
too much duplication in the work 
of our colleges. 

All these needs, as well as other 
conditions, in our school system, 
are being studied by a State School 


Commission. This commission will 
make a report of its findings and 
will, or should, make recommenda- 
| tions 
| schools ,all the way from the grade 
schools to the colleges. 


not adequate. We need more hos- 
pitals, health centers, clinics and 
nursing homes.

Original introduction of the bill 
in the House was prompted by the 
Navy’s application a few years ago 
for several million acres of public 
domain in Nevada and California 
for aerial gunnery training. How- 
ever, in recent months, citizens in 
other sections of the United States 
have also protested the acquiring 
of many thousands of acres of pub- 
lic lands for military use. 

Officials of the Department of 
the Interior, which administers our 
public lands, have testified that 
they have no way of judging the 
military’s need for public areas. 


| Therefore, as passed by Congress, 


the new legislation will require a 
specific Act of Congress for future 
withdrawals by the military of 
more than 5000 acres in a single 
tract of publicly-owned land. Cer- 
tain areas occupied by the armed 
forces under temporary use per- 
mits would be exempted from the 
requirements of the legislation.

'HE week of March 2-8 has been designat- 

ed as National 4-H Club Week. 

Perhaps you are saying, “So what? Every 
week in the year has been set aside for some- 
thing or other.” 

Yes, but 4-H Club week is something spe- 
cial. It’s special because the millions of rural 
youth members make it special. They are 
the ones who will soon be leaders—not only 
in agriculture, but in industry, science, gov- 
ernment, business, and just about any phase 
of modern life that you care to mention. 

Many leaders in America consider the 4-H 
Club one of the most important youth move- 
ments in the world today. They know that 
4-H members learn to work with their hands 
and head, that they learn skills, that they re- 
ceive training in living healthy, happy, moral 
lives. A 4-H’er develops a personality that 
will enable him to become an important citi- 
zen in any community he lives in. 

The 4-H emblem stands for head, heart, 
hands and health. The meaning of each is 
as follows: 

Head—To learn the better methods of 
farming and homemaking through demon- 
strations based on scientific information. 

Heart—To develop wholesome character 
and personality and the quality of good citi- 
zenship through 4-H activities, 

Hands—To acquire useful skills in farm- 
ing, mechanics, and homemaking through 
project work. 


Health—To cultivate good health habits 
which lead ‘o satisfying happy living. 


Growth Of The 4-H Movements 

Four-H Club work ‘had its roots in many 
places. At the turn of the century, rural 
young people began uniting their efforts to 
learn to ‘‘make the best better” through their 
activities. Agricultural leaders began dis- 
covering that one of the best ways to get 
scientific methods used on farms and in homes 
wae to start with youth. 

Between 1901 and 1905 leaders began to 
discuss their common aims and set up a pat- 
tern for organization and activities. Some 
years later they adopted the 4-H emblem. 
Then in 1914 Congress passed the Smith-Ley- 
er Act which provided for cooperative exten- 
sion work in agriculture and home economics, 
including what was then known as “‘Boys’ and 
Girls’ Club Work.” 

From then on, the program grew rapidly. 
During World War I, membership—especial- 
ly in canning and garden clubs—grew rapid- 
ly. After the war, other projects—such as 
livestock, sewing, cooking, land use, truck 
crops and home improvement—took on im- 
portance. Each year the program became 
more important. 


National Committee Formed 
On December 1, 1921, the National Com- 
mittee on Boys’ and Girls’ Club Work was 
organized with headquarters in Chicago. The 
committee has proved its value in handling 
educational scholarships, distributing 4-H

Following the start of World War II the 
observance of a 4-H Club Week in March be- 


came a national 4-H event. During the war, 
4-H’ers took part in a ‘‘Feed the Fighter” pro- 
gram. 

A look into the future of 4-H finds more 
young people becoming interested in mem- 
bership. The program will take on a broad- 
er look, with additional phases such as train- 
ing in tractor and automotive operation, main- 
tenance and safety, career opportunities, 
home beautification, and greater land use 
through forestry. 

There are 130,594 members in Alabama 
4-H Clubs today; many will take part in pro- 
grams of civic clubs, agricultural organiza- 
tions, and other groups during the first week 
of March. These outstanding youngsters will 
be able to perform and tell experiences that 
will make any adult sit up and take notice. 
If you have a chance to see a 4-H Club Week 
program, don’t miss it. It will renew your 
outlook on the future, sputnik or no sputnik.

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Alabama Agriculture Is Changing

HE old order of agriculture has been 
changing faster and more radically in 
Alabama than in any other area of the coun- 


During the past few years a great deal of 
land has been switched all the way from cot- 
ton, our biggest crop with regard to labor 
needs, to timber, the crop that was on the 
land when white men came. Of course, far 
sighted agricultural, business, and industrial 
leaders have long seen the need for these 
changes. They’ve advocated a change from 
dependence upon one cash crop to diversifica- 
tion of the products grown on Alabama 
farms; and they’ve encouraged an increase in 
industry to supplement agriculture. 

Although these changes bring a seemingly 
endless stream of adjustment they also pre- 
sent opportunities for growth and develop- 
ment. What sort of opportunities, you are 
probably asking? Well let us take a look 
at the situation from several different view- 
points. 

Poultry 

1. Poultry—including broilers, eggs, and 
turkeys—is the most rapidly expanding enter- 
prise in Alabama. This will probably con- 
tinue to be true for the next several years. 
In fact, broiler production is expected to 
double within the next five years. This would 
put Alabama up to the point where Georgia 
—the largest broiler producer in the U. S.— 
is at the present. Egg production is also ex- 
panding; it’s quite possible that this industry 
will surge forward the way broilers have. 
Turkeys, too, are becoming an increasingly 
important poultry item. 


Forestry 
2. Forests now occupy the largest land 
area in Alabama and will probably continue 
to do so in the foreseeable future. More 
progress has been made in this field in re- 
cent years than in almost any other phase of 
agriculture. Even now, the production and 
marketing potential in forestry is much great- 
er than most of us realize. 
Beef Cattle and Sheep 
3. Next to forestry, beef cattle probably 
offer the best opportunity for profitable use 
of the greatest amount of land. Sheep should 


also catch on and become a highly profitable 
enterprise. In fact, it looks as if these two 
animals that depend mostly upon grazing may 
be among the biggest opportunities open to 
Alabama farmers. 


Hogs 

4, Hogs are probably the best enterprise 
for the largest number of farmers. They’re 
especially good for those with small or med- 
ium-sized operations. Adaptable to many 
conditions, hogs are the best bet for many 
farmers who are going out of cotton and are 
looking for some other source of income. 


Commercial Horticulture 

5. Commercial horticulture is one of our 
most specialized enterprises, but the chances 
for expansion in some areas are mighty good. 
Growing and selling fruits and vegetables is 
a fast-moving—and sometimes rough—mar- 
keting game for farmers, especially ex-cotton 
farmers. Yet fruit and vegetable crops are 
promising for specialized producers in cer- 
tain areas. More and more of these products 
are going into processing, freezing, and can- 
ning; and less are going to the fresh mar- 
kets. So, future plans in this direction should 
include the possibility of growing big volumes 
for processing as well as for market. 


Cash Grain Crops 

6. Cash grain crops—corn, wheat, soy- 
beans—are looking good to more and more 
farmers. We usually think that corn should 
be fed to livestock on the farm where it is 
grown, but some good corn growers just don’t 
want to deal in livestock. For them, high 
yields of corn, wheat, soybeans, and other 
grain crops may answer the need for more 
income on the farm. 

Dairying 

7. Dairying is one of our most profitable 
agricultural enterprises. At present there 
are about 2000 grade-A dairies in the state 
and further expansion in this direction may 
come slowly. Probably our best bet for ex- 
panding dairying would be to produce more 
milk for manufacturing such products as 
cheese and evaporated milk. 

This look at the future prospects and the 
present trends indicates that the state’s agri- 
cultural development will be mainly in meat 
animal and poultry operations, including beef 
cattle, hogs, sheep, broilers and layers. 


Looking For A New Crop -- Try Soybeans

Soreness may fill the need of Alabama 
farmers looking for new sources of in- 
come. 

Growers who have land and machinery 
suitable for growing and harvesting soybeans 
may find it a profitable business. It’s a high- 
ly mechanized crop and requires a minimum 
of labor. What’s more, there are no allot- 
ments on soybeans. 

Soybeans may be planted following winter 
grazing crops or early truck crops, thus mak- 
ing it possible for a farmer to harvest two 
crops from the same land each year. 

Here are some suggestions which will help 
farmers make top soybean yields: 

1. Select deep, loamy, fertile soil on which 
machinery can be operated. Bottom land 
is usually best. 

2. Plant at least 25 acres, 
are less economical. 

3. Make a soil test and use fertilizer and 
lime accordingly, If no soil test is made and 
soybeans do not follow a highly fertilized 
truck crop, broadcast 400 pounds of 0-14-14 
per acre ahead of planting. If lime has not 
been applied in the past five years, broadcast 
one ton of lime per acre. 

4. Plant two varieties with different ma- 


Smaller units 
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turity dates. This will improve your chances 
of “hitting” August rain, which is essential 
for good soybean yields, Recommended va- 
rieties are Dorman, Lee, and Ogden in North 
Alabama; and Jackson, Lee, and Ogden in 
South Alabama. Maturity dates for varieties 
are: Dorman, September 25 to October 5; 
Ogden, October 10-20; Lee, October 15-25; 
Jackson, October 25 to November 5. Plant 
in North Alabama as soon as possible after 
May 1. Do not plant later than June 15 in 
South Alabama. 

5. Depending. on size of seeds, plant 50- 
70 pounds per acre on well prepared land. 
Be sure you get 10 to 12 seed per foot of row. 

6. Innoculate seed with soybean innocu- 
lation if good soybeans have not been grown 
on the land in the past two years. 

7. Cultivate with rotary hoe as soon as 
beans are up. This will destroy grass before 
it becomes a pest. It also reduces production 
cost. 

8. Control insects. Check fields at least 
once a week; if pests appear in damaging 
numbers, contact your county agent about the 
control program. 

9. Harvest before beans shatter. Also be 
sure to check on the combine during harvest. 
Remember that eight seed per square foot on 
the ground behind the combine means you 
are losing two bushels per acre.

Cotton is still an important crop in Ala- 
bama, and there is one thing I know for cer- 
tain about cotton; that is,.each acre planted 
should make a high yield for the sake of low 
production cost per pound. ge 
To achieve this, several fac- ~ 
tors are involved, including 
thorough preparation of the 
land, enough fertilizer of the 
right kind, the best seed of 
the right variety, proper cul- 
tivation, and effective insect 
control. If low-germination 
seed are planted, more seed 
are needed. 

The planting date is very 
important. Too many farm- 
ers have planted too late for high production 
per acre. For many years the researchers at 
the API Experiment Station have experi- 
mented to determine the ideal times for plant- 
ing cotton seed in various sections of the state. 
And they have found the best dates to be: 
Tennessee Valley, April 10-25; Sand Moun- 
tain, April 15-25; Central Alabama, April 
1-15; South Alabama, March 25-April 10. 

These experiments have revealed that 
farmers who planted after these dates made 
less cotton; and those who made less cotton 
had a higher cost per pound.

With the exception of trees, corn occupies 
more land than any other Alabama crop. It’s 
also our number one feed crop, which means 
that it’s of major importance in livestock and 
poultry production. 

Corn calls for a good seedbed, seed of the 
best variety available, enough fertilizer of the 
right kind; and enough shallow cultivation to 
control weeds and grass. 

Time of planting corn is important, as with 
cotton. Specific information about planting 
dates is contained in the new Handbook of 
Alabama Agriculture, now in the offices of 
Alabama county agents.

Fewer acres in cotton and other row crops 
on Alabama farms offer an opportunity for 
other crops; soybeans are a good bet. County 
agents are discussing this crop with farmers, 
advising them about soils, varieties, seed 
sources, fertilizers, cultivation, and harvest- 
ing. They say good seed can be obtained 
from oil mills. 

Each farmer who plants soybeans properly 
on land that is favorable and does a good job 
in every other essential should expect fair 
returns at harvest. It’s well to remember, 
however, that soybeans are a mechanized 
crop, requiring quite a bit of equipment, espe- 
cially for harvesting. 
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Refinishing Furniture Requires Patience---Elbow Grease 


NGENUITY, patience, and elbow grease. . . 

Be sure you have plenty of each when you 

set out to do a first-class job of furniture re- 
finishing. 

This sort of project is far from easy, but it 
can be very satisfying and can save you money 
in many cases, as thousands of Alabama home 
demonstration club women will testify. Let’s 
take the case of Mrs. A. F. Maxwell of Bul- 
lock County as an example. 

This Almeria community lady first started 
refinishing wood furnishings about 12 years 
ago when she did some picture frames. Since 
then she’s reclaimed many additional frames 
and has progressed to more difficult items 
such as the dining room furniture she’s work- 
ing on now. 

The 40-year-old dining room suite has sim- 
ple, classic lines, but several coats of paint 
and varnishes disguised its original beauty. 
Since Mrs. Maxwell had already successfully 
refinished two good-sized end tables, she did- 
n’t hesitate to tackle the hardest piece of furn- 
iture—the buffet—first. 

Mrs. Maxwell recalls that work on the buf- 
fet started in November and was not finished 
until April. Why did it take so long the 
Omega Home Demonstration Club vice presi- 
dent was asked? ‘Well, it’s a time-consum- 
ing job, to begin with, and I could only work 
on it in my spare time.” 

It became increasingly obvious why the job 
took so long, as Mrs. Maxwell went on to ex- 
plain the procedure she followed. ‘First, I 
took the buffet apart. The drawers were tak- 
en out, and the handles were removed. The 
next step, taking off the old varnish, was the 
worst part of the job,” she added. 

“The handles were really a surprise. Paint- 
ed black, they weren’t very attractive,” said 
Mrs. Maxwell. ‘When I soaked them for 
three days in ammonia an@ soap, they turned 
out to be brass and are now very pretty.” 

Mrs. Maxwell sanded the ouffet next and 
washed it with turpentine. She let it dry for 
48 hours before sanding it again with steel 
wool. Then application of a linseed oil and

turpentine were started, Containing two- 
thirds linseed oil and one-third turpentine, 
the mixture was applied hot and rubbed off 
after 20 minutes. After rubbing the furniture 
down with rags, Mrs. Maxwell covered it to 
keep dust off and allowed it to stand another 
48 hours. “Actually, there were many times 
during seven applications of this mixture that 
the piece was allowed to set for much longer 
than 48 hours,” laughed the County HD Coun- 
cil parliamentarian. 


Furniture cAntiquing Aids Given 


The process used is to first apply the base

AVE you been thinking of antiquing some 

of the furniture around your home? If 

you have, here are a few suggestions that 

might prove helpful in this interesting under- 
taking. 

The process referred to as antiquing actual- 
ly is another term for glazing. It is descrip- 
tive of the effect desired rather than the ac- 
tual method used. 

Glazing is a basic shading or tinting op- 
eration. It is done by wiping or brushing on 
a thin coat of pigment stain over an opaque 
or transparent finish and then wiping off 
most of the stain from the surface—especial- 
ly in worn areas. The pigment stain is made 
of approximately one-half boiled linseed oil 
and one-half turpentine, tinted with colors 
ground in oil. (Boiled linseed oil is purchas- 
ed at paint and hardware stores. You do not 
boil it at home.) If desired, Japan drier may 
be substituted for one-fourth of the turpen- 
tine. Some people prefer two parts of oil to 
one part of turpentine. 

When selecting the base finish, make it 
lighter and brighter than the final finish de- 
sired. For instance, white enamel as a base 
under a glaze tinted with umber will be light 
tan or cream when finished, depending on the 
amount of color used. 

As previously stated, the base finish may 
be a transparent finish. The bare wood may 
be stained, sealed, and varnished before the 
glaze is applied, 
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coat and let it dry for 24 hours. Apply the 
glaze freely with a brush or folded cloth 
swab. The excess is removed with an old 
brush or cloths. 

Use pads of cheesecloth for wiping and 
texturing. Begin in the center and then work 
the liquid from the corners back to the clean- 
ed center or “highlight” to blend the shading. 
Do not scrub the work. Use a gentle wiping 
motion leaving a thin glaze. Leave less color 
in worn places and more in places which 
normally do not receive much wear. When 
thoroughly dry, seal the glaze with a coat of 
white shellac or clear varnish. Rub down for 
a soft effect. 

If for any reason the glaze should become 
too dry before the wiping process is complet- 
ed, rub lightly with a cloth dampened with 
turpentine. 

Here are some colors that may be desirable 
stains: 

A. Transparent Base. 1. For mahogany, 
walnut, and oak—Vandyke brown—about 
two ounces to three cups of liquid; 2. For red- 
dish honeytone maple—one-half raw sienna 
and one-half burnt umber; 3. Pilgrim maple 
—burnt umber. 

B. Opaque Base, 1. Honeytone maple 
(one-half raw sienna and one-half burnt um- 
ber) over ivory; 2. Pilgrim maple (burnt um- 
ber) over green; 3, Vandyke brown over 
gray. 


“After the linseed oil-turpentine treat- 
ment,” Mrs. Maxwell continued, ‘I put on 
seven coats of wax over a period of time. And 
that’s all there was to it,”’ she smiled. 

With the buffet finished, Mrs. Maxwell has 
started on the chairs and will probably get 
to the table last. 

A lot of work, you say. Well, yes, but the 
results this Bullock County lady gets make it 
worth the trouble. 


Go Easy With Water 
On Hardwood Floors 


ATER is no friend of fine wood surfaces 
in your home, says Alice Peavy, API 
Extension home furnishings specialist. 

She says that the less water used, the bet- 
ter, when giving wood floors and furniture 
that periodic care they need to keep them 
gleaming and attractive. If it is necessary to 
use water, be sure that it is applied with a 
damp cloth or mop, rather than sponged or 
poured on the wood, since pools of water may 
remain. 

To remove sticky soil from varnished sur- 
faces, Miss Peavy recommends the use of a 
cloth or sponge dampened with the following 
solution: one quart of hot water, one table- 
spoon turpentine, three tablespoons boiled lin- 
seed oil. 

Follow this treatment by polishing with a 
soft cloth. The solution cleans and “feeds” 
the wood surface, and slows down the drying 
out of the varnish, she explains. When var- 
nish dries out, it may become checkered or 
crackled on the surface. 

Whenever wood is washed it should be 
polished with a furniture polish or waxed. 
Miss Peavy advises that the wax should be 
the polishing type rather than the water base 
type. Water base waxes are ne-rub waxes, 
and are best for asphalt and rubber tile. How- 
ever, there are furniture polishes which re- 
quire only a light wiping and do give wood 
satisfactory protection. 

When waxing wood floors, remember that 
thin layers of wax will give you a more dur- 
able job and also a safer floor. Thick layers 
may not harden thoroughly underneath the 
surface.

DeKalb UTD Family 
Takes Full Advantage 
Of Their Farm Life 


OW would you like to save over $1000 on 
your food bill? 

Well, Mr. and Mrs. A. C. Hitchcock of De- 
Kalb County figure they saved over $1100 
on food during 1957. “Of course the Hitch- 
cocks had a lot more food available than most 
families would purchase in a year, pointed 
out Home Agent Douglas I. Williams. ‘And 
they still have plenty on hand, after giving a 
good bit to neighbors.” ‘ 

To produce this food, the Unit Test Dem- 
onstration family had a two-acre garden and 
a four-acre orchard. They also have two 
cows to produce milk for their own use, hogs 
and cattle to furnish pork and beef, and poul- 
try to provide eggs and meat. Some of the 
vegetables—such as pinto and lima beans— 
were dried, and some were canned, Part of 
the vegetables also went into the deep freeze 
with meats and other foods. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Hitchcock made a few im- 
provements in their home last year, too.” 
Agent Williams said. “New linoleum was 
put down on the kitchen floor and on the cab- 
inets, a new bathroom was installed, a hot 
water tank purchased, and an electric pump 
added to furnish water for the house. And 
they did all the work themselves,” she added. 

During the time the two women were tell- 
ing of this phase of life on the Rainsville Rt. 
1 farm, Hitchcock and Assistant County 
Agent Carl Parker had been sitting on the 
other side of the room discussing the Soil 
Bank. 

At this point, however, Parker asked the 
farmer to tell about the enterprise carried out 
on the 40-acre farm. Of course, the first 
thing that came to Hitchcock’s mind was his 
cotton. 

It seems that Hitchcock made a bale to the 
acre on 11 acres of cotton, despite adverse 
weather conditions, “I lost at least three bales 
because of the wet weather last fall,” he said, 
“and I figure I lost the price of two more, due 
to reduced grades from water damage.” 

The farmer got 35 cents a pound for the 
cotton he was able to pick before the rains 
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Farmers Are Urged To Fertilize Right 


By J. C. Lowery

HAT kind and how much fertilizer 
should I use in 1958? 

This is a big question for Alabama farm- 
ers. And it has more than usual importance 
at this time because of the losses suffered 
in the fall of 1957 from continued rains. 

It is an established fact that we cannot 
farm without using fertilizers. The use of 
the right grade of fertilizer applied in the 
proper amount is essential not only in 1958 
but every year. Our competitive type agri- 
culture makes it necessary to do everything 
“right,” insofar as we have information. 

The most important step is to take soil 
samples and send them to the laboratory at 
Auburn for testing. You can get complete 
information from your county agent. Taking 
soil samples is simple, if you will just follow 
the instructions he gives you. 

Now for some facts about fertilization of 
crops in 1958. 


Small Grain And Winter Grazing 

To get the most out of small grain and win- 
ter grazing crops, a person must use liberal 
amounts of nitrogen top-dressing at the right 
time. This means getting the fertilizer down 
in late February or early March. Usually you 
can expect from 10 to 12 bushels more oats 
for each additional 16 pounds of nitrogen 
used. This is the amount of nitrogen in a 
100-pound sack of nitrate of soda or in 50 
pounds of ammonium nitrate. Waiting until 
the last of March means you will get a smaller 
return from top-dressing. Apply it while the 
plants are dry. 


Lespedeza Sericea 

Many farmers now grow lespedeza sericea, 
and many more should grow it. Of course, 
grade-A dairymen should grow a better for- 
age. But many people have the kind of land 
on which sericea should be seeded. Use from 
500 to 600 pounds of 0-16-8 to start sericea 
and also in the spring on established stands 
to maintain it. 


Pastures 
Will it pay to fertilize pastures? This de- 
pends on the kind of pasture and the kind of 
livestock. If you have a good pasture mix- 
ture that is well-managed, by all means fer- 
tilize it. Use at least 400 or 500 pounds of 
0-16-8. 
Cotton 
Use 50 to 60 pounds each of nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid, and potash on cotton. Use 400 
to 500 pounds of 4-12-12 or 600 to 800 pounds 
of 8-8-8 per acre and enough side-dressing 
with the nitrogen. 


Corn 
Use 60 to 90 pounds of nitrogen and 30 
pounds each of phosphoric acid and potash. 
You can supply these by using 250 pounds of 
4-12-12 or 350 pounds of 8-8-8 before plant- 
ing and side-dressing with 40 to 75 pounds of 
nitrogen about 30 days after planting. 


Getting The Most Out Of Fertilizers 

You cannot expect the best returns from 
fertilizers unless other good practices are al- 
so followed. Here are some essentials: 

(1) Plant the crop on soils best suited to 
it; (2) Prepare a good seed bed; (3) get good 
treated seed of an Experiment Station tested 
variety; (4) use plenty of seed to get a good 
stand; (5) get and hold a good stand; (6) 
cultivate enough to-control weeds; (7) con- 
trol insects such as boll weevils; (8) lime to 
a satisfactory pH. 


New Uses Of Fertilizers 

Now is the time to expand the use of fer- 
tilizer beyond cotton and corn. We need to 
bring more crops into our program, because 
we are meeting tremendous competition in 
cotton and corn production. 

For example, Starr millet is tops for live- 
stock farmers who need a quick, high-pro- 
ducing summer grazing crop. Use 300 pounds 
of 0-14-14 before planting and top-dress with 
50 to 60 pounds of nitrogen or use 400 pounds 
of 4-12-12 and top-dress with 40 pounds of 
nitrogen. This crop is ready to graze 20 to 
80 days after planting. 


came and only 25 cents a pound for the dam- 
aged cotton. “Labor was mighty high, too,” 
recalled Hitchcock, ‘‘and we had to boll about 
half the crop.” 

Hitchcock explained that he planted Plains 
cotton on April 25 and\fertilized it with 500 
pounds of 4-12-12 per acre and 150 pounds 
of ammonium nitrate. He had little trouble 
with boll weevils and didn’t poison a single 
time. 

Hitchcock’s two other main operations are 
hogs and corn. He had 25 acres of corn on 
his own land and 45 acres on rented land. 
And he figures the yield came to around 35 
bushels per acre. The corn, U. S. 13 and 
Pfister 170, was fertilized with 200 pounds 
of 4-12-12 and 200 pounds of ammonium ni.

trate per acre. 

Three acres of this corn was under fence, 
to allow hogging off, Hitchcock explained. 
Soybeans were also planted in the corn mid- 
dles, to give his four brood sows and their lit- 
ters additional feed. 

The farmer has two Duroc sows and two 
Duroc-Poland China crosses. The litters av- 
eraged about 10, he said, of which about sey- 
en per litter are raised. However, Hitchcock 
has been discussing plans for a farrowing 
house with Agent Parker and figures to in- 
crease his survival average. 

Hitchcock also buys a few pigs to top out 
each year; he marketed around 75 hogs in 
1957. He rounds out his farming program 
by buying and selling beef cattle. 
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Hybrid Seed Corn Can Up Yield 20 Percent

LABAMA farmers will need to buy 250,- 
000 bushels of hybrid seed corn to plant 
their 1958 corn crop. 

It pays to buy hybrid seed corn every year; 
farmers who plant open pollinated varieties 
or “crib corn” produced from hybrids can up 
their yield 20 percent by using seed of recom- 
mended hybrids. 

Yet, about 20 percent of the corn acreage 
in Alabama was planted to open pollinated 
varieties in 1957. Even worse, some farmers 
used hybrids that have been tested and found 
to be inferior in yield, amount of lodging, or 
soundness of ear. Too, some farmers took a 
chance on using varieties that have not been 
in the API Experiment Station test. All of 
this despite the fact that any farmer can buy 
for about one dollar enough good quality seed 
of a recommended variety to plant an acre 
of corn. 


Points To Remember 


So, if you now agree that it’s wise to buy 
hybrid seed, there are a few points to con- 
sider. Before buying your seed you must de- 
cide on the hybrid that will best meet your 
need. There are thousands of hybrid varie- 
ties; some are good, some poor. And they 
fall into three maturity groups—extra early, 
early, and full-season varieties. 


Three Maturity Groups 


Extra early varieties mature in 70 to 85 
days—and are suitable for early hogging 
corn, They produce only fair yields, and the 
corn is soft and very susceptible to insect dam- 
age. 

Early varieties mature in 90 to 100 days. 
The best in this group make good yields and 
may be grown for storage or market in North- 
ern Alabama. When corn is to be grown for 
storage in Central and South Alabama, early 
maturing varieties should not be used because 
of probable weevil damage. 

The full-season varieties mature in 110 to 
130 days. Recommended seed in this group 
make good yields and are very weevil resist- 
ant. These varieties also can be satisfac- 
torily grown for storage in all sections of Ala- 
bama. 


Keep Buyer In Mind 


If you are growing corn to sell you want 
to produce the kind your buyer wants. Some 
buyers want white corn, others want yellow 
corn, but all buyers want pure, sound, high- 
quality corn. 

Then you must decide on the variety best 
suited for your farm. Be sure to use a va- 
riety that has been tested and proven to be a 
good variety by reliable agencies. A corn 
variety report is published each year by the 
A.P.I. Experiment Station. In fact, the rec- 
ommended varieties are listed on page 6. 
Your county agent can also supply you with 
a list of the best varieties. 

If a new hybrid shows up good in a test 
one year and you want to give it a trial, plant 
just a small patch. You’re taking a big 
chance if you plant all of your corn acreage 
to a variety that has not been proven. 

Choose the right grade size for the planter 
plates you use. Your seed or implement deal- 
er can help you determine the correct grade 
size and the planter plate to use. About 90 
percent of the seed corn bought in Alabama 
are of four grade sizes—large flats, medium 
flats, large rounds, and medium rounds. 


Buy Plenty Of Seed 


Buy enough seed. This is no time for 
skimping. The amount of seed needed to 
plant an acre varies with width of rows, spac- 
ing in row, variety, grade size, and shape of 
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kernels. On the average a bushel of seed 
corn will plant about eight acres. 

Buy early so you can get the variety, the 
grade size, and the high-quality seed you 
want. And don’t forget the best quality seed 
are the best buy for your money. Buy seed 
that are: 

1, Certified or produced by a reliable 
company or grower. 


2. High in germination (90 percent or 
above). 


8. Graded uniformly. 

4, Treated with a fungicide. 

5. Free of weed seed. 

6. Properly tagged with analysis tag, seed 


treatment tag, and—if certified—a certifica- 
tion tag. 


Use Care In Purchasing Peanut Seed

LABAMA farmers produced approximate- 

ly 216,000 acres of peanuts during 1957. 

It is expected that the acreage planted in 

1958 will be about the same, even though ad- 

verse weather conditions caused heavy losses 
during the 1957 harvest season. 

To plant this year’s crop, it is anticipat- 
ed that approximately 8,000,000 pounds of 
peanut seed will be needed. And this seed 
will cost farmers around $2 million. This is 
a large sum of money, so farmers should be 
very careful to select the best varieties and 
best quality of seed. ‘ 

It has been reported that some farmers are 
wondering whether they should drop the 
Dixie Runner variety of peanuts and produce 
some other variety such as the Southeastern 
Runner 56-15 (North Carolina Runner 56-15) 
or the Early Runner. 

‘After compiling all the research informa- 
tion available from here in Alabama and the 
other surrounding states, we find that the 
Southeastern Runner 56-15 has made higher 
yields than the Dixie Runner during some 
years. But, in checking up, no reliable source 
of pure seed of this variety can be found. 
Most likely farmers won’t get pure seed of 
this variety unless they buy certified seed. 

The Early Runner, which is a sister selec- 
tion of the Dixie Runner developed by Dr. 
Carver, looks very* promising field-wise. It 
has consistently outyielded the Dixie Runner 
at all locations in cooperative tests since 1952. 
However, again there is at present no reliable 


seed source of this variety. For this reason 
we recommend that farmers stick with Dixie 
Runner again this year. 

The seed supply of the Dixie Runner varie- 
ty will possibly be somewhat short due to ad- 
verse weather conditions during the harvest 
season of 1957. But, chances of getting rea- 
sonably pure seed of the Dixie Runner are 
much better than chances of getting even 
satisfactory seed of the Southeastern Runner 
56-15 (North Carolina 56-15) or the Early 
Runner. 

There are two varieties of Virginia-type 
peanuts which are being certified in Alabama 
and are recommended for production in the 
state. They are Ga. 119-20, which is a bunch- 
type peanut, and the Virginia G-26, a runner- 
type. They both produce satisfactorily in 
Alabama. 

It is suggested that farmers get certified 
seed if they are available and plant them as 
a first choice if they want to produce a Vir- 
ginia-type peanut. Yield data from the va- 
riety test and former experience have shown 
that N.C. No. 2 is a good producer in Ala- 
bama. If you can get certified seed of this 
variety it will yield satisfactorily. 

I want to urge all peanut producers to plant 
only certified seed. It’s also very important 
to plant only treated seed. If you’re buying 
your seed, check each bag for a seed treat- 
ment tag. Our state law requires that a seed 
treatment tag be attached to every bag of 
treated seed offered for sale. If you’re using 
home-grown seed, treat them yourself or take 
them to your nearest seed processing plant 
and get your seed processor to treat them for 
you.

RTIFICIAL insemination fits in well with 
the Lamar dairying situation in the opin- 
ion of County Agent Haskell Lumpkin. 

“Since dairying is expanding so rapidly, 
producing high-quality calves from proven 
sires is the only way farmers can increase 
animal numbers and keep up herd quality 
at the same time,” Lumpkin said recently. 
“For instance, in the last year five new grade- 
A dairy operations have been started in the 
county. Besides this, three manufacturers of 
milk products buy from Lamar County pro- 
ducers. 

“With a great demand for good milk cows 
to start new herds and for use as replace- 
ments, we had to have some method of pro- 
ducing better calves,” Lumpkin continued. 
“Of course most farmers had pretty good 
bulls, but we needed better animals than 
could be found locally. And I was convinced 
that breeding by artificial insemination was 
the most practical way for dairymen in our 
county to improve their herds,” explained the 
agent. 

So, the agricultural leader was well pleased

last April when farmers and dairymen or- 
ganized the Lamar County Artificial Breed- 
ers Association. Coy Freeman was elected to 
head the organization and Olen Wheeler and 
Gray Gilmer were selected as directors. 

The next move was to train Hunter Ken- 
nedy as technician for the county. After a 
course in artificial insemination at Indianap- 
olis, Indiana, Kennedy was ready to get things 
into full swing. 

“So far the program has been very suc- 
cessful,” says Lumpkin. “During the nine 
months that the service has been available, 
over 500 cows in the county have been bred. 
And by the end of a year’s time I expect this 
number to be around 700. The fact that five 
locally used bulls have already been sold 
proves that the farmers are satisfied with the 
program.” 

Agent Lumpkin says the artificial breeding 
program is the best thing that has ever hap- 
pened to Lamar County dairymen. Not only 


is the service cheaper than keeping a bull on 
the farm, but it also gives the farmer access 
to proven sires they couldn’t afford otherwise. 


Acceptable Corn, Cotton Varieties Listed 


'HE API Agricultural Experiment Station 
at Auburn has released a list of accept- 
able corn and cotton varieties for 1958. The 
list is based on findings reported in the 1957 
Corn Variety Report and the 1957 Cotton Va- 
riety Report published by the department. 
It was pointed out that wilt resistant and 
wilt susceptible cotton varieties are listed by 
region in order of the three-year average lint 
yield. Only wilt resistant varieties are rec- 
ommended for Southern Alabama, 


Cotton varieties are as follows; 


Northern Alabama. Wilt resistant—Dixie 
King, Plains, Empire, Coker 100 Wilt, Au- 
burn 56, and All-in-One. Wilt susceptible— 
Fox, Hale 33, and Stoneville 7. 

Central Alabama. Wilt resistant—Dixie 
King, Plains, Auburn 56, All-in-One, Coker 
100 Wilt, Empire, and Smith 78; wilt sus- 
ceptible—Stoneville 7, Hale 38, and Fox. 

Southern Alabama. Wilt resistant—Plains, 
Auburn 56, Smith 78, Dixie King, Coker 100 
Wilt, and All-in-One.

FERTILIZER PLACEMENT — Fertilizer 
placed in contact with cottonseed causes poor 
stands and decreases yields, Auburn studies 


reveal. Best placement at planting is in nar- 
row bands two to three inches to the side 
and two to three inches below the seed. Low 
rates of fertilizer can be bedded on about two 
weeks before planting. Broadcast applica- 
tions have given good results if high rates 
were used or if the soil had been well fer- 
tilized in the past. 


* * * 


NEMATODES ON INDOOR PLANTS— 
Nematodes may cause indoor plants to be un- 
healthy even though they are well cared for. 
Many kinds of nematodes are parasitic on 
ornamental plants, but they do not cause ob- 
vious symptoms as found on root-knotted gar- 
den and field plants. Based on Auburn tests, 
these steps will control nematodes: (1) wash 
roots of plants and repot in clean soil; and 
(2) use a nematocide that is not poisonous 
to plants. Either step may be used alone with 
good results. 

* * * 


COTTON ROTATIONS—Rotating cotton 
with other crops is desirable if enough good 
cotton land is available. A two-year rotation 
of cotton followed by vetch and then by corn 
is best for most farmers. Rotation increased 
yields of cotton, corn, and other crops in many 
experiments in Alabama.

HOW MUCH FERTILIZER?—Several fac- 
tors determine how much fertilizer can be 
profitably used on crops and pastures. Yield 
increases from added fertilizer, price of prod- 
uct produced, cost of fertilizer and applica- 
tion, and other uses for money or credit were 
found to be important. Generally, as more 
fertilizer is applied per acre yields increase 
less for each hundred pounds of material.

DROUGHT CUTS POTATO YIELD—Mois- 
ture is an important factor in yield of pota- 
toes. In tests at Auburn, imposed droughts 
of two, four, and six weeks reduced total 
yields 19, 45, and 66 percent. The decrease 
in No. 1 grade potatoes was even more se- 
vere—28, 61, and 84 percent for the two, 
four, and six weeks droughts. Early dry 
spells were not as bad as those occurring late 
in the season.

LAWN WEED CONTROL—Such lawn 
weeds as cudweed, henbit, chickweed, and 
plantain can be controlled by spraying with 
2,4-D when the weeds are young. The spray 
will not harm lawn grass, but it must be kept 
off ornamental trees or shrubs to prevent 
damage. Best results have been obtained at 
Auburn by thoroughly wetting weeds with 
spray of 14% pounds of 2,4-D (amine salt) in 
100 gallons of water.

NEW POPCORN VARIETIES—Tests at 
Auburn indicate that some of the newer pop- 
corn varieties that pop well and have good 
eating quality will produce good yields in 
Alabama. Iopop 6 and 8 have relatively 
small seed and produce good yields. Purdue 
81, 32, and 213 are good producing varie- 
ties that have medium to large grains. Pur- 
due 81 and 82 occasionally produce ears with 
seed almost as large as field corn. However, 
these two generally produce smaller grain

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Henry County Family Develops Pork Curing Business

“THIS is the best-tasting pork I’ve ever eat- 
en!” 

That's what folks in Henry County have 
been saying about the hams, shoulders, pork 
chops, bacon, and sausage that Mr. and Mrs. 
Lewie Roberts home-cure. 

A few years ago Roberts raised out and 
cured just enough meat for the family’s needs. 
But every now and then he furnished the meat 
for picnics and local dinners. “It didn’t take 
long for the word to get around, and soon I 
was getting a number of requests for the 
meat,” recalled Roberts, as he explained how 
he got into the meat-curing business. “To 
meet this demand, I decided to raise out and 
cure a few extra hogs the next year. How- 
ever, I must have underestimated my cus- 
tomers’ tastes, for I ran short.” 

“And it’s no wonder,” broke in County 
Agent Ralph Hartzog, as he opened the cooler 
door and got a mouth-watering whiff of the 
smoked meat. ‘There’s just no comparison 
of this pork with commercially processed 
meat. Not only does it smell good, but it has 
a flavor to match. I guess one reason why 
the Robertses are turning out such a tasty 
product is that they don’t try to rush the job, 
especially during the smoking procedure. If 
the ham, bacon, or other cuts don’t measure 
up to Roberts’ standard for well-cured meat, 
they aren’t sold until that quality is reached.” 

Last year, in order to handle a larger num- 
ber of hogs, the Bowen community farmer 
installed a special scalding vat, a 16 by 20- 
foot cooler, and a 50-gallon steam-heated lard 
cooker; then built an 8 by 10-foot smoke 
house. To make the processing job easier, he 
bought a sausage stuffer, a power grinder, 
and a slicer. 

With this set-up, Roberts was sure that he 
could handle all the requests for the meat. 
But again, he underestimated his customers. 
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Even though he killed and cured about 300 
hogs, he still didn’t fill all the orders. 

Roberts doesn’t believe in going to the live- 
stock sale and buying hogs for processing. 
Instead he grows out his own hogs on his 
Abbeville Rt. 2 farm, using home-raised corn, 
peanuts, and grain sorghum—plus_ supple- 
ment—to feed them out. He figures to turn 
out better-quality pork by this method. 

According to Agent Hartzog, Roberts has 
intentions of expanding again in the near fu- 
ture. In fact, he already has plans drawn 
up for a new and bigger operation to take 
care of the demand for his products.

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Alabama’s Growing Poultry Industry 
Offers A Market For Grain Crops 


By Holt M. Warren 
API Extension Poultryman 


RAIN makes up 55 to 65 percent of most 
poultry rations. This means that Ala- 
bama, with its huge industry, offers a tre- 
mendous market for corn, oats, grain sor- 
ghum, and wheat produced here in the state. 
This is true for those who produce grain 
and feed to their own poultry, and also for 
those who might grow grain for making com- 
mercial poultry feeds in our Alabama mills, 
Research recently released by the API Ex- 
periment Station suggests that yellow corn, 
fed with mash, can be used profitably in a 
broiler production program—either as corn 
meal or cracked corn. 

In these experiments, broilers were fed sev- 
en weeks on broiler mash (20 percent pro- 
tein), then fed the last two weeks on one of 
several rations. The accompanying chart gives 
a comparison of finishing methods for broilers 
over a period of two years. 

The most economical pound of meat was 
produced when broiler mash and cornmeal 
was fed at a ratio of three to one. The next 
best ration was broiler crumbles and cracked 
corn fed two to one. Protein content was 


174% percent and 1614 percent respectively. 

This suggests a lower protein ration for the 
last two weeks’ finishing period, cutting cost 
and making good use of yellow corn, cracked 
or as meal, 

Another important outlet for grain may be 
found in our egg production program. Pul- 
lets grown as flock replacements can make 
efficient use of grains, fed either by hand or 
by the free choice method. Pullets produc- 
tion costs may be lowered by efficient use of 
local grain. The Upper Coastal Plains Sub- 
Station, Winfield, reports the use of Alabama- 
grown grains in pullet production as follows: 

Grain may be fed to layers free-choice or 
by hand with excellent results. It may be 
ground with a supplement or concentrate to 
reduce total ration cost. 

Anyway you take it—poultry offers a tre- 
mendous market for grain in Alabama. It’s 
a challenge to the poultryman to produce a 
high percentage of his grain for feed, where 
practical, and for the non-poultryman to fill 
this need for grain on a home market.

BABSON DISCUSSES 
EDUCATION 


Since the launching of the Rus- 
sian Sputniks, there.kas been much 
hue and cry about our educational 
deficiencies. Many people, espec- 


ficials and Congressmen, now want 
us to concentrate on scientific sub 
jects in our elementary and high 
schools, as well as in our colleges. 
In their eagerness to restore our 
lost prestige, they forget that ec- 
onomists and merchandising are 
as important as physics and chem- 
istry. 

WHAT ABOUT TEACHERS 
SALARIES? 


. 

Many voices are being raised in 
Washington in favor of federal 
aid to schools. It "is pointed out 
that this aid is needed because 
local communities cannot pay to- 
day’s high cost of maintaining 
proper schools. Those who want 
Uncle Sam to dole out funds for 
school purposes cite the need for 
higher salaries for teachers. I 
think Washington should proceed 
cautiously in the matter of federal 
aid to sckools. Such a program, 
though started on a nominal level, 
would grow to such proportions as 
to hurt rather than help the over 
all economy. 

We should remember that our 
ability to pay is limited. 

If every request for gov- 
ernment aid is granted, we shall 
hurl ourselves into an economic 
disaster that could easily mean the 
end of our way of life. As for 
teackers’ salaries: I am in favor 
oy hiking salary levels to get bet- 
ter teachers. 


SCHOLARSHIPS ALONE ARE 
NOT THE ANSWER 


Uncle Sam is being asked to 
grant scholarships to pupils as an 
incentive for them to do better 
work generally and to undertake 
studies in scientific fields. It is a 
sound idea to give scholarships to 
exceptional students; but why 
expect Uncle Sam to finance them? 
Local business interests and local 
governments should partly carry 
the ball here. However, scholar- 
ships alone are not. the answer to 
what ails us educationally. 

What we need, and what I have 
been advocating for a long time, 
is a complete overhaul of our ed- 
ucational system. For the past 
couple of generations, we have 
|been growing “soft” in our atti- 
tude toward teachers and pupils. 
“Progressvie education” has been 
anything but progressive. With its 
emphasis on self-expression, it 
has destroyed discipline in many of 
our schools. Today, respect for 
teachers is the exception rather 
than the rule, as is respect for the 
rights of others.

Pulp And Paper Day 
Set For April 15 


Plans are being developed for a 
southwide observance of Pulp and 
Paper Day on April 15. 

A majority of the 67 primary 
pulp and paper mills located in 
11 southern states will have part 
in the day’s activities. 

There will be open houses at 
paper mills, tours /of wood yards, 
luncheons, civic club meetings and 
other activities. 

The purpose jof the observance 
of Pulp and Paper Day it to re- 
view the progress in forestry de- 
velopment, to point up the grow- 
ing demand for pulpwood and to 
alert land owners to the oppor- 
tunities in growing trees to meet 
the increasing demand. 

There has been almost unbelieve- 
able growth in recent years in the 
the development of forest indust- 
ries in the south. 

Today the south produces 60 per 
cent of the nation’s pulpwood and 
the south-must supply most of the 
20 million additional cords of pulp- 
! wood the nation will require an - 
nually by 1967. 

Pulpwood consumption-in the 
U.-S.-inereased-79-pereent between 
1947 and 1957. The demands. for 


}1957 were 36 million cords. By 


1967 the demand will rise to 56 
million cords. 

Trees are the Number One cash 
crop in several states already. 
Pulpwood purchases in Alabama 
for 1957 reached a total of 
$43,748,000, with a payroll of 
$35,121,600 for paper mills, forest- 
ry services and reforestation pro- 
jects. Cash paid out in the whole 
south in this huge industry a- 
mounts to more than one billion 
dollars a year. 

The observance of Pulp and 
Paper Day throughout the south 
is being sponsored by the As- 
sociated Forestry Industries. The 
chief concern of the industry is to 
develop ways and means to step 
up wood. growth on small forest 
properties. This, it is said, may be 
the difference between success and 
failure for thousands of small 
land owners in touth.

It is necessary to use 
local materials for foundation 
courses in order to hold the cost 
of this type construction within 
allowable limits. A sustained 
freeze and moisture condition of 
the kind we experienced does not 
occur but about once in some 25-50 
years, hence it would be unecono- 
mical to design higher type found- 
ation courses to guard against such 
a condition. Also, a freeze and 
moisture condition such as we have 
just experienced is extremely dam- 
aging to the rural roads that are 
unsurfaced, causing many soft 
spots to develop upon thawing. 
The highway department is en- 
deavoring to make remedial re- 
pairs as quickly as facilities will 
allow.

will do so.

Gas Tax For 35 Years 


Alabama motorists have been 
paying a tax on gasoline they use 
in their cars, trucks, ete., for 35 
years. The collection of the gas- 
oline tax was begun in the state 
March 1, 1923. The original tax 
was a state levy of two cents a 
gallon and the yield the first year 
was $1, 739,000. 

Now users of the highways in 
Alabama pay an estimated 99.1 
million dollars a year in gasoline 
taxes, 57 times as much as paid 35 
years ago. The state tax is seven 
cents a gallon to which has been 
added a Federal tax of three cents 
a gallon, 

Total state and federal taxes on 
gasoline collected in the whole 
country are more than 4% bill- 
ion dollars a year,

From Mrs. Jeanette Landrum, 
Dayton, Ohio: I remember when 
I was four years old I had the 
thrash in my mouth and my father 
took me about five miles to an old 
lady named Warren and she 
washed my mouth with oak leaves. 
She had kept the leaves in a 
box. There was a big snow on the 
ground and I rode in front of my 
daddy in the saddle. 

We children walked two miles 
to school. We had two dresses for 
“everyday” and one for Sunday, 
and we wore aprons with sleeves 
in them. Each had chore# to do. I 
fed the geese and the calf, car- 
ried in wood and chips for the 
morning fire. Later, when I came 
home from school, I milked three 
cows. 

On Saturdays, I did the wash- 
ing and ironing and helped pick 
beans to string on a string to dry 
for winter use. We fattened and 
killed our own hogs and made lard 
for family use. We had our own 
sorghum molasses and mother 
canned everything that she could 
for winter use. 

We had no corn planter. For 
medicine, father gave us all a 
round of calomel and vermifuge 
every spring—to keep us able to 
hoe the corn. 

We went to church and Sunday

Now an owner of a farm in ag- 
ricultural production, on which the 
operator plans to produce at least 
$400 worth of farm commodities 
for sale or home use, may qualify 
for the 4 percent long-term hous- 
ing loan provided that he meets 
other standard eligibility require- 
ments, 

Borrowers may use loan funds to | 
build, improve, or repair farm 
houses or other essential farm 
buildings, and to provide water for 
farmsted and household use. In 
addition loan funds can help meet 
many other needs for farm and 
farm home modernization such as 
adding, bathrooms, utility rooms, 
better ktichens, and other improve- 
ments to the home as well as to 
farm service buildings. While ten- 
ants and farm laborers are not 
eligible, the owner may borrow to 
do construction work or make im- 
provements for them. 

The loans are made to farm 
owners who need credit to finance 
building improvements or repairs, 
but find that adequate credit is 
not available through regular 
credit channels. The interest rate 
is 4 per cent and loans may be 
amortized over periods up to 33 
years.

new cars. 

Strong appetites have been, 
whetted for housing and cars and 
appliances and® luxuries; and con- 
sumers have jeopardized the 
family finances by overbuying. | 
Don't get me wrong. I am all for | 
as many new homes and TV’s and 
cars as the family pocketbook can 
stand. All these represent a high- 
standard of living. But I am 
{for these things only after the 
|worker has first set aside a por- 
tion of his weekly pay check in 
some form of liquid savings. 


BREAD LINES vs. BANK 
ACCOUNTS 


When are your spending too 
much and not saving enough? 
When you have extended yourself 
to the point that you don’t know 
where next month’s rent is com- 
ing from if you lose your job this 
week, then you have obviously 
overextended. Unemployment in- 
surance, or tax - cutting, or any 
form of “pump priming” is like 
relieving pain with a mustard 
plaster when a surgical operation 
is really needed. 

From the stories of bread lines | 
in places like Detroit, Michigan; 


Island; the West Coast; and a 
number of other areas where major 
industries have slowed down, it 
seems that consumers have greatly 
overextended themselves.

Tthe Importance of Alabama Rivers 
in The Early Life Of Settlers In The Area

Alabama’s rivers had much to, 
do with the settling of this state | 
and with the location of many of | 
its towns and cities. 

When Hernando De Soto and his | 
adventurers arrived in Alabama} 
they found the native Indians liv- 
ing in towns they had built,by the 
| riversides. About 1540, he and his | 
men rested at the town of Coosa | 
|near the river in what is now 
| Talladega County. 

In 1702, Bienville located the 
capital of the territory of Louis- | 
jana at Mobile, originally a few 
|miles upriver from the present 
site but shortly moved to what! 
is now Alabama’s great port city. 
| From this point the French sett- 
| lers and traders pushed up the riv- 
ers to carry on their trade with the 
natives. Bienville later built Fort 
Toulouse on the point where the | 
Coosa and Tallapoosa Rivers] 
join to form the Alabama, a few 
miles south of Wetumpka. 

Prom the ‘other direction pio- 
neers fr om the British col- 
|onies were venturing down the} 
streams from the Appalachians.’ 
Later emmigrants from the new| 
states of Virginia, the Carolinas! 
and Georgia used the Coosa and! 
Tennessee Rivers to raft their | 
possessions down stream to the/ 
new lands in Alabama. | 

By the 1820’s steamboats were | 
moving from Rome down the Coosa | 
into Alalama, from Mobile north-| 
ward into the Alabama and the 
Tombighee and Warrior Rivers. | 
In the north, steamboat traffic 
appeared on the Tennessee River. 
Through traffic was hindered _ by | 
falls and dangerous shoals, but 
the steamboat appeared on the 
rivers far from the sea. 

Meanwhile, the towns that lo-| 
cated along the rivers became im- | 
portant shipping points and trade 
tenters.

Because of Cahaba’s vulnerability 
to floods the capital was moved to | 
Tuscaloosa on the Warrior River. 
In 1847 the seat of government 
was moved to Montgomery, another |

By mid-century the river steam- 
boat was in its heyday, although 
the railroads were pushing a- 
cross the state to become the ma- 
jor movers of freight and passe- 
engers. 

From that time forward the ri- 
vers declined in importance as 
main navigation routes. The 
shallow draft seamboats could not 
carry the great tonnage which 
makes modern barge operation 
both cheap and profitable. 

In many places the river land- 
ings were abondoned and a new 
generation grew up which never 
knew the excitement of the a- 
rival of the packet boat. | 

‘The renewed interest in river de- 
velopment is due to three main 
factors: hydroelectric power pro-| 
duction, flood control, and modern 
barge transportation.

WHEREAS, notice of such election. to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is re 
quired by law and by the provisions of the 
act submitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor to be 
published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weeks ‘next preceding the day appointed 
for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, James E. Fol 
som, as Governor of the State of Alabama,

Some vast and_ important 
changes are taking place in our 
day and time.

And they tell us that 50 per 
cent more pulp wood will be need-| 
ed in the next ten years; and that 
most of this increase will have 
to te produced here in the South. 

All this is wonderful, but it 
leaves out our amazing develop- 
ment in industry with the bright- 
est of prospects for the years 
ahead. That will be another story.

Usually I do not comment at 
length on foreign affairs. However 
recent developments in the Middle 
East could have far-reaching ef- 
fects upon U. S. business. There- 
fore, I think readers may be help- 
ed to know my reaction to these 
happenings. 


NASSER’S STOCK 
IS RISING 

The formation of the United 
Arab Republic, consisting of Egypt 
Syria and, eventually Yemen, is 
a feather in the cap of President 
Nasser of Egypt. It will enhance 
his bargaining power with both 
East an] West. The new Republic 
is born of the traditional Arab 
hostility to the State of Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia, and Jordan. 

This new Union means that Nas- 
ser may have nearly absolute 


and perhaps over Yemen as well. 
It means that he can exercise a 
greater control over shipments of 
oil and other goods through the 
Suez Canal and that he can stop, 
at will if it becomes desirable, the 
flow of oil through Syrian pipe- 
lines to the West. 

WILL THERE BE A SINGLE 
ARAB OIL EMPIRE? 

Many observers believe Nassers 
dream is to create a united Arab 
oil empire. To do this, the Exypt- 
ian leader must break the power 
of the feudal Arab Kings. Nasser 
is still a popular figure in the 
Arab world. He has tangled with 
Israel, Great Britain and France 


and come out fairly well. Al- 
though he has not been able to 
better the lot of the average 


Egyptian, he has captured the 
imagination of the masses. It is 
just possible that he may break 
the power of the Arab Kings and 
effect, for a tinte at least, a single 
federation ofall the Arab states. 
This would be due to their com- 
mon interests in oil and their com- | 
mon fear of the State of Israel.

However, 
ser’s dreams of an oil empire have 
been jolted by Iraq and Jordan 
whose Kings have proclaimed a 
separate Arab Federation, To such 
it is possible that King Saud of 
Saudi Arabia may eventually ad- 
here. In agreeing to form this 
federation with Jordan, Iraq may 
defect from the Baghdad Pact 
which binds her to the West. 

NO EARLY STABILITY IN 
THE MIDDLE EAST 

Nasser will drive hard bargains 
with European and American oil 
interests operating in those areas 
over which he can exercise some 
control. During the next few years 
tensions in Arab lands will be 
high. The flow to Europe may 
again be cut off or be ‘slowed to 
a trickle. Certainly, it will cost 
more! 

There will be no early stability 
in the Middle East. The two chief 
Arab factions will jockey for 
position, versus each other and 
Israel. If Nasser should come out 
on top in his struggle with other 
Arab interests currently resisting 
his climb to power, he could be- 
come a most important dictator. 
However, much will depend upon 
how long it takes the. world to 
develop an economically feasible 
means of harnessing nuclear power 
I forecast that we will sometime 
find a cheap way to produce power

A HIKE in the cost of duck | 
stamps to acquire needed | 
money for refuge acquisition has 
been proposed by Daniel H. Jai 
zen, director of the Bureau of Sport 
Fisheries and Wildlife. | 

‘The proposal, which has the ap- | 
Proval of the Bureau of Budget, | 
would add one dollar to the cost 
of the stamps, bringing them to $3. 
Nearly all of the proceeds from the 
sale of the stamps would be ear- 
marked for an acelerated water 
fowl refuge purchase program. | 
Only deduction that would be made 
is the Post Office charges for print- 
ing and distributing the stamps, es- 
timated at $144,000 annually. The 
rew fee would make about $6,606,- 
000 available for land purchase, 
four times the amount budgeted for 
the coming fiscal year. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice believes an additional 4 mil- 
lion acres of wetlands is needed to 
round out the Federal waterfow! 
holdings at 7% million acres, tho 
minimum necessary to assure thu 
Preservation of ducks and geese. 
Under the proposed new program. 
it would still take an estimated 25 
years to achieve the 7 million acre 
goal,

On the L-B-L ranch near Wilson- 
ville conditions seemed ideal for 
blasting a drainage ditch with 
dynamite. Water stood from ankle 
to knee-deep in a narrow swamp 
1500 feet long. This swamp divided 
two fields that are irrigated each 
summer, hindering use of culti- 
vation and irrigation equipment, 
and about four acres of good soil 
was too wet each spring to plant 
at all, 

Tt was only after firing was be- 
gun that it was found that “buck- 
shot” sized gravel formed a cush- 
ion between sticks and stopped 
Propagation of the blast from 
stick to stick. 

After many false starts, and 
numerous six to ten feet explosions 
however, the gravelly area was 
passed and one blast ripped open a 
ditch 500 feet long by 3 feet deep 
and six wide. The ditch immediate- 
ly began to flow nearly full of 
water. 

Cooperator Edward Lansford 
will have an 1800 foot ditch when 
blasting is completed, and plans to 
plow it out wide so that he can 
use the ground and work the two 
fields as one. 

Cooperators planning dynamite 
ditching ‘hereafter will Le assisted 
in avoiding gravelly conditions. 
Dynamite is very effective in mud 
or very wet soil, but sand, gravel, 
and excessive fibrous roots can 
cause expensive and time consum- 
ing failures in propagation.

It was mentioned in our last about the true God, the traditions

Then followed 20 years or more | 
of intensive training in the schools 
of Egypt, instructions in mathema- 
tics, engineering, astronomy, ar- | 
chitecture, literature, physical cul- | 
ture and etiquette. As his instruc- | 
tors were religious priests, Moses 
became acquainted with the re-| 
ligious thought of the time. 

Following his. university train- | 
ing, Moses returned to the palace | 
home of his foster mother, the| 
Egyptian princess and chose the 
profession which ~ attracted him 
most. This is believed to have been 
that of a soldier. As such he en- 
dured the hardships and _ priva- 
tions of the military both in bar- 
racks and in the field and is be- 
lieved to have been given com- 
mand of troops. 

With all his formal and prac- | 
tical education, Moses lacked one 
qualification to serve as God's 
representative. That qualification 
was sympathy. 

Determined to know for himself 
the plight of his unhappy people, | 
Moses made his own investigation. | 
This investigation awakened such | 
a sympathetic feeling on the part 
of Moses that he attempted to, 
avenge his people’s suffering ty | 


assuming leadership of the| 


Israelites before they were ready | 
for his leadership. As a result 
Moses had to flee from Egypt to 
escape the wrath of the king who 
had befriended him. - 

Moses needed something more) 
to,make him fit, qualified for the 
great task ahead of him, and it 
took nearly 40 years for. him to 
get that something. That needed 
qualification was to know God and 
to know himself. Out on the quiet 
expanses of Midian’s pasture lands 
Moses completed his preparation. 

Day after day Moses communed 
with God. Day after day he looked 
into the inner recesses of his own 
being. Day after day Moses con- 
sidered the plight of his people, 
planned how they could be rescued 
by military strategy, pondered 
over the laws they would need for 
their government, a place where 
they could live after their deliver- 
ence and the route by which they 
could reach that place. 

After the years had mellowes 
his life, had quietel his impas- 
sioned spirit and had made him 
dependent on and had given him 
greater faith in the One whose 
glory he had beheld day and night 
for 40 years, the preparation of 
Moses was complete and he heard 
God’s call to action and his never- 
failing promise, “Certainly I will 
be with you.”

It 
rving this ceremo- 
instituted the Lord’s 
Supper, which all Christians ob- 
serve. H 

The consent of Pharoah to let 
the Hebrews leave Egypt was 
seemingly regretted soon after 
they had started ‘on their journey. 
perhaps a few weeks thereafter 
and he pursued them with a large 
army in an effort to return them 
to slavery. 

It will be noted that as the 
Egyptian army approached the es- 
caping Hebrews the latter were in 
an almost untenable situation. 
There was an impassible moun- 
tain range to the south of their 
camp, the Egyptian desert was to 
the west of them, an arm of the 
Red sea to the east and the ap- 
proaching army of the Egyptians 
to the north. 

Believing they would be destroy- 
ed or returned to captivity, the} 
Israelites began to bewail their 
plight and to criticise Moses for 
it. To meet the situation Moses 
first had to get his people to be 
quiet. “Stand still and see the sal- 
vation of the Lord,” Moses com- 
manded. It is the necessary com- 
mand for anyone who has reached ! 
the limit of his own resources. We 
all need a command like that. | 

When Moses got his people in 
a mood for recognizing God's 
presence and power, he was able | 
to lead them safely across the bed 
of the separated waters and they 
saw their enemies destroyed when 
the waters returned. 

However we may explain this | 
notable event, it was a great mir-| 
acle, But it was no greater mir- 
acle than the exer of God's 
patience, love, compassion and 
power in freeing a ,human soul} 
from the bondage of sin. God is; 
doing that every day. |

NOW BIG-TIME BUSINESS 


Within a scant féw years com- 
mercial hatcheries have developed 
into big-time business in the 
South. 

Today, Georgia holds top rank 
in the nation in the number of 
chickens hatched commercially, 
having advanced to this position 
from twelth place since the end 
of World War II. Last year, 
Georgia’s commercial _broilerpro- 
duction reached 216 million which 
brought a gross income of $150, 
336, 000. This was an increase of 
$20 1/2 million from the 1956 in- 
come. 

In second place is Arkansas 
whose’ production last year was 
110,191,000, which brought a 
gross income of $58,159,0005 Pro- 
duction in Alabama was 107,181, 
000, that in North Carolina was 
104,608,000 and that in Missis- 
sippi, 65,012,000. 

In Georgia, the 1957 gross in- 
come was 280 times that of 20 
years ago.

I am writing this after a visit

The cold and rains are entirely 
forgotten. In fact, they will give 
Florida better crops and more 
tourists next winter than ever be- 
fore,

| ARE UNFAIR 


My time there enabled me to 
read more newspapers than usual, 
and it seems as if economic history 
may report, in years to come, that 
the 1958 “recession” was started 
in Washington. Many Congress- 
men there seem to be void of all 
reason, Like people in a hall where 
a fire has started, they are panicky 
|and rushing headlong. Only they 
are looking for a way to “get in,” 
rather than to “get out’! 

I know nothing about politics, 
but I do know my “statistics.” The 
current figures on unemployment 
are very deceptive. They compare 
with only the past few years when 
both husband and wife have been 
working. This, however, has been 
an alhormal situation. I have 
roughly completed statistics for 


{the number of families today with 


out a wage earner compared with 
previous years. Although 5 percent 
or more people may be unemploy- 
ed, my estimate is that less than 
1 percent of the families today are 
this a 
depression? 

WHAT ABOUT THE CURES? 

Before the Franklin Roosevelt 
era every depression was allowed 
to “take its natural course.” I per- 
sonally have been ‘through four 
| such depressions. They developed 
inefficiency, (2) 
careless spending, (3) dishonesty, 
(4) high living costs, and (5) un- 
principled labor leaders; that these 
five fundamental evils resulted in 
a business decline with increasing 
unemployment until the nation had 
a “spiritual awakening.” Then 
those evils were replaced by (1) 
efficency, (2) thrift, (3) honesty, 
(4) lower living costs, and 5()rea- 
sonable labor leaders, and pros- 
perity returned, 

To bring us out of the last Great 
Depression, various quack “med - 
icines, pills, and plasters” were 
used. Among these gimmicks let 
me mention unemployment insur- 
ance, veterans’ payments federal 
luilding loans, old age pensions, 
minimum wages, unsound taxes on 
business, unfair labor legislation, 
farm price supports, and finally 
the NRA fixing of retail prices. 
This last was declared unconstit- 
utional by the U. S. Supreme 
Court, and the house of cards col- 
lapsed. Then business again im- 
proved and we soon entered 
another period of prosperity. No 
Congressman knows yet whether 
the “New Deal” or the Supreme 
Court Decision created the new 
prosperity; but we do know it was 
at the expense of our dollar value, 
which declined to fifty cents. 
MOST CONGRESSMEN ARE 
NOW TOO HASTY 

From recent interviews with 
Washington officials, these men 
seem very confused. I point out to 
them that the present recession 
has occurred notwithstanding the 
fact that practically all the above 
New Deal “remedies” are still in 
force. If they worked in the 
“Thirties,” why have they not al- 
ready prevented this business re- 
cession? The Congressmen up for 
election are unable to answer this 
question. Yet, they want these 
gimmicks increased and others 
added. They want more synthetic 
“cures” put into effect at once 
with a cut in taxes added. Never 
before has such an economic panic 
existed in Washington, arising in 
so short a time with such little def. 
inite leadership. I believe Presi- 
dent Eisenhower feels in his heart 
as most economists do, but that 
he is not a free man, I wish, when 
reading his Bible, he would 
seriously note the 14th Chapter of 
First Corinthians, the 8th verse. 

Now to conclude my little ser- 
mon: The truth is that no one 
knows whether these proposed 
“cures” will bring back prosperity 
or not; you, my readers, know as 
much about that as anyone, But 
we do know that further devalua- 
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tion of the dollar will follow. Du 
ing the 180 years of U. S. history, 
the New Deal “cures 
before been applied so early in a} 
depression or recession. Therefore, | 
increasing them now cannot log- 
ically be based upon any previous 
tests. Furthermore, if these pan-' 
icky congressmen were not run- 
ning for office, they would not 
now be calling for pain ad

plasters, and tranquilizers. Finally 
let us all remember that even to-4 
day with the “terrisle unemploy- 
ment,” less than 1 percent of our 
families are without a wage earner.

Here in the Ten Commandments 


/graved or wrote, or caused to be 
|engre ed or written, upon the tab- 
lets of stone as given to the He- 
lew people at the hand of Moses. 

These laws had existed before 
|the Israelites came to the foot of 
Mount Sana: er since God con- 
demned Cain for the death of his 
brother, Abel, civilized people 
knew it was wrong to kill. For 
the slaying of an Egyptian, Moses 
himself had fled from the wrath 
of Egypt’s ruler, 

And so with the other prohibi- 
tions of the Ten Commandments. 
Some of them had been and were 
at that time being ved by 
many or all civilized 
earth, 

But here in the Ten Command- 
ments were included those rules 
for man’s behavior that were the 
t and the fundamental, the 
for those laws which would 
endure and from which would 
come all laws in detail that would 
guide nations and individuals in 
dealnig with each other. 

The Ten Commandments were 
peculiar in defining man’s proper 
attitude toward God. Not all na-| 
tions at that time were observing 
such laws and some nations and 
many individuals’ are not now ob- 
serving them. , 

It is believed by many Bible 
scholars that originally as coming 
from God these commandments 
were brief in wording, such as 
freely expressed in our language; 

You shall have no other gods 
before me, 

You shall worship no 
image.

You shall not kill.

CONTRACTS MADE 
FOR NEW PAVING

On April 11, sealed bids were 
opened in Montgomery from 
twenty-three (23) licensed con- 
tractors for the construction of 
44.774 miles of bituminous treat- 
ments and three (3) reinforced 
concrete bridges in Shelby County. 
The Lituminous paving is to be 
done on various county roads as 
quickly as the base course found- 
ations can Be completed. Inclement 
weather over the past months has 
impeded this progress considerably. 
Two of the three reinforced con- 
crete bridges are to be constructed 
over Dry Creek on the Calera to 
Montevallo County road, known as 
the Spring Creek vad. This 
bridge construction is preceding 
the grading and drainage of this 
route. Surveys have been and are 
currently under way for this con- 
struction, The remaining reinfore- | 
ed concrete bridge is over Four- 
mile Creek, west of Wilsonville. 

The contract award for the bit- 
uminous paving will Le made to 
Sam Finley, Inc., Atlanta, Georgia 
for the 44.774 miles of Bituminous 
paving. Sam Finley, Inc. submitted 
a low bid of $108,648.20 The coun- 
ty was fortunate in getting this 
very efficient contracting organ- 
ization. The contract award for 
the three bridges will be made to 
the G. W. Norrell Construction 
Company, Inc. Georgiana, Ala- 
bama. Norrell submitted a low bid 
of $62,668.50. Phis contractor also 
has an efficient organization. Con- 
struction of the bituminous pav- 
ing and bridges will begin around 
May 1, dependent on weather con- 
ditions at that time. 

The total money involved in 
both contracts amounts to $171, 
316.70 of which Shelby County 
must disburse $110,016.08 The 
balance of $61,300.62 will be borne 
by SAGP State Aid Accruals due 
Shelby County and Federal Aid 
Secondary funds accredited to 
Shelity County for highway con- 
struction, The total contract of 
$171,316.70 reflected an underrun 
of $23,900.00 due to the keen com- 
petition of the many contractors 
bidding for this work. The unit 
cost of the bituminous paving 
particularly was very low compar- 
ed to the bids of the past several 
years. A county-owned bituminous 
paving unit could not effect any 
savings on bituminous paying as 
long as competition in this part- 
icular field of construction remains 
so intense. The savings effected 
on the above contracts will enable 
the County to apply that addition- 
al financial help to more quickly 
construct county roads.

MID the concern over the eur- 
rent state of the nation’s 
economy, just about everybody 
agrees that consumer spending is 
the tonic that is needed to make 
the picture once again bright and 
glowing. 

How much of this tonic is avail- 
able, or how it should be provided, 
is something else again. 

Scanning the news pages across 
the nation, or talking with the 
“man;on the street,” one can 
come up with many ideas and 
opinions. 

Some say that the situation 
would be helped considerably if 
the people would overcome what 
seems to be an un-called-for ad- 
versity to spend and dip into rec- 
ord personal savings for the mon- 

‘ey to buy. They contend that the 
consumer has the money, but is 
reluctant to spend because he is 
doubtful about the future and 
wants a "cushion" to fall back on 
if the doubts become a reality. 

Economists have expounded sev- 
eral theories. Some hold that man- 
ufacturers have been unable to re- 
duce prices to offset slow demands 
because of the high costs of pro- 
ductivity brought on by rising 
labor costs. Many producers, they 
say, prefer to cut production and 
take a higher markup.on fewer 
sales than risk the big sales pro- 
motions necessary to be success- 
ful on lower margins, Too, price 
cutting doesn’t always stimulate 
new sales. 

The fact that prices on some 
commodities have remained high, 
even risen to new record levels in 
the face of declining consumer 
spending, is given as an argument 
to tax-cut legislation. The theory 
here is that an increase in con- 


sumer spending capacity under 


such conditions might tend to 
drive these prices even higher, 
thus kicking off another spiral of 
inflation. 

What the man on the street has 
to say about the current business 
situation depends upon how things 
are in his particular corner of the 
business world. Salesmen in many 
fields will tell you that the busi- 
ness is still there — you simply 
have to work harder—and longer 
—to get your share of it. In trade 
parlance, the current situation is 
said to be one that separates the 
salesmen from the “order-takers."" 
The art of salesmanship is not a 
factor when there is continuing 
high demand for merchandise. 

Take an average town in the 
U. S., and sample the opinion of 
several merchants. Chaftces are, 
most of them will tell you business 
is off. But chances are equal 
they will all admit that a thor- 
ough analysis of the black and 
white figures will indicate that 
business is not off to the alarming 
degree some believe it to be. 

It ig well and good that Ameri- 

cans everywhere are concerned 
with the business recession, and 
aware of the dangers of inflation. 
Once aware of a problem, it be- 
comes easier to do something 
about it. 
, A new advertising theme, de- 
Signed to bolster the confidence of 
the consumer in the soundness of 
the nation’s economy, is making 
an appearance. Maybe through 
confidence, and sincere applica- 
tion to the problems at hand on 
the part of everyone concerned, 
we shall be able to do something 
about rising prices and rising em- 
ployment.

LIKELIHOOD OF A STRIKE 


Many observers believe that the 
current negotiations will result in 
a stalemate and finally in a strike. 
They contend that automobile in- 
dustry managements are in a bet- 
ter position to stand firm against 
the more unreasonable demands of 
labor than tkey have in recent 
years. I do not share this view a- 
Lout a strike of any length, and 
here is why: 

The UAW treasury has already 
been hard hit because so many 
members are working only part 
time or are not working at all be- 
cause of plant slowdowns and shut 
downs. Only recently the UAW - in 
order to ease its financial position 
was obliged to cut salaries of some 
employees. Although so far as is 
known, Mr. Reuther kas not yet 
backed down on any of his 1958 de- 
mands, I forecast that in the end 
he will feel obliged to confpromise 
and a strike should be averted, But 
if by chance a strike should be 
called, I Lelieve it will be a short 
one,

‘Dog Control Act’ 


Helps Alabama 
Fight Rabies 


A number of years ago the 
State Legislature passed a “Dog 
Control Act” for the protection-of 
dog owners and their neighbors. 

This Dog Control Act makes it 
possible for each County Board of 
Health to appoint a Rabies In- 
speétor who, during the summer 
months, visits all communities in 
the County to immunize the dogs 
in these various communities. A 
nominal fee is charged for each 
dog immunized. . 

Mr. Bloomer Wilson of Monte- 
vallo is the Shelby County Rabies 
Inspector and will soon start his 
Rabies Clinics. The schedule of 
these clinics will appear in the 
County’s newspapers and they will 
ke further published by posters in 
the communities prior to the 
Clinics. 

Tke services of the Rabies In- 
spector makes ‘possible the im- 
munization of your dog with a 
minimum of inconvenience to the 
owner. 

The Dog Control Act was pass- 
ed by a wise Legislature in’ order 
to protect you, your family and 
your neighbors. The State Law pro- 
vides only that you must have your 
dog immunized once a year. 

A few of the progressive Town 
Councils have supplemented the 
State Law by a local ordinance 
which requires a license of $1.00 
a year for each dog. A certificate 
of inoculation must be produced _ 
before a license will be issued.' 
The revenue provided by these fees 
then would pay the cost to the 
town of workers to impound any 
dog found running at large during 
the month of September. The dog | 
is held 7 days and, if not redeemed ; 
by payment of all costs, is humane- 
ly despatched. 

In this. way the stray dog 
nuisance is effectively controlled

, anniversary of the birth of TVA 
on April 10. It was on that day 
that President Roosevelt trans- 
mitted to Congress a request for 
legislation to create the TVA. 
| 


By May 18, 1938, the bill had been 
enacted and signed into law by the 
President, 

In his message, the President 
said that improyement of the Tenn- 
,essee River “transcends mere de- 
velopment: it enters the wide 
fields of flood control, soil ero- 
sion, afforestation, elimination 
from agricultural use of marginal 
Jands, and distribution and di- 
versification of industry.” 

As the plans for dams progress- 
ed, it was estimated that Ly 1960 
the Tennessee River could expect 
to have barge navigation total- 
ing 6, 000,000 tons annually. This 
figure was passed several years 
ago, and the annual tonnage on 
the Tennessee River is now in the 
neighborhood of 13,000,000 tons, 
more tkan double the predicted 
figure for two years hence. If the 
present rate of increase continues, 
total traffic by 1960 may be be- 
tween 14 and 15 million tons on 
this river.

It is clear that unemployment 
results from the recession. But it 
is not sufficiently clear what is 
the cause of the recession. How- 
ever, no one can doubt that it is 
due to some imbalance in the 
economy. The reaction is frori 
some previous action. 


REMEMBER THE SEESAW 

Because certain excesses have 
existed too long or been too great 
a correction must come if we are 
to regain norma] economic bal- 
ance. Our economy, when free, is 


like the children’s seesaw or tet- 
ter. A fat boy pushes down one 


end and raises a skinny boy at the 
other end, In our economic seesaw 
the excessive weight at one end 
may be over-expansion of produc- 
tion in relation to consumer de- 
mand. 

In an ideal economy, productive 
capacity should always Le geared 
to consumer demand. But actually 
such gearing is not automatic. 


Either plant capacity is expanded

demand drops off after temporary ; 


excessive consumer buying, as in 
installment purchasing. Moreover, 
our economy is not so free as many 
would like to believe. In the market 
place, prices no longer respond 
quickly to conditions of supply and 
demand. 

Big business has given our 
economy many benefits, including 
making available to the many, by 
mass production and mass distrib- | 
ution necessities, comforts, and 
luxuries.

rmment has the ability 
to balance too great or too long- 
continued imbalance by standing at 
the center of the seesaw and inclin- 
ing its weight either to the right or 
the left. But the government can 
also restore the balance in other 
ways, by assuring even weights at 
both ends of the seesaw, or by

But government should not and 
must not be expected to operate a 
managed economy. There still re- 
mains enough self-reliance in our 
politico - economic system to re- 
store the ability of private, com- 
petitive small business to do the 
balancing, if small business is un- 
fettered. Restoring competition in 
big industry will break down too- 
rigid administered prices. These 
prices have been fixed too long 
and too much, 

Too great monopolistic power by 
Big Business and/or Big Labor 
must be curbed by Big Govern- 
ment. Remember that 95 percent 
of our American businesses em- 
ploy fewer than 20 people; about 
80 percent of our businesses are 
un-incorporated. 


SEVEN DEFINITE 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

As a result of the two World 
Wars, Big Business and Big Labor 
were granted too many artificial 
and powerful special privileges in 
the name of Defense. The time is 
overdue to remove these privileges 
and give the three million small

Babson Discusses 
Hedges Against 
Inflation 


Babson Park, Mass., May 15.— 
Because of the increased govern- 
ment expenditures for missiles, 
ete., there is much talk about more 
inflation coming. If Congress 
would accept the recommendations 
of the Hoover Commission, there 
would be no need of increasing the 
budget. We could save enough on 
unnecessary and wasteful spending 
to offset any increase in defense 
outlays. However, as all the Con- 
gressmen are up for re-election 
this year, there is little chance of 
their making these recommended 
savings. 


LAND AS A HEDGE 


A careful study of different 
forms of investment teaches me 
that raw land on dry ground ten 
miles or less from a small city 
or town has the best record as an 
inflation hedge.\\'To secure such 
at the right price, it should be 
purchased before it is thought of 
for lots for development. How- 
ever, even then, with roads, elec- 
tricity, water, and sewage, it gives 
one real securiy. This may be 
more important than profit. Such 
land or small farms just outside a 
town limit should be excellent 
hedges. 

If you do not want to be both- 
ered with the taxes and care of 
such land which you do not expect 
to occupy but are to hold for spec- 
ulation, your broker will name 
some land companies whose stocks 
are listed on a stock exchange. In 
fact, some railroads are worth 
more as land companies than as 
railroads. Some Canadian mining 
companies with valuable under- 
ground deposits of ore should also 
be good hedges against inflation 
if bought at low depreciated 
prices. They are off now about 
50% —suffering from the big 
boom of a few years ago. i 


CASH IN THE BANK | 


Personally, I like bes now pu-t 
ting my savings in the bank at 
3%% interest. Of course, your 
Lroker may tell you such bank 
deposits are poor hedges against 
inflation. It is true-that the pur- 
chasing power of a bank account 
for food, clothing, and shelter will 
decline as the aost of living in- 
creases. Therefore, I would not 
want to leave my funds in a bank 
too long. But such a loss of inter- 
est or decline in purchasing power, 
over a few years, is not notable 
compared with the possible de- 
cline in stock prices during said 
period. 

When people ask me the best 
fertilizer for an orange grove I 
always say: “The footprints of the 
owner ” Hence I believe that the 
best of all possible land purchas- 
es for an inflation hedge is land 
adjoining what you now own, This 
you can watch and make more 
valuable. Of course, you would not 
buy land anywhere that you did 
not first see. There is much land 
“outdoors” and no reader will see 
anyone get a monopoly of it. In 
short, I believe inflation is slow- 
ly coming as it always has been; 
but it is nothing to get pannicky | 
about,

Rome to Mobile.”

MONTGOMERY, Two hundred 
eighty cases of polio were report- 
ed in the United States during the 
first 17 weeks of 1958, This is 
about 41 percent of the number 


‘recorded during the same period 


72, 


last year when the total was 67 

These figures, compiled by the 
U. S. Public Health Service, were 
released today by the State Health 
Department. The Departement 
pointed out that during this same 
period, which ended April 26, Ala- 
bama had reported five cases, also 
about 41 percent of the 1956 
figure of 12. 

All of Alabama’s 1958 cases have 
been paralytic and none of the 
victims had received Salk vaccine. 
For the nation as a whole, 150 cases 
were reported as paralytic. In- 
formation about the immunization 
status of victims outside Alabama 
was not furnished.

Health Department 
Polio Program 


By E. F. Sloan, M. D. 
County Health Officer 


The Federal Polio Prevention 
has come to an end. Hereafter the 
Polio immunizations available un- 
der the State Program at the 
Health Department are limited to 
preschool children and expectant 
mothers. Preschool children from 
6 months to 6 years are the only 
children eligible. No age is spec- 
ified for expectant mothers. 

Older individuals who have 
started their series of Polio “shots’ 
but who have not completed the 
full immunization of 3 “shots” 
are eligible for enough “shots” to 
complete their immunization. 

Under the limitations of the 
State Program the Health De- 
partment will not be able to 
furnish Polio Vaccine to the pri- 
vate physicians but all individuals 
not already immunized and under 
40 years of age are urged to get 
their Polio Immunizations from 
their family doctor before the ad- 
vent of hot weather, ~

“FARM-TO-MARKET ACT.” 

Only recently in tke Month of 
April the County let to Contract 
44.774 miles of additional county 
paving. 28.374 miles will be new 
paved highways and 16.4 miles 
will be resurfacing of a couple of 
previously constructed paved high- 
ways. Three new reinforced con- 
crete bridges were also let to Con- 
tract.. The total expenditure in- 
volved in this letting was $171,316.- 
70. The County had to put up 
$110,016.08 to get this work let to 
contract. The County made this 
expenditure without incurring any 
debt. 

The county is prosecuting sur- 
veys and plans for an additional 
24 miles of “Farm-To-Market” 
highways near Calera and Dunna- 
vant. Additional surveys will be 
made for construction as soon as 
these are completed. Only one 
project at a time will be approved 
by the State Highway Department. 

Currently the County has under 
construction 10 miles of “Farm-To- 
Market” highways that will be 
graded and base course foundations 
placed by the end of November. 

I would like to point out that 
the County uses County personnel 
and equipment to perform all of its 
grading, drainage and base course 
work for two very important 
reasons: To make available as 
many jobs as possible to county 
citizens which in turn helps add 
to the economy of tke county by 
keeping much of this money in the 
county and secondly to save ap- 
proximately twenty-five (25) per- 
cent of the construction cost which 
Contractor's figure in and thereby 
saves that much additional funds 
to construct more miles of county 
highways. 

The county carries on another 
construction plan as County con- 
struction only, without benefit of 
Federal or State subsidy since all 
of that source of financial help is 
expended in the “Farm-To-Market 
Program.” This second construc- 
tion plan is providing a way to 
more quickly reach many of you 
‘on the more than 550 miles of pub- 
lic rural roads yet unconstructed. 
Many miles have already been 
built this way and a lot of you are 
cognizant of the progress being 
made this way. 

Summarizing briefly you will 
note that by the end of this present 
year the Couny will have 213.5 
miles of County-owned paved high~ 
ways and numerous new concrete 
bridges while at the same time 
maintaining those many hundreds 
of miles of rural unsurfaced and 
paved roads. I firmly believe that 
the county has progressed very 
well indeed and has done so with- 
cout having to incur any indebted- 
ness.

Today, the inquisitive tourist 
can visit the spot, about 25 miles 
southeast of Fort Meyers, Florida 
and walk in comfort and safety 
along the 3,658-foot boardwalk that 
reaches into the subtropical water 
forest. The wonders of nature sur- 
round the boardwalk. 

Audubon Society experts have 
listed 131 species of birds as full 
or part-time residents of the ref- 
uge. Sixteen mammal species re- 
corded include Florida black 
bears, panthers, and bobcats. 

The bears and cats, of course, 
are seldom seen by boardwalk 
visitors. Common sights are the 
alligator and the venomous water 
moccasin. Quite often, the moc- 
casin can be seen basking in the 
warm Florida sun. The alligator, 
too, acts quite indifferent about 
people, being much more con- 
cerned with the business of catch- 
ing unwary turtles, birds, fish and 
similar tasty morsels. 

Corkscrew Swamp is certain to 
grow into a great attraction. Get- 
ting in and out of the area today 
is somewhat dependent upon dry 
weather conditions. Approaches 
from the nearest highway are 
sometimes impassable, except for 
the workhorse jeep or swamp bug- 
gy. A surface road is planned. 
When completed, this road will 
bring additional thousands of vis- 
itors to the boardwalk in the 
swamp.

In 
short, Sunday selling, they say, 
has become a matter of economic 
survival. 


THE CASE AGAINST SUNDAY 
SELLING 


The very fact that so many favor 
Sunday selling is a reasonably good 
index of kow materialistic our 
culture has become. The paths of 
history are strewn with the wreck- 
age of cultures that neglected their 
spiritual development. The place 
for our families on Sunday is in 
God’s House, not in a Discount 
House. Surely in a country where 
the work week becomes constantly 
shorter and leisure ever greater, 
we ought to be able to find a little 
time during the week for reflection 
and spiritual regeneration. 

Parents, law enforcement of - 
ficials, educators - all who work 
with young people - are concerned 
with the many symptoms of mal- 
adjustment: juvenile delinquency,

EDITOR’S NOTE—This story 
of the growtk and development of 
the Tennessee Valley within the 
past 25 years, is given in the 
hope that. as the: pedple of Shel- 
by County read this amazing story, 
they will think more about what 
may come to our beautiful Coosa 
Valley in the years just ahead. 


A few weeks ago the Teneessee 
Valley ‘Authority announced that 
the pulp and paper industry in the 
valley employed 9,000 workers in 
1957. The value added by manu- 
facturers in the (pulp and paper 
industry was estimated at $125, 
000,000. There are 37 pupl, paper 
and allied product plants in the 
Tennessee Valley. Annual payrolls 
in the industry was just under 
$50,000,000, 

These paper plants came to this 
valley because of the timber in 
the area, but their choicé of sites 
was influenced also by the ayail- 
ability of processing water in the 
pools along the river, and of barge 
transportation. One of these great 
paper mills assembles its pulp- 
wood at riverside yards and ships 
the wood by barge to the mill. It 
also ships finished newsprint by 
barge. The river is an important 
part of its operation, 

The present great industrial 
plant at Florence, Sheffield and 
Tuscumbia began with the con- 
struction of Wilson Dam, first of 
the great dams on the Tennessee. 
It has expanded steadily. Reyn- 
olds Metals Company, Electr-Met- 
allergical Corporation and Ford 
Motor Company have large instal- 
lations in this Muscle Shoals area 
now, and low-cost electric power, 
water for processing, and water 
transportation are all factors in 
their choice of this location for 
their plants. 

Recent surveys show that busi- 
ness in the Tri-Cities area is con- 
siderably above the national ay- 
erage. The people of the area 
quickly attribute this exceptional

ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE 
TOWN OF COLUMBIANA, 
ALABAMA 

An Ordinance, in pursuance of 
the authority granted by Title 37, 
Chapter 16, Articles 1 and 2, 
Sections 772 to 785, inclusive, Code 
of Alabama, 1940, to provide for 
the establishment of districts with- 
in the corporate limits of the town 
of Columbiana, Alabama; to reg- 
ulate within such districts, the 
height, number of stories, and size 
of buildings and other structures, 
the percentage of lot that may be 
occupied, the siae of yards and 
other open spaces, the density of 
population and the use of Build- 
ings, structures and land; and to 
provide methods of administration 
of this ordinance and penalties for 
the violation thereof. 

The Public Welfare requiring it, 
be it ordained by the Town of Co- 
lumbiana, Alabama, as follows: 
ARTICLE 1 - CLASSIFICATION 
AND ESTABLISHMENT OF 
DISTRICTS 
SECTION 11. SHORT TITLE 

This ordinance shall be known as 
the “Zoning Ordinance of Colum- 
biana, Alabama,” and the map 
herein referred to, identified bv 
the title “Zoning Map of Colum - 
biana,” shall be further identified 
by the signature of the Mayor of 

Columbiana, and attested by the 
City Clerk. The Zoning Map of} 
Columbiana, and all explanatory 
matter thereon are hereby adopt- 
ed and made a part of this 
ordinance, Such map shall be filed 
in the office of the City Clerk and 
shall show thereon the date of 
this ordinance. 
SECTION 12. DISTRICTS 

For the purpose of this ordinance 
the Town of Columbiana, is here- 
by divided ‘into tke types of 
districts designated as follows: 

R-1 Residential District (Single 
Family) 

R-2 Residential District (One or 
two Family) 

R-3 Residential District (Multi- 
Family) 

B-1 Business 
Shopping) 

B-2 Business District (General 
Business) 

M-1 Manufacturing 
(Light Industry) 

M-2 Manufacturing 
(General Industry) 
SECTION 13, DISTRICT 
BOUNDARIES 

The boundaries of the above 
districts are hereby established as 
shown on the Zoning Map of the 
City. Unless otherwise shown on 
said Zoning Map, the boundaries 
of districts are lot lines, the 
center lines of streets or alleys 
or such lines extended, railroad 
right-of-way lines, or the cor- 
porate limit lines as they existed 
at the time of enactment of this 
ordinance. Questions concerning 
the exact location of district 
bounda lines shall be decided by 
the Board of Adjustment. 
SECTION 14, USES 

In each district no 
other than the types specified as 
“permitted” or “permitted on ap- 
peal,” shall be allowed. (See 
Article 2), Uses specified as “per- 
mitted” shall be permitted upon 
application to the building in- 
spector, Uses specified as “per- 
mitted on appeal” are exceptions,

36.3 “Boarding House”: A build- 
ing other than a hotel, cafe, or 
restaurant where, for compen- 
sation, meals are provided for 
three (3) or more persons. 

36.4 “Building Area”: The por- 
tion of the lot occupied by the 
main building, including porches, 
carports, accessory buildings, and 
other structures. 

36.5 “Dwelling”: A house or 
otker building used primarily as an 
abode for one or two families ex- 
cept that the word “dwelling” 
shall not include boarding or room- 
ing houses, tents, tourist camps, 


‘hotels, trailers, trailer camps, or 


other structure designed or used 
‘primarily for transient residents, 

36.6 “Dwelling Unit”: Any por- 
tion of a building used, intended 


‘or designed as a separate abode 


for a family. 

36.7 “Drive-In-Restaurant”: A 
restaurant or public eating bus- 
iness, so conducted that food, 
meals or refreshments are brought 
to the motor vehicles for consump- 
tion by the customer or patron. 

36.8 “Drive - In - Theatre”: A 
theatre so arranged and conducted 
that the customer or patron may 
view the performance while being 
seated in a motor vehicle. 

36.9 “Family”: Any number of 
individuals living together as a 
single housekeeping unit and do- 
ing their cooking on the premises, 

36.10 “Home Occupation”: Any 
use customarily conducted entire- 
ly within a dwelling and carried 
on solely by the inhabitant there- 
of, and which use is clearly in- 
cidental and secondary to the use 
of the dwelling for dwelling pur- 
poses, and does not change the 
character thereof, and in which not 
more than twenty-five (25) per- 
cent of the dwelling is used for 
said home occupation, and in which 
any signs advertising said kome 
occupation are limited to one sign, 
not over two (2) square feet in 
area, and also in which there is no 


public display of goods. Examples 


of home occupations are: office of 
doctor, lawyer or notary; dress- 
making, the taking of tourist and 
and the leasing of 
rooms. 

86.11 “Hotel”: Any building or 
portion thereof which contains at 
least ten (10) guest rooms intend- 
ed for occupancy by individuals, 
for compensation whether paid 
directly or indirectly. 

36.12 “Lot”: A piece, parcel, or 
plot of land occupied or intended 
to be occupied by one main build- 
ing, accessory buildings, uses 
customarily incidental to such 
main building and such open spaces 
as are provided in this ordinance, 
or as are intended to be used with 
such piece, parcel or plot of land. 
36.13 “Non-conforming Use”: A 
use of any structure or land which

36.16 “Rooming House”: Any 
building or. portion thereof which 
contains not less than three (3) or 
more than nine (9) guest rooms 
which are designed or intended to 
be used, let, or hired out for oc- 
cupancy by individuals for com- 
pensation whether paid directly or 
indirectly. 

36.17 “Street”: Any . public or 
private way set aside for common 
travel more than twenty-one (21) 
feet in width if such existed at the 
time of enactment of this ord - 


!inance, or such right-of-way forty 


(40) feet or more in width if 
established thereafter. 
36.18 “Trailer Camp”: Any site, 
lot, field, or tract of land private- 
ly or publicly owned or operated, 
upon whick two (2) or more house 
trailers used for living, eating or 
sleeping quarters are, or are in- 
tended to be, located; such estab- 
lishments being open and designat- 
ed to the public as places where 
temporary residential accommod- 
ations are ayailable, whether 
operated for or without compen- 
sation. 

36.19 “Structure”; Any comb- 
ination of materials, including 
buildings, constructed or erected, 


|the use of which requires location 


on the ground or attachment. to 
anytking having location on the 
ground, including among other 
things signs, billboards, but not 
jincluding telephone poles and 
overhead wires. 

36.20 “Use”: The purpose for 
which land or a building or other 
structure is designed, arranged, or 
intended, or for which it is or may 
be occupied or maintained. 

86.21 “Yard”: An open space, on 
the lot with the main building, 
left open, unoccupied and un- 
obstructed by buildings from the 
ground to the sky except as other- 
wise provided in this ordinance. 

36.211 “Front Yard”: The 
yard extending across the entire 
width of the lot between the 
main building including covered 
porches, and the-front lot line; 
or if an official future street 
right-of-way line has been 
established, between tke main 
building, including covered 
porckes, and the right-of-way 
line. 

36.212 “Rear Yard”: The yard 
extending across the entire 
width of the lot between the 
main building, including covered 

porches and the rear lot line. 

86.213 “Side Yard”: The yard 
extending along a side lot line, 
from the front yard to tke rear 
yard, between the main building, 
including covered porches, and 
such lot line. 


ARTICLE 4 - ENFORCEMENT 
SECTION 41. ENFORCING

ises at any reasonable time prior 
to the issuance of certificate of 
occupancy for the purpose of mak- 
ing inspections of buildings or 
premises necessary to carry out 
his duties in the enforcement of 
this ordinance.

NCLE SAM has been lending a 

helping hand to many parts of 
the world for some time now with, 
of course, the average American 
helping to foot the bill. 

Now the world is beginning to 
share even greater benefits in the 
form of American dollars being 
spent in a big travel boom. 

Expenditures by Americans on 
foreign travel are fast becoming a 
significant economic force on the 
international scene. How big is this 
flow of dollars? Figures compiled 
by the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce estimate that foreign travel 
by Americans is on, the verge of 
becoming a $2 billion dollar busi- 
ness. Expenditures in 1957 were 
over $1.9 billions and a further rise 
is expected this year despite un- 
settled economic conditions. is 

By contrast, expenditures by 

Americans for foreign travel 
were little more than a billion 
dollars as recently as 1950, or 
about half the current annual to- 
tal. Foreign travel is one of the 
American expenditures that has 
shown an exceptionally large ex- 
pansion over recent years, with 
the percentage rise substantially 
exceeding the growth in personal 
income in the period. 

From the point of view of the 
international flow of funds and re- 
lationship to world trade, expendi- 
tures by Americans on foreign trav- 
el have been providing the world 
with more dollars than any single 
item imported into this country. 


Tp 


Petroleum imports into the United 
States last year aggregated just 
over $1% billions, for example, and 
coffee, the No, 2 import item, came- 
close to $1.4 billions. 

As against this, expenditures by 
Americans outside the country in 
1957 were almost $1.4 billions, and 
an additional quarter billion dollars: 
were paid to foreign carriers for 
transportation, bringing the foreign 
share of American travel expendi- 
tures to more than $1.6 billions. 
U.S. shipping companies and air- 
lines benefited also, receiving over 
$300 millions in fares 


Canada and Mexico are the 
two leading beneficiaries of 
American expenditures abroad, 
their share of these outlays add- 
ing up to almost 40 per cent of 
the total. Expenditures by U.S. 
travelers in Canada amounted to 
$340 millions in 1957, and in Mex- 
ico to just under $300 millions, 
About a half billion dollars is 
spent in countries in Western 
Europe, with Italy, France and 
the United Kingdom In the lead. 


This country likewise benefits: 
from expenditures by foreign visi- 
tors to these shores. Such spending 
in the United States, including 
fares paid by foreigners to United 
States carriers, came to almost 
$800 millions in 1956, a larger 
amount than this country received 
in that year from such major ex- 
ports as cotton or electrical ma- 
chinery and apparatus,

As recently as the summer of 
1942, what is now the Oak Ridge 
reservation was a rural area of 
Eastern Tennessee, mostly open 
country, but including three small 
villages.

Samson was one of the failures 
mentioned in the Bible, and a) 
very great failure indeed. | 

Samson had great possibilities, | 
and, because of that fact, his fail- 
ure to accept and profit by his 
possibilities in pleasing God and 
cerving his people was especially 
deplorrable. 

Samson's mother was told by a 
heavenly messenger that she | 
would have a son who would be™ 
a Nazerite and would “begin to 
deliver Isarel from the hand of 
the Philistines.” 

Now’ three special 
were to characterize a Nazirite: 
he was to refrain from strong 
drink and even was forbidden to 
eat grapes or any of their by- 
products; he was not to go near 
a dead body, and ke was not to 
have his hair shorn. The heavenly 
visitor, knowing the evils of strong 
drink, even ordered Samson's

mother to refrain from it. | 


God realized that there was a 
need for Samson or someone to 
deliver the Israelites from their 
old enemy, the Philistines. The 
tribes of Dan, Simeon and Judah 
occupying the southern part of Ca- 
naan, had Lecome subject to the 
nearby Philistines and needed a 
deliverer. 

Scripture records that Samson 

“began to deliver Israel.” But a 
beginning is about all he did on 
that job. Intemperance ruined his 
ability and his life. 
God wtih such unusually great 
physical strength that, as a one- 
man army, he became a real 
scourge to the Philistines, so much 
so that for a time they ceased 
their raids upon the lands of their 
Israelitish neighbors, 

But kis punishment of the Phil- 
istines was at infrequent intervals 
and bordered on the actions of a 
buffoon, or a clown, He was no 
leader, seemingly spurned the as- 
sistance of his fellow Israelites, 


Samson had been endowed by 
and too often he afflicted the Phil- 
istines merely to avenge some 
personal wrong done him. He mis- 
erably failed God and his people. 

Now God had done his part. He 
had endowed Samson with such 
great physical strength that the | 
mythological stories of Hercules 
and those of the mighty men. of 
other nations, it is believed, had 
their origin in the extra-ordinary 
physical deeds of Samson. 

God had also on one occasion 
provided Samson with water when 
he was suffering from extreme | 
thirst and had otherwise given | 
Samson his presence and help. 

But Samson failed God. As a 
Nazirite he was pledged to keep | 
away from dead bodies and other 
uncleanliness. Yet he took and ate 
honey from the skeleton of a lion 
he had killed and he took a bone 
from a dead animal and used it 
as a weapon with which to kill | 
Philistine enemies. i

This agency, which will be headed 
by a civilian administyator, will co- 
operate with the Defense Depart- 
ment and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission in scientific efforts re- 
lated to space experiments, 
Creation of the agency is expected 
to greatly facilitate the various 
space exploration programs.

-Manpower Cuts Disapproval- 

Included in the Department of 
Defense Appropriation Bill, pass- 
ed last week by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, were sufficient funds 
to maintain the Army’s manpower 
total at 900,000 during the: next 
fiscal year. This action indicated 
disapproval by a majority of House 
members of President Eisenhower's 
plan to cut Army personnel by 
30,000. 

Disapproval of another proposal 
by the Administration was in - 


|the recommendations of the Ap- 
propriations Committee to provide 
sufficient funds to maintain Nat- 
ional Guard personnel at 400,000 
and to increase the Reserves to 
300,000. The Secretary of Defense 
had stated earlier that the Defense 
| Department’s budget request pro- 
| vided for a reduction in both the 
National Guard and the Army 
| Reserve during the next fiscal 
| year. 

In addition to these forces, the 
| House-approved bill supports a 
‘naval force of 630,000 with a re- 
| serve corps of 135,000; a Marine 
Corps of 200,000 with a reserve 
jof 45,000; and and Air Force of 
850,000 with reserves if 146,000. 

To finance all the armed services 
jin fiscal year 1959, the House ap- 
' propriated a total of $38 billion — 
a record peacetime military budget. 

-Excise Tax Extended- 

A one-year extension of the 
existing corporate normal-tax rate 
and the present excise taxes op 
alcoholic beverages, cigarettes, 
passenger automobiles, and auto- 
motive parts was approved by the 
House last week. Under present 
\law, these taxes are scheduled for 
| reduction on July 1, 1958. An ex- 
tension was urged for the purpose 
of preventing a further budget 
deficit next year. 

This legislation was considered 
under a closed rule which prohibit- 
jed any House amendments, How- 
lever, there is a possilility tke 
| Senate may attempt to amend the 
measure to include certain re - 
| ductions.

BY THE OLD TIMERS 


From C. Brooks, Winnett, Mon- 
tana: I remember when I was a 
child in Wyoming where I was 
born. I drove a mule to school 
hitched to a two-wheeled cart. 
When I came home, I had chores 
to do—keeping the milk cows fed, 
straining the milk into pans to let 
the cream rise, skim the milk and 
use the cream for churning butter 
which we took to the nearest store. 
The nearest store was 14 miles— 
by wagon team—and we took but- 
ter and eggs for groceries. 

I helped in the hay fields, rode 
side-saddle to help round up cat- 
tle on horseback. I finally rode 
astride, having to wear divided 
skirts as girls were not allowed 
to wear anything else. I had no 
fancy clothes. A calico dress and 
one for special occasions. 

When I was older, I went to 
dances: with my parents at neigh- 
boring houses. We started dancing 
at 8 p.m. and danced till daylight, 
as we had a team to drive. We 
danced the good old dances—the 
polka, waltz, two-step, Scottish 
minuete, and the good old. square 
dance. Music was furnished by a 
banjo, violin, and sometimes a pi- 
ano and other instruments. The 
hat was sometimes passed for any- 
one who cared to give something, 
but no charge was made. 

We had kerosene lamps for light | 
in our homes and coal for heat. 
Teachers were paid $50 a month, 
had eight grades to teach, had to 
make their own fires and clean the 
schoolroom. I attended the first 
year of “Cheyenne Frontier Days" 


Ho many U. S. workers be- 
long to some labor organiza- 
tion? 

The National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board says that one out of 
every four U. S. workers had some 
union affiliation in 1957 as com- 
pared with only ore in fourteen in 
1930. 

During the past quarter of a 
century, union membership has 
increased four fold, reaching 18.4 
million last year. The three largest 
unions — teamsters, automobile 
workers and steelworker: ac- 
counted for more than e-fifth 
of this total, while four additional 
unions had memberships ranging 
trom one-half million to one million. 

Nearly half of last year’s total 
union membership was employed 
in manufacturing industries. An- 
other 27 per cent was engaged in 
transportation and construction 
work. 

These facts were brought out in 
a publication, ‘Roadmaps of In- 
dustry."’ 

‘The National Association of Man- 
ufacturers, in a booklet of their 

- own issue, declare that labor un- 
ions have ‘‘come of age”’ and that 
organized labor ‘through evasion 
of legal restraint and misuse of 
its power now pose a major 
threat...” 

The NAM complains that pro- 
posals as a result of the McClel- 
lan Committee hearings have been 
aimed at protecting union mem- 
bers from the mishandling of un- 


ion funds by the unions’ own lead- 
ers and not at the job of ‘‘protect- 
ing the public and the economy 
from the misuse of organized la- 


bor power.”” 


The growth of our economy is 
pictured in figures released by the 
Conference 
Board which show that one out of 
every four U. S. families earned 
between $4,000 and $6,000 (before 
taxes) in 1957, compared with one 
out of five families ten years 
earlier. 

Sixty-three per cent of American 
families earned less than $4,000 in 
1947, By 1957, only thirty-seven per 
cent of the nation’s families were 
below the $4,000 mark. At the up- 
per end of the income scale, only 
one family in twenty earned $10,- 
000 or better in 1947, but the 1957 
ratio had climbed to slightly more 
than one family in ten. 

Total family personal income 
rose more than 75 per cent dur- 
ing this ten-year period, from 
$184.6 billion ‘in 1947 to $328.2 bil- 
lion in 1957, During these years 
the total number of families and 
unattached individuals increased 
only 20 per cent, from 44.7 mil- 
lion to 53.5 million. 

Average family income before 
taxes rose nearly 50 per cent, 
from $4,130 in 1947 to $6,130 in 
1957, according to the Conference 
Board. When price rises are taken 
into account, the income gain. 
amounts to 20 per cent,

From the Italy News-Herald, 
Italy, Texas: In the light of the 
disrespect shown the United States 
flag, personages and property in 
South America, Lebanon and Al- 
geria during the past two weeks, 
we believe it very timely that the 
U. S. Marine Corps is engaged in 
a campaign to encourage display 
of our national emblem on all 
proper occasions beginning with 
Flag Day, June 14. Certainly, if 
we do not give the flag all the re- 
spect to which it is entitled here 
in the United States we should not 
be too surprised if it is treated dis- 
respectfully abroad. 

We do not believe anyone will 
not agree that there has been a 
lessening of patriotism in the Unit- 
ed States during the past 15 years. 
We have had so much one-world- 
ism and so much United Nations- 
ism thrown at us since the end of 
World War II that it isn’t surpris- 
ing we have lost almost all sense 
of national entity. 

This is not good. We have glor- 
ious traditions, history of unprec- 
edented achievements in freedom 
of initiative, dignity of the individ- 
ual, and successful self-rule that 
should not, be subjugated to the 
bickering of other nations that 
have not yet learned to live with 
themselves. 

Within recent months we have 
read in the back files of the News- 


Herald of the spirit of patriotism 
that once prevailed here in Italy. 
This community achieved world- 
wide acclaim for its prideful re- 
buke of Mussolini; it received ad- 
vice from all over the world when 
it was debating a change in name 
to escape the stigma the Italian 
fascists had placed on the word 
Italy. It sent hundreds of its young 
men into the armed forces during 
World War II, probably a larger 
percentage than ary other com- 
munity of similar size. At one time 
every business house had a flag 
and bunting set that was displayed 
on appropriate occasions. But in 
the past several years about the 
only flags ever seen are at the 
post office and occasionally in 
front of the American Legion 
building. 

We believe it time to revive pa- 
triotism, to rekindle a national 
pride. We believe the place to be- 
gin is right here at home—in Italy. 

The News-Herald wants to sug- 
gest that some local organization 
undertake the task of inducing 
each business house to purchase a 
new flag of uniform size and en- 
courage their display at the proper 
times. 

We would further suggest that 
the Boy Scouts collect all the old 
dirty and moth-eaten flags in town 
and destroy them with appropriate

ALAS As dairy industry is moving up—up—up. 
Gross income from dairy products last year soared 
above the $45 million point. And the trend is still upward. 

There are some 2000 grade-A dairies and approximately

there were only 1,651 grade-A dairies. 

However, number isn’t the ultimate goal of the Alabama 
dairy industry.

Plant Grain Sorghum To Fill Grain Needs 


By O. N. ANDREWS

RAIN sorghum is not a new crop in Ala- 
bama. Neither is it so old that farmers 
consider it outdated. The truth is that more 
and more farmers have turned to grain sor- 
ghum for additional feed. 

From my viewpoint, of all grain crops 
planted at this time of year, grain sorghum 
is the best bet to assure you of a good harvest. 
Of course, corn is the main grain crop on most 
farms during the summer, and that’s the way 
it should be, providing the crop can be plant- 
ed before June. Nevertheless, grain sorghum 
is a good insurance crop. Growers have 
found this crop will usually make a good yield 
even in years when corn fails. Too, grain 
sorghum is more drought-resistant. And 
rains that come too late for corn hit grain 
sorghum in just the right stage to insure a 
normal crop. 

Maybe you need a few acres of grain sor- 
ghum on your place. Let’s consider the fol- 
lowing points, which are in favor of the crop, 
before you say “no’”\to your needs. 

1. Grain sorghum is nearly equal to corn 
in feeding value. 

2. The crop can be produced and harvested 
with machinery. 

8. It fits well into a double cropping system 
and can be planted following winter grazing 
crops, small grains, or other cool-season crops. 

4. All livestock like it. 


5. Although usually combined for the 
grain, grain sorghum may be grazed, cut and 
fed green, or used for silage. 

On the other hand, don’t let grain sorghum 
with its new “summer hat” of favorable points 
fool you into believing that it is problem-free. 
Bird and insect damage plus excessive mois- 
ture in the harvested grain are its biggest 
enemies, Still, larger fields plus better insect 
control measures, better varieties, and better 
harvesting and storage practices will go a 
long way toward overcoming these obstacles, 

Production practices? Sure, they’re im- 
portant, too. First, plant on good corn land. 
Break, disk, and harrow the soil to make a 
smooth, firm seedbed. Then, lime and ferti- 
lize according to soil test results. If a soil 
test was not made and lime has not been used 
in the last five years, apply one ton of ground 
limestone per acre on sandy soils and two tons 
per acre on heavy soils. Of course, this rec- 
ommendation is based on acid soils. At or 
before planting, apply 300 pounds of 8-8-8 or 
250 pounds of 4-12-12 fertilizer per acre. 
Side-dress with 100 to 150 pounds of am- 
monium nitrate or 200 to 300 pounds of ni- 
trate of soda—or equal nitrogen from other 
sources—about the first or second cultivation. 

Select a good variety of grain sorghum to 
plant. Martin Combine and Redlan are the 
best open-pollinated varieties for North Ala- 
bama. In Experiment Station variety tests in 
North Alabama during the past two years, 
hybrids RS (Texas) 610 and Texas 660 yield- 
ed eight percent more than Martin Combine. 


Combine Sagrain and Early Hegari are the 
best open-pollinated varieties for Central Ala- 
bama. Hybrids Dekalb D-50-A and RS (Tex- 
as) 610 out-yielded the best open-pollinated 
varieties by about 15 percent in the last two 
years’ tests in Central Alabama. 

Combine Sagrain is recommended for 
southern Alabama. Due to bird damage and 
dry weather, little information was obtained 
in tests conducted during the past two years 
in South Alabama. However, in South Mis- 
sissippi Experiment Station tests, Combine 
Sagrain out-yielded hybrids and other open- 
pollinated varieties. 

Leading hybrids had a larger percentage of 
lodged stalks than the recommended varieties, 
and this weakness may offset the yield ad- 
vantage. Due to the short testing period, 
however, hybrids are recommended only on 
a trial basis. 

Varieties that have compact heads are RS 
(Texas) 610, Texas 660, Martin Combine, 
Redlan, and Early Hegari. DeKalb hybrids 
and Combine Sagrain have open-type heads. 
If you plan to use the sorghum for silage, or 
for cutting and feeding green, plant regular 
Hegari or tall Sagrain. 

I recommend planting from June 1 to 15 
in all sections of the state. Use properly 
treated, certified seed at the rate of four to. 
six pounds per acre. And be sure there is 
enough moisture in the soil at planting to 
germinate the seed (never plant grain sor- 
ghum in dry soil). Space rows three to three

FARM HOUSING PROGRAM EXPANDED UNDER FHA 


OT the building fever? You can build 

that new home you've been dreaming 
over, now that the farm housing program has 
been expanded to speed up farm building 
construction and improvement. 

In addition to major construction, funds 
were made available in March for farm home 
modernization uses such as adding bathrooms 
and utility rooms, modernizing kitchens, and 
making other improvements to homes, as well 
as enlarging or remodeling farm service 
buildings. 

This expanded housing program not only 
gives new outlets for improvement in and 
around the home but also serves as an anti- 
recession measure, 

Chances are, the first question you are go- 
ing to ask is, “Am I eligible?” That depends, 
of course, on your status as a farmer. To be 
eligible, an applicant must;

1. Own a farm that is in production and 
plan to produce at least $400 worth of com- 
modities for sale or home use, based on 1944 
prices, 

2. Have sufficient farm and other income 
to pay farm operating and family living ex- 
penses, and to meet payments on existing 
debts and on the proposed farm housing loan. 

8. Be without sufficient resources on his 
own account to obtain credit needed to fi- 
nance his housing needs, 

4. Be a United States citizen. 

Tenants and farm laborers are not eligible 
for these loans, but owners may borrow funds 
to repair, build, or make improvements to 
houses or other farm buildings for their ten- 
ants or farm laborers. 

Now here’s something in which you are sure 
to be interested. The interest rate is only 
four percent per year on the unpaid principal. 


However, loans are scheduled for repayment 
within the shortest time consistent with the 
borrower’s ability to repay. In no case will 
the repayment period exceed 33 years. Too, 
each borrower is required to refinance the 
unpaid balance of the loan when able to ob- 
tain such refinancing at reasonable rates and 
terms from other lenders. 

As for the kind of buildings that will be 
financed, farm housing loans are made to pro- 
vide adequate dwellings and farm service 
buildings. Loans will not be made to pro- 
vide buildings that are not needed for the 
actual operation of the farm or that would 
cost considerably more than adequate build- 
ings on other farms in the community. 

Applicants are expected to furnish detailed 
building plans, which are available in limited 
numbers at local Farmers Home Administra- 
tion offices and county agents’ offices.

Calhoun Farmer Turns Beef Herd 


Into Grade-A 


Dairy Unit

'HEN C. Majure bought 720 acres 

of hilly Calhoun County land 12 
years ago, he was advised to give it 
back to the Indians. 

However, Majure held on to the 
Wellington Rt. 1 place and has never 
regretted it for a minute. In fact, he 
and his manager, Dennis Walker, have 
developed the place into one of the 
finest dairy farms in the county. “We 
joined the Coosa Valley Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association. in Febru- 
ary,” Walker said, ‘and in March we 
were first in butterfat content, with an 
average of 3.67 percent, and second in 
milk production, with an average of 
993 pounds of milk per cow.” 

Relating the development history of 
the farm the other day, Majure recall- 
ed that he sold enough timber off the 
farm soon after he bought it to more 
than take care of the purchase price. 
He then got Walker and his family to 
settle on the place and take care of 
the beef herd. 

The beef operation didn’t prove to 
be profitable enough, however, Wal- 
ker said. Brood cows were grade Jer- 
seys, which were bred to a Hereford 
bull. And since the cows were giving 
more milk than the calves could use, 
Walker asked Assistant County Agent 
Goode Nelson about using a few of 
them to sell milk to the manufactur- 
ing milk market he had heard about. 
Nelson told him to be down at the 
mailbox at a certain time on the day 
the routeman picked up milk cans in 
that area. So on October of 1953, 
Walker started his grade-B dairy op- 
eration with five brood cows from the 
beef herd. 

The entire Walker family—includ- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. Walker, two daugh- 
ters, and a son—worked mighty hard 
in the dairy, according to Nelson, and 
they made steady progress. In fact, 
things were going along so well that 
Mr. and Mrs. Walker began consider- 
ing a change-over to grade-A milk pro- 
duction. 

Then, when Nelson visited the farm 
one day late in 1956, the Walkers be- 
gan asking a lot of questions about 
grade-A dairying. With the agent’s 
help, they considered all the possibili- 
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ties and, after consulting with Majure, 
decided to make the change. 

They studied plans and looked at 
milking parlors on other farms, then 
built a parlor to fit their needs. It 
includes four milking stanchions, pipe 
lines, and a bulk tank. A 250-gallon 
capacity tank was installed when the 
change-over was made in January of 
1957, Walker related, but during the 
year it had to be replaced with a 375- 
gallon tank. 

And when the change was made to 
grade-A, a herd of 26 Holsteins, Jer- 
seys, and Guernseys (mostly Hol- 
steins) was bought from T. L, Yates, 
who was selling out. There were 16 
cows in Walker’s first herd, and these 
were culled closely. Now, from the 
combined herds, he is milking 32 cows. 

“Since going grade-A, Walker has 
continued to make progress,” declared 
Agent Nelson. “In February of this 
year he signed up with the Coosa Val- 
ley DHIA and started using artificial 
breeding altogether.” 

Work is also continuing on the 
feeding program Walker has built up. 
All except 17 acres of the 150 acres of 
open land is in permanent pastures or 
temporary grazing. There are six 
acres in alfalfa, 30 acres in an oats- 
vetch combination, 18 acres in crimson 
clover-oats-ryegrass, and three acres 
in coastal bermuda. Four acres of seri- 
cea will be plowed up this year to 
make way for additional coastal. 

Walker also had 150 tons of corn- 
grain sorghum silage this winter and 
plans to add another, bigger trench si- 
lo. “Silage is a lifesaver during win- 
ter,” Walker declared. “We normally 
have to buy only a small portion of 
dairy feed and supplement, but some 
hay was bought this winter because 
of the lack of winter grazing. We 
don’t raise much hay because of the 
labor problem and the type of soil on 
the farm,” he explained. 

The 40-cow dairy unit is about the 
size operation Walker wants, Nelson 
said. But he will raise his own replace- 
ments and try to build production to 
the highest point possible. 

“Tf the Indians get this farm now, 
they'll have to take it,” laughed Agent 
Nelson.

Irrigated Cotton in Limestone County 


ON COTTON IRRIGATION PROBLEMS 


By JASPER JERNIGAN

RRIGATION. . . 

That’s the word that means extra dollars in the pocketbook to 
those fellows who have tried it. But, when irrigation is mentioned, 
a lot of questions pop up, such as: Would it be profitable for me to 
irrigate? How much water will it take? What is the cost of an 
irrigation system? These are just some of the many, many ques- 
tions that arise when a farmer is confronted with the dry weather 
problem. 

Here are some points that should help answer your queries 
concerning cotton irrigation. 

First, what is a profitable size unit? Farmers who have 25 
acres of cotton with available water nearby can irrigate profitably. 
Therefore, a grower would be justified in buying an irrigation sys- 
tem for a unit of this size. 

Now, where expected increased yields from irrigation are con- 
cerned, you will find that yield increases vary from year to year. 
However, over a long period of time, farmers can expect an average 
increase of about 1000 pounds of seed cotton per acre. 

Initial cost of installing a system seems to be the big hurdle for 
most farmers. The API Engineering Department estimates that the 
initial cost of equipment is about $100 per acre. Another $25 per 
acre will be spent each year to apply the water. This is an average 
cost and will vary some depending on conditions on the farm. 

And, of course, extra water means extra fertilizer. However, a 
soil test should be made to determine the exact amount and grade 
of fertilizer to use. Irrigated cotton should get one and a half to 


HAVING BOLL WEEVIL TROUBLE? 


URING the months of June, July, and August the most important 
insect problem will likely be the control of boll weevils. There 
is every indication that we will have plenty of weevils in Alabama 
cotton fields during the growing season, except in extreme North Ala- 
bama where severe cold weather slowed early progress of the pests. 
However, we expect boll weevils to be plentiful in this area (North 
Alabama) later in the season, Poisons that have been used in Ala- 
bama for the past several years should give effective control of boll 
weevil and other cotton insects this year; but more poison will have 
to be applied at shorter intervals. The July issue of This Month 
will carry a detailed story on cotton insect control. 
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two times as much fertilizer as unirrigated cotton. This means you 
need 90 to 120 pounds each'of N, P,O;, and K,0. When soil 
samples are taken from land you intend to irrigate, be sure to 
specify such on form A before sending the sample to the soil test- 
ing laboratory. 

Any of the recommended varieties of cotton make satisfactory 
yields when irrigated. At present there seems to be little lodging 
difference among recommended varieties. Where cotton was chopped, 
two or three stalks per hill 12 inches apart should have been left. 

As for the time to start irrigation, wait until cotton begins fruit- 
ing heavily. When blooms begin to appear, available moisture should 
be kept at 50 percent or above. Do not irrigate before blooming 
time, unless you need extra moisture to get stands or for plants that 
are becoming severely stunted in growth. 

During average years cotton will need about 12 to 15 inches of 
irrigation water. Most wells should supply at least 10 gallons per 
irrigated acre per minute. Where ponds are used, figure the amount 
of water you will have before buying an irrigation system. 

The number of acres that can be irrigated from a pond can be 
figured by the following formula: 


Surface Area (sq. ft.) x Avg. depth (inches) x .000023 


Inches of irrigation water per acre required during season 
= acres that can be irrigated. 


To determine when irrigation is needed, remember that soil mois- 
ture should not go below 50 percent of the available moisture after 
plants start blooming. Start irrigating when cotton plants show signs 
of wilting by 10 a.m. When plenty of moisture is already available 
in the soil, there should be three to four inches of green, tender stem 
between the terminal bud and the reddish coloring of the stem. An- 
other, and perhaps more accurate, method of determining when to 
apply water is by the soil “feel” test. Your county agent can teach 
you how to make this test. 

All soils do not hold the same amount of moisture. Very light- 
textured, sandy soils hold only .75 inch of moisture per foot, while 
heavy clays hold up to 2.5 inches of moisture. Do not put on more 
water than the soil will hold because excess water will drain off, 
carrying with it plant nutrients, Remember also that light soils 
absorb water much faster than heavy clays. Don’t put water on 
the land faster than it can be absorbed. Consult your county agent 
for details on determining the water holding capacity of your soil. 

Next, follow a good insect control program, keeping in mind 
that insects thrive on irrigated cotton. 

Irrigation sho! ormally be stopped when about three-fourths 
of the bolls are matured. And it is a wise practice to watch your 
cotton closely at this time for boll rot. Check the fields regularly 
during the period bolls are maturing. If boll rot becomes a prob- 
lem—that is, two or three bolls per stalk show rot—stop irrigating 
and defoliate to let in sunshine and air. Defoliated cotton opens 
more uniformly and loss from boll rot is minimized. 
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Poseltryman Rigs Own Feed Mixer-Grinder

mill, the mixer-grinder, and the storage bin in the lower floor room. 
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RE you interested in cutting the feed 
cost of your layers by at least $20 a 
ton? 

Dewey H. Perrigin of Pickens County 
has done just that by installing his own 
feed-mixing unit and by using home-grown 
feed. Installation of the feed mixer re- 
sulted from a careful study made by Per- 
rigin and his two sons, David and George. 
They found that with their own mixer they 
could completely eliminate transportation 
and grinding costs. Too, they could do the 
grinding and mixing when weather condi- 
tions wouldn’t permit work in the fields. 

Last summer, Perrigin, who has been 
producing eggs for two years, started build- 
ing the home mixer-grinder. ‘A few years 
ago I sold some gravel from my farm, and 
the pit created by removal of the gravel 
made an ideal location for a split-level feed 
processing house,” declared Perrigin. 
“With the pit serving as one ground level 
and the earth’s surface as another, I was 
able to construct a three-story building 
with ground-level entrance at both the first 
and third floors,” he explained. 

Such a convenience allows the poultry- 
man to truck unprocessed feed products 
right to the door of the third floor, where 
preparation for grinding and mixing be- 
gins. 

Except for the roofing, all materials used 
in the construction of Perrigin’s feed house 
came off the farm. And after a little 
mental figuring, the farmer estimated that 
the building cost about $100. However, 
he sold the gravel for close to $200, so 
actually he had extra money to put on 
machinery. 

The next step was to select a feed mill 
that would meet his needs. After carefully 
studying and comparing different types of 
mills, the McShan community producer se- 
lected a farm mixer-grinder and located it 
in the second story of the house. Four con- 
veyer hoppers were rigged from the third 
floor to the mixer-grinder. 


Corn, oats, and a 38 percent protein sup- 
plement, housed on the third floor where 
the corn shucker-sheller and hammer mill 
are located, are fed individually to three 
of the hoppers. These ingredients, through 
force of gravity, flow into the mixer-grind- 
er. The end product is a 17 percent layer 
mash, which ends up in the storage bin lo- 
cated in the gravel pit. From there the 
farmer can back his truck to the door and 
load and distribute a formula mash to bulk 
feeders in his two layer houses. 

“In all, I have about $1100 tied up in 
the feed mill and house,’’ pointed out Per- 
rigin. “But it would have been much more 
if I hadn’t been able to buy a second-hand 
corn shucker-sheller and a 60 horsepower 
motor, Feed is handled by gravity all the 
way from unloading chutes on the top floor 
to the storage bin in the pit. This is a big 
saving in conveyer pipes and machines for 
transporting the feed from one unit to an- 
other.” 

Telling Assistant County Agent Robert 
Thornton about the operation, the Pickens 
County farmer explained that the mill could 
handle about a ton of feed per hour. “I 
made a mistake about the amount of corn 
needed for my 3000 hens last year and ran 
short after five or six months,” said Per- 
rigin. “Since then I’ve had to buy quite a 
bit, but this year there will be enough har- 
vested to take care of my needs. 

“I figure my corn is worth about $3 per 
bushel fed to the layers. And when you 
have your own feed mill, shucks and cobs 
normally thrown away, can easily be run 
through the hammer mill and mixed with 
other ingredients to form a pretty good 
cow feed.” 

Perrigin summed up his feed mixing op- 
eration this way. “I’ve cut production costs 
on one end and increased the value of 
home-grown feed on the other. Too, I be- 
lieve I get better production from my hens 
since switching to home-mixed feeds than 
I was getting from commercial rations.

F you're going to kick your hogs around, 
take off your shoes first. An estimated 
$3.5 million worth of bruise damage to hogs 
each year can be traced to canes, whips, clubs, 
and kicking—when the owner has his shoes 


on. 

So you think you’re thirsty? How about 
that old cow out there which should drink 
water at the rate of three times her milk pro- 
duction? Depending on the weather, the 
kind of feed she gets, and the amount of milk 
she gives, she may need as many as 18 gal- 
lons of water a day. Now, don’t go and pump 
your well dry. Just move the cow closer to 
a creek, 

Burning the barn to get rid of rats would 
be a foolish stunt. Yet, some people rake 
and burn cotton and corn stalks (organic mat- 
ter) because they think that is the best way 
to destroy certain pests just waiting to pounce 
on their crops. True, they’ll get some insects, 
but Mr. Boll Weevil and his family will still 
be around. So, to do the best job, keep a 
sharp eye out for recommended control meas- 
ures . ., some are in this issue. 

Our eating habits have a way of changing 
the production pattern of the vegetables we 
grow. Itseems that we are eating more vege- 
tables in the raw—that is, mixed in salads. 
Lettuce, tomatoes, celery, cucumbers, and bell 
peppers are some of them, and there has been 
a 50 percent expansion of these crops since 
1940. You folks with your thinking caps on 
will know just what to do. With such high 
demand staring him in the face, the wise pro- 
ducer will plan production to supply market 
demand, 

Planning a little vacation? Better mulch 
your garden well before you leave. Mulch- 
ing with straw, leaves, or other similar ma- 
terial will save moisture and boost yields. 
And oh, yes—the plants won’t be choked by 
weeds when you come back from vacationing. 

Better check up on your grain supply. You 
may be needing some extra feed, and a good 
summer grain crop, such as grain sorghum, 
is the best way to get that insurance feed to 
tide you over the winter. Incidentally, two 
new varieties of grain sorghum are on the 
market now. They are RS (Texas) 610 and 
Texas 660. : - 

By the way, several new sets of building 
plans have been added to the API Extension 
Service library. Available to you through 
your county agent, they are: 

BI-11 Disposal Pit—A covered pit approxi- 
mately six by six, by 12 feet deep, for use in 
disposing of dead birds, therefore reducing 
the spread of disease. 


BI-12 Pole-Type Poultry House, Trussed 
Rafters, 30-ft. Clear Span—This house is 30 
by 228 feet, suitable for laying or broiler 
house where a 30-foot clear span is desired. 
Building may be enlarged in 12-foot units. 
Capacity for broilers is 6,850 and for layers, 
1,950. Each 12-foot addition will accomodate 
850 broilers or 100 layers. 


BJ-16 Central Farrowing House, Jacket 
Type, Open Front—This open-front house has 
eight permanent farrowing jackets that open 
into paved feed and exercise pens, The alley 
arrangement makes it easy for the operator 
to care for the pigs. The partitions between 
the outside pens are hinged so that they can 
be swung aside and the pens cleaned with a 
tractor and blade. 

BJ-17 Shade for Hogs 12 by 16 feet, Port- 
able or Permanent—This plan is for provid- 
ing shades of permanent or portable design 
to protect animals from summer heat and in- 
crease gains.

and a half feet apart. For combine varieties 
there should be an average of three plants 
per foot of row. Taller-growing varieties, 
such as regular Hegari, should be spaced one 
to two stalks per foot of row to reduce lodg- 
ing. 

One or two cultivations should be enough. 
However, cultivate the crop enough to control 
weeds, 

In recent years insect damage has been 
quite serious in many grain sorghum fields, 
Late plantings (after June first) will reduce 
midge damage. Varieties which have loose, 
open-type heads, such as Combine Sagrain, 
are less susceptible to worm damage. Fields 
should be inspected regularly after plants 
form heads. And if insects are damaging 
the crop, dust with 10 percent D.D.T. at the 
rate of about 20 pounds per acre, This will 
control such insects as sorghum midge, web- 
worm, corn earworm, and fall army worm. 
More than one application may be needed. 


HERE is much confusion about today’s 

farming. And it goes beyond confusion 
into conflict. Farmers and others just don’t 
agree. 

Much of this confusion and conflict con- 
cerns the level of price supports of farm prod- 
ucts by the federal government. Some insist 
upon 90 percent of parity with rigid controls 
over production, while others favor lower 
price supports with opportunity to produce 
more. 

There are, of course, many other points of 
conflict and confusion, but this is an example. 
It. goes back to the ’twenties, when surpluses 
of farm products were piling up while mar- 
kets at home and abroad were declining. 
There was then much talk 
about “orderly marketing” 
and “ordérly production.” 

The feeling was that farm- 
ers should produce enough, 
but not too much; and that 
farm products should move 
to market as wanted by cus- 
tomers, and not be dumped 
on the market ahead of 
needs. 

One fact is now obvious: 
price supports and produc- 
tion control have not solved the farm surplus 
problem. It remains with us in a big way. 
Uncle Sam now has around $7 billion invest- 
ed in surplus farm products in storage. 

As I read and listen to discussions of these 
and other farm problems I get around to 
the conclusion that any sound farm program, 
individually or collectively, must seek these 
objectives: 

1, More efficiency in production in order 
to reduce costs per unit, such as a bushel or 
a pound, This efficiency is being achieved, 
and it can be achieved much more. 

2. Better quality farm products for mar- 
ket. This is highly important. 

8. Bigger outlets for farm products at 
home and abroad. 

More efficiency, better quality, and bigger 
outlets—any individual farmer can help him- 
self by planning and operating his farm with 
these objectives in view. The same is true of 
any federal program. A federal program 
that doesn’t lead to bigger outlets is unsound ; 
ae this is a major point of conflict at pres- 
ent. 

Every sound-thinking man wants farmers 
to get good prices for his products; but, on 
the other hand, no sound-thinking person will 
insist on prices that destroy markets when 
bigger markets are sorely needed. 

Still another major aim must be sought. It’s 
that of adjusting production to changing re- 
quirements of the market. For example, mar- 
garine is replacing butter because more peo- 
ple want margarine. So it’s only common sense 
that farmers would seek to produce less but- 
ter and more products that go into margarine. 

Alabama farmers are fortunate in that they 
can shift from products that are declining in 
demand to products that are increasing. In 
the main, Alabama farmers are shifting from 
row crops to livestock and poultry, because 
the market wants less of our row crop prod- 
ucts and more meat, milk, and eggs, 

No one has the answer to the farm prob- 
lem. In fact, no one answer will suffice be- 
cause there are many problems. Many prob- 
lems call for many answers, Thus, we get 
around to the fact that all of us need to study 
hard, think clearly, and work together for the 
best possible solutions to the many and varied 
problems that are continually confronting us 
as farm people.

FHD Demonstrator Builds Farm From Scratch 


“T started from scratch and built a farm,” de- 
clared Marion J. Sanders of Coffee Coun- 


ty. 

“That's right,” insisted the Tennille Rt. 1 
farmer. “I had never farmed on my own un- 
til I started on this farm. And believe me, 
I needed all the help I could get.” 

Sanders, after his discharge from the army 
following World War II, bought the 167-acre 
farm and headed straight for the county 
agent’s office. There he and Farm Agent J. 
R. Speed studied and planned various im- 
provements which had to be made on the 
farm before Sanders could ever put a plow 
in the ground. With his long-range program 
plans tucked away under his arm, the ambi- 
tious farmer set out to turn his rough, stump- 
filled acres into an ideal farming operation. 

“No doubt the going was rough,” related 
Speed, “because Sanders couldn’t even use a 
tractor the first year. He just had to get in 
there with mules and plows and dodge stumps 
to make a crop. But before the first year 
ended, he had the stumps out, and the fields 
were in fair condition for tractor farming the 
second year. Old terraces were mended and 
new ones put in where they were needed,” 
pointed out the agent. 

As Sanders began to feel his feet on solid 
ground, he started working in parts of his 
long-range program. Although the pull was 
gradual and uphill all the way, he managed 
to start a pasture program. So far he has 20 
acres of improved pasture. Improvement con- 
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sists of some 16 acres of bahia grass, a five- 
acre field for millet during summer, 15 to 20 
acres of winter grazing crops, such as oats 
and wheat, and a small patch of coastal ber- 
muda. He is keeping accurate records on all 
farming activities, too. 

' “My son’s 4-H Club project work got me 
interested in coastal bermuda,” said Sanders. 
“He and Assistant County Agent Tom Cas- 
sady sprigged an acre and a half of coastal 
last year, and it did so well, we’re using it 
for a nursery patch. I’ve already planted 
three and a half acres from the mother patch, 
and my plans call for 20 acres. 

“Of course, I had to get my pasture pro- 
gram going before considering any livestock. 
But now I believe I can handle seven brood 
sows and about 15 brood cows, toward which 
I already have a good start,” he pointed out. 

Agent Speed remarked that Sanders was 
following through with his long-range pro- 
gram plans—which basically are the same 
used by Farm and Home Development dem- 
onstrators—on his own. However, since a 
farmer gets more individual supervision 
through FHD, Sanders was one of the first 
to sign up his farm for FHD work in the coun- 
ty. 

He’s never regretted it, either, continued 
Speed. One of the first things he did after 
becoming an FHD demonstrator was to build 
himself a new house. 

“Yes, sir,” recalled Sanders, “when I first 
moved to this farm, I lived in a house so small 


I hardly had room to stretch without sticking 
my feet out the front door.” 

Sanders now has a three-bedroom, brick 
veneer house with plenty of space in each 
room. “And for a reasonable price,” added 
Speed. “After working out complete house 
plans, including room arrangement, color 
schemes, landscaping, etc., with Home Agent 
Mamie Mathews, Sanders built the house for 
less than $9000. Of course, he had to use 
timber from his own woodlot and get by with 
the minimum amount of labor, but he has a 
house that most any contractor would esti- 
mate at $16,000 worth.” 

Although still on a long-range program, 
Sanders has interwoven many new plans since 
becoming a member of the Farm and Home 
Development phase of the Extension Service 
program. Double cropping of some of his 
land is one additional project. He will har- 
vest seed oats from a 17-acre field and im- 
mediately plant grain sorghum for combining. 

He has also started having soil tests made 
from all his fields. And he has upped corn 
yields considerably since using recommenda- 
tions according to test results. His corn av- 
eraged 50 bushels per acre last year. 

One crop that Sanders was inspired through 
the FHD program to produce was foundation 
peanut stock. And he’s glad of it, too, for 
the demand is great for good peanut seed. 

“Looking forward to a well rounded farm 
euatanae is not so hard now,” admitted San-

Dry-Lot Feeding | 


Pays Lauderdale Farmer 


RY-LOT feeding of beef cattle has become 
an important part of A, J. Darby’s farm- 
ing operation. 

The Lauderdale County farmer has two 
feeding units with a capacity of 50 animals 
each. And as quick as a lot is emptied, ad- 
ditional steers are bought to fill it again. 

As Darby explained it, he buys calves that 
weigh an average of 700 or 800 pounds, An- 
other 200 pounds h is usually put on the 
animals during the 75 to 90 days they are 
in the feedlot. The Unit Test Demonstration 
farmer says he tries to turn out a calf that 
is one grade higher than when he bought it. 

The calves are fed on crushed ear corn and 
supplement, Darby explained. He buys about 
90 percent of the feed for animals of the old- 
er unit. The other was just built a few 


BUSINESS IS GOOD—When Mrs. Hugh Walker be- 
gan looking for some way to supplement the family’s 
income, she hit upon the idea of fixing boxes of food 
to send to boys and girls in the Florence area who 
were away at school or in the service.

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months ago and calves in this unit have ac- 
cess to alfalfa, white Dutch clover, and oats- 
vetch grazing. The new barn is a pole-type 
structure, which Darby says is similar to those 
used in the Western states, 

Darby explained that his Bend of the River 
community farm contains 820 acres, with 296 
acres in open land. In addition to the dry 
feed operation, he has a cow-calf program 
with 41 brood cows in the herd. 

“Darby sent in soil samples on all of his 
pasture and crop land this year,” said As- 
sistant County Agent S. M. Eich, “and he is 
expecting another good year.” On 58 acres 
of cotton, Darby made an average of a bale 
and a quarter per acre last year. 

The agent added that Darby rotates his en- 
tire cropping system every three years by 
changing up the land being used for perma- 
nent pastures and that growing row crops or 
oats. And the entire farm is fenced and cross- 
fenced to make such a practice possible, 

The Florence Rt, 2 farmer is a 1939 grad- 
uate of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
school of agriculture and is a member of the 
county ASC committee.

CORN BORER CONTROL. European corn 
borers can be controlled in pimento pepper, 
experiments at the North Alabama Substa- 
tion, Cullman, reveal. Beginning about July 
1, when the second flight of corn borer moths 
begins, pepper is dusted at not less than week- 
ly intervals with 10 percent DDT, 20 percent 
toxaphene, or two percent endrin. August is 
a particularly crucial time because the third 
moth flight occurs, and intervals between 
dustings must be shortened to four or five 
days. Since a coating of insecticide must be 
kept on pepper at all times when eggs are be- 
ing laid, dusts must be reapplied when wash- 
ed off by rain. 


PINE TREE INSECTS. Shade pine trees 
around the home are subject to attack by pine 
bark beetles such as the black turpentine 
beetle and Ips engraver beetles. White to 
reddish-white pitch tubes on tree trunks are 
signs of attack. In Alabama studies, spraying 
trunks of infested trees with a mixture of four 
pounds of 50 percent wettable powder DDT 
and one pound of 25 percent wettable powder 
lindane in 100 gallons of water gave control. 


BORON CONTROLS FLIES. A boron com- 
pound called Polybor-8 (disodium octaborate 
tetrahydrate) fed in the ration of caged lay- 
ers will prevent housefly development in 
manure, In tests at Auburn, addition of one 
and one-fourth ounces of Polybor-3 per 100 
pounds mash killed most fly larvae in the ma- 
nure, 

* * * 

CANNING VEGETABLES. Selecting veg- 
etables at proper stage of maturity and han- 
dling rapidly can improve quality of many 
canned vegetables, In Auburn tests, it was 
found best to harvest during early morning 
while vegetables are cool and keep refrigerat- 
ed unless processed immediately. Using prop- 
er processing time for all vegetables was 
found to be important. 


* * * 


VICTORIA BLIGHT. Victoria (Helmin- 
thosporium) blight of oats is a seed-borne 
seedling blight and stem rot that attacks sus- 
ceptible varieties. In Auburn studies, seed 
treatment with fungicides like Agrox, Cere- 
san M, Panogen 15, and similar compounds, 
and crop rotation controlled the disease on 
susceptible varieties, except where large acre- 
ages are grown in an area. 


JULY PLANTED BEANS. Alabama No. 1, 
Kentucky Wonder, Blue Lake, or “191” pole 
snap beans planted during July and well car- 
ed for produced good yields in late summer 
or fall in Auburn tests. Adequate moisture 
and control of insects, especially lesser corn- 
stalk borer, are likely to be greater problems 
with July plantings. 


* * * 


STORING SHELLED CORN. Shelled corn 
has several advantages for farm storage: (1) 
it requires about one-third the space needed 
for corn in shuck; (2) it can be handled more 
efficiently than ear corn with machinery; 
(3) it is easier to check for storage damage; 
and (4) the seasonal price spread makes pos- 
sible profit from storing and selling when 
prices are rising. Auburn studies show that 
good-quality, clean corn of 12 percent mois- 
ture or less can be safely stored if storage 
facilities protect against weather and if pests 
and insects are controlled.

Combined State and local leng- 
term debt crossed the $50 billion 
mark for the first time last year, 
three times the total outstanding 
a decade befcve, with the major 
push eoming from expenditures 
on needed schools and roads, ac- 
cording to data compiled by the 
U. S. Bureau of the Census. 

State and local spending has 
been rising steadily in recent 
years and has been one of the ex- 
pansive influences in the economy 
in the period, It seems certain to 
continue so in the foreseeable 
future to meet the social invest- 
ment needs of an expanding 
population. 

Right now combined State and 
local expenditures are running at 
a record annual, rate of over $38 
billions a year, More than double 
the total a decade ago and equivar 
lent to about 9 per cent of the en- 
tire national output, Outlays for 
construction represent about a 
third of all State and local spend- 
ing 

Aggregate long-term State and 
local debt stood at $50.4 billions 
on June 30 last year, according to 
the Census Bureau, as against less 
than $17 billions in 1947. Schools 
and roads are responsible for 
practically half the debt total. 
Here is how this debt structure 
breaks down by principal func 
tions— 

Educational facilities — $14 bil- 


liony of the outstanding long-term 
cebt, or more than a quarter of 
total State and local borrowings. 
The preponderant part of this 
debt, amounting to $12% billions, 
is local, and reflects the obligations 
incurred to expand the public 
school system in response to the 
post-World War II baby boom. 
School debt makes up a third of 
all local long-term borrowing. 
State long-term debt incurred for 
educational purposes came to $1% 
billions last year, About $700 
millions of this sum represented 
outlays on institutions of higher 
education, an area where the 
pressures for more facilities are 
becoming increasingly insistent. 

Streets and highways — nearly 
$11 billions of outstanding State 
and local long-term debt, or more 
than a fifth of the total, State bor- 
rowing predominates in this area, 
and highways are responsible for 
well over half of all State debt 
outstanding. Toll roads repre- 
sented the biggest single item, and 
alone made up more than $5 
billions of State government long- 
term obligations outstanding. 

Utilities — $8.4 billions, or a 
sixth of combined State and local 
long-term debt. These obligations, 
issued for water-supply, electric 
and gas supply, and transit sys- 
tems, are entirely in the area of 
local Government, and comprise 
over a fifth of all local Govern- 
ment debt,

A decisive vote of 317 to 98 in 
the House of Representatives last 
week sent the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Extension Act to the 
Senate for consideration. Since 
the measure was debated in the 
House under a rule which pro - 
hibited amendments, it was ap - 
proved in the same form as re- 
| ported by the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

An attempt to send the bill back 
to the committee was defeated. 
Members of the House also re- 
| jected a move to substitute a new 
bill for the committee measure. 
The sutstitute bill would have 
,curbed the President’s authority 
in negotiating trade agreements 
| and would have limited extension 
of the Act to two years. It was 
defeated by a vote of 147 to 234.

| -Extends for 5 Years- 

| As approved by the House, the 
legislation extends for five years 
the President’s authority to enter 
into reciprocal trade agreements. 
The present authority is schedul- 
ed to expire on June 30 of this 
years. 

Although the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act has been extend- 
ed eleven times since its enact- 
ment in 1934, the five-year con- 
tinuance provided in the House-ap- 
| proved bill is the longest of any 
| Previous extension. 

-Defense Reorganization- 

A bill designed to reorganize 
the Department of Defense was 
debated by the House of Represen- 
tatives last week amidst charges 
and counter-charges of partisan 
politics. 

The purpose of this legislation 
is to simplify and modernize the 
Defense Department’s basic organ- 
ization in an effort to provide 
more effective and economical ad- 
ministration of our overall de- 
fense program. Particularly in re- 
cent montks, there has been in- 
creasing criticism of our various 
defense activities. Lack pf co- 
ordination among the military 
| departments has been cited as a 
reason for delays in certain scien- 
tific development programs. The

From Robert D. Owen, White 
City, Kansas: I remember when I 
was a young boy about the only 
houses’ were log houses except for 
the well-to-do who lived in frame 
houses. 

When one of the folks wanted to 
build a house or barn they cut the 
trees down and hauled the logs to 
the site of the building, then set a 
day known as “log raising day.” 
Men and boys, women and chil- 
dren came from miles around bring- 
ing baskets of food. 

A man with a sharp ax would go 
to each corner of the building. 
Others would put logs in place and 
the cornermen would notch and fit 
logs into place.

From The Champion, Center, 
Texas: When a talented person 
works well below the peak of his 
effectiveness and his capacity, 
then everybody suffers. 

Particularly does everybody suf- 
fer if that person is engaged in 
research, in mass production, in 
education or one of the phases of 
our American way that contribute 
to keeping us the best fed, best 
clothed, best housed and happiest 
people on earth. 

More and more business execu- 
tives today are stopping short of 
their capacity. This is a grave in- 
justice to themselves, to the com- 
panies they work for, and even to 
the society of which they are 
members. 

What causes such men to do 
less than they know in their hearts 
that they should? The answers are 
not hard to find, it’s close at hand 
and touches us all. In fact, it just 
touched us all — some with the 
force of a rifle bullet and it's the 
viscious personal income tax. 

It's bad enough when business 
executives of many years of ex- 
perience start cutting down on 
their working time and in turn on 
their earnings? But when youths 
start doing it, that's even worse. 

A young Center man said the 
other day, “I'm not figuring on 
working more than 40 weeks this 
| year. Last year, I worked 50 


weeks and that income tax was 
such a lick that I worked quite a 
while just for the Government.’” 

You can’t blame this young man. 
But we could and should do some- 
thing about the situation that 
brings around this type of thinking. 

Where would the United States 
be today had men like Thomas 
Edison, Henry Ford, Abraham 
Lincoln and General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur worried themselves with 
the 40 hour week? 

Did you know that a recent poll 
in England showed that 56 per 
cent of her youth wanted to leave 
the British Isles? Here is what a 
distinguished American research 
outfit had to say on this subject 
last week. 

“Naturally, the reasons are 
many and varied. But one of the 
big ones found in England's wel- 
fare state. Government controls 
are rigorous, and along with them 
has come a crushing burden of 
taxation. Opportunity for most 
young people is limited to the 
extreme.” 

“The heavy hand of an en- 
trenched, rule-bound bureaucrecy 
is felt everywhere.

OUTLOOK FOR ECONOMIC 
Babson Park, Mass. -I have| WARFARE 
long felt that there would be a 
“shooting” war some day between 
Russia, representing Commun- 
ism, and the United States, rep- 
resenting Free Enterprise. Never 
theless, each year in my Annual 
Forecast I have taken the position 
that a shooting war would not 
take place during the following 
twelve months. I now feel that no 
shooting war between the United 
States and Russia will take place 
during the Eisenhower Admini- 
stration. 

If a shooting war with Russia 
occurs, it must be started by Rus- 
sia. Because of our retaliatory 
power I now feel that Russia! 
would hesitate to attack us direct- 
ly. But some “brush war,” such as 
the Korean War, may touch off a 
World War III. Such a_ conflict 
may occur in South America 
though the critical region now 
seems to le the oil-rich Middle | 
East. Nasser, an able and ambi - 
tious man, seems determined to 
make Egypt the hub of a great 
oil empire, with Russia as an ally.! 
Should he provoke a conflict, the 
great oil interest of the United) 
States, Great Britian, and other 
nations might push us into the 
fight while Egypt pulls Russia in. 


WHAT A CHEMICAL WAR 
MEANS ~— 


I am now greatly concerned 
over another possible Russian tac- 
tic, namely stepped -up economic 
warfare against the United States 
and her allies, accompanied by 
more intensive propaganda. In fact 
Russia may already be largely re- 
sponsible for our business recess- 
ion and the slumps in aluminum, 
copper, and other commodity 
prices. Steel prices have withstood 
tke cutbacks in output to fifty per 
cent of capacity. Russia’s supply 
of this and other commodities is 
rapidly increasing. Moreover, we 
must carefully watch the current- 
ly high outflow of gold from the 
United States. A certain use of 
gold could take the place of gas, 
germ, or atomic attacks, | 

Thus, Russia’s rapidly advancing 
technical knowledge could cause 
severe industrial competition, She 
has accelerated her program to 
expand trade with dollar-skort Free 
World Nations. “Gadgets and 
gimmicks” such as subsidies and 
tariffs could temporarily cushion 
us against such competition, but 
these may further arouse Russian 
enmity and make things worse. If 
left alone, this recession could run 
its course by 1960, But an economic | 
war started Ly Russia would cause 
more unemployment and business | 
slumps.. Moreover,, it could inevit- | 
ably lead to drastic inflation and 
may even drive our dollar to 
twenty-five cents. 


Most people now visualize a 
so-called atomic war. I feel that 
there more likely exists the pos- 
sibllity of an equally dangerous 
chemical war, This may occur 
through means, such as poisonous 
gases or bacteriological attacks. 
Russian publicity centering on 
their advances in sputniks, missiles, 
and atomic weapons may well be a
